HE Commonwealth Minister of Health has said 
more than once that the relationship between the 
Government, the medical profession and_ the 

pharmaceutical profession in regard to operation of the 
National Health Services is that of a partnership. 


It is desirable from very many points of view that 
such a relationship should exist and that the partners 
— fulfil their partnership obligations one to the 
other. 


But manner of promulgation of the new National 
Health Service Regulations was scarcely what might 
be expected in a partnership based on mutual con- 
fidence and trust. 


Sweeping changes were introduced by these new 
regulations; yet neither doctors nor chemists were 
consulted beforehand. Neither were they given any 
notice of the changes about to be made. 


These facts more than any of the new provisions in 
the regulations angered chemists and doctors and 
brought forth widespread protests and objections. 


The Federal President of the Federated Pharma- 
ceutical Service Guild, Mr. Eric Scott, in a press inter- 
view pointed out that the new regulations came into 
operation on June 1. Some chemists received instruc- 
tions about them on May 31, but many doctors had not 
received advice at all a week after that date. 


It is small wonder that great confusion resulted from 
this failure to give preliminary notice of changes affect- 
ing prescribing so materially. 


Mr. Scott went on to say that in his opinion there was 
not the slightest doubt that the new regulations, owing 
to the rush occasioned by the Federal elections, were 
drawn up without consultation with the Ministers’ 
Advisory Committee. 


Such happenings are apt to impair the good relation- 
ships which should exist between the three partners 
in the National Health Scheme and to cause much harm. 
They should not be permitted to occur under any cir- 
cumstances. 


The Victorian Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Com- 
mittee which met during this month discussed the 
situation arising from this hasty introduction of new 
provisions and has made a recommendation that the 
Commonwealth Government in future should be urged 
not to make any major changes in the National Health 
Service Regulations without prior consultation with the 
medical and pharmaceutical professions and the giving 
of adequate notice of impending changes to all members 
of both professions. 


The National Health Service Act makes provision for 
the establishment of a Pharmaceutical Benefits Ad- 
visory Committee in which changes affecting the 
Pharmaceutical Benefits and Pensioner Medical Ser- 
vices can surely be discussed in conference. 


Regulations 
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The inaugural meeting of the Pharmaceutical Benefits 
Advisory Committee took place on June 18, 1954. 
This Committee takes the place of the Formulary Com- 
mittee provided for in the old Pharmaceutical Benefits 
Act and which was disbanded after the original Com- 
<a Pharmaceutical Formulary was drawn up 
in 1946. 


The new Advisory Committee comprises the President 
of the Federal Council of the British Medical Associa- 
tion in Australia (Dr. A. J. Collins); Dr. Robert Southby, 
a former President of the Victorian Branch of the 
B.M.A.; Dr. Bryon L. Stanton; Dr. L. R. Mallen, also 
a member of the Federal Council of the B.M.A.; Pro- 
fessor Roland Thorpe, Professor of Pharmacology, 
University of Sydney; Mr. Keith E. Thomas, of New 
South Wales, representing the Federated Pharmaceu- 
tical Service Guild; and Mr. G. G. Jewkes, Director of 
ee Services, Commonwealth Department of 

ealth. 


On July 8 the Ministers’ Standing Committee will 
meet at the request of the Guild to deal with a formid- 
able list of subjects put forward by the Guild, and 
crystallising the irritation and confusion which the 
medical and pharmaceutical professions claim resulted 
from the hasty -promulgation of the regulations under 
Part VII of the National Health Service Act. 


The Ministers’ Standing Committee comprises four 
representatives of the Health Department and the 
Treasury, end four representatives of the Guild, led by 
the Federal President, Mr. Erie Scott. 


Mr. Scott and his colleagues will demand when the 
Committee meets that the Standing Committee shall be 
given a directive that will enable it to function more 
effectively than in the past because of lack of definite 
functions. 


Guild leaders state emphatically that at no time in 
the history of the Pharmaceutical Benefits service has 
there been a more determined and widespread demand 
from the chemists of Australia for positive action by 
the Guild to bring about simplification of the scheme 
which, members assert, is becoming over-complex and 
over-burdened by regulations. 


On the other hand, the Commonwealth Health De- 
partment claims that the increasing cost of the services 
places a heavier responsibility upon the Government 
to ensure that expenditure upon the medical and 
pharmaceutical sections of the Health Service is kept 
within bounds. 


As a result of the meeting of the Advisory and 
Standing Committees, it is hoped that a new concept 
of the partnership between the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment and the medical and pharmaceutical professions 
will be evolved.

THE NEW ENDORSEMENT FOR FREE MEDICINE 
PRESCRIPTIONS 


The National Health (Pharmaceutical Benefits) Regu- 
lations, which came into operation on May 1, among 
other things provide that prescriptions for benefits shall 
be marked “N.H.S.” in place of the words “Pharma- 
ceutical Benefit” required under the old regulations. 


At the date of operation of the new requirements, 
many medical practitioners had not received details of 
the new conditions. This apparently caused some con- 
cern, which prompted the Federal Council of the British 
Medical Association to communicate with the Director 
General of Health. In the Medical Journal of Australia, 
June 26, 1954, appears a copy of a letter to Dr. Hunter, 
Federal Secretary of the British Medical Association, 
from Dr. H. E. Downes, Acting Director General of 
Health. 

This letter states that the Department appreciates the 
fact for some time to come many doctors will not have 
expended stocks of forms which they have prepared 
to meet the provisions of the repealed legislation. Con- 
sequently, a reasonable period would be allowed for 
disposal of those forms. The chief pharmacists in 
several States have been advised on those lines. 


GUILD BUILDING NEARS COMPLETION 


The steel-framed concrete building being erected by 
the Guild at 24-26 St. Francis Street, Melbourne, is 
nearing completion, and it is anticipated that some 
floors will be ready for occupation within two months. 

The installation of the lift and the laying of a water 
main in St. Francis Street has caused the delay in 
completion.

ANTI-QUACKERY LEGISLATION 


The announcement that the Victorian Government 
proposed to introduce legislation to curb the activities 
of quacks and charlatans is creating interest outside of 
the State.. 


This is shown in publicity in New South Wales, where 
the Minister of Health, Mr. M. O’Sullivan, is reported 
to have said that he would wait until legislation in 
Victoria was enacted and would then examine it to 
determine whether similar legislation would be effective 
in New South Wales. 


In commenting, “The Sydney Telegraph” states that 
quacks in New South Wales have made fortunes from 
fake potions and pills. 


Dr. G. Raleigh Weigall, President of the Victorian 
Branch of the British Medical Association, stated re- 
cently that Victoria was riddled with scoundrelly 
quacks who were taking people’s money by fake cures. 


Dr. Hunter, Federal Secretary of the British Medical 
Association in Australia, said that New South Wales 
had a fair number of unqualified persons practising 
medicine and that they could be dangerous and cause 
a lot of trouble. 


The harm done by ignorant, totally unqualified and 
untrained persons who meddle for gain with the health 
and lives of their credulous victims is incalculable. 
Any Government which restrains such activities is ren- 
dering a valuable service to the community. 


CANADA BANS HEROIN 


Importation of heroin into Canada will be banned 
after January 1, 1955, according to recent press reports. 
In announcing the decision of the Government, the 
Health Minister, Mr. Paul Martin, said that the pro- 
hibition was an obligation Canada assumed under the 
World Health Organisation in common with a number 
of countries which fought to outlaw the manufacture 
and sale of this drug, which is reported to be the most 
popular narcotic among addicts in Canada. Mr. Martin 
said that heroin was not manufactured in Canada, and 
when present stocks were used it would be unavailable 
legally. In 1953 Canada imported between 750 and 1000 
oz. of heroin. 


These comments were made by the Minister in the 
House of Commons during the passage of legislation 
under which the maximum penalty for local trafficking 
in drugs is increased from seven to fourteen years’ im- 
prisonment. 


CHEMISTS IN INDONESIA 


We have received a note from Mr. James B. Webb, 
Secretary of the Committee for Graduate Employment 
in Indonesia, drawing attention to the difficulty of ob- 
taining professional workers for service in Indonesia. 

Mr. Webb states that in Indonesia there is a great 
lack of pharmaceutical chemists. The Government 
service has to provide qualified workers for all the 
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government hospitals, the research laboratories and the 
laboratories checking the quality of imported pharma- 
ceutical products. But there is only one Indonesian 
pharmacist in the government service! 


One Victorian pharmacist is working with the In- 
donesian Ministry of Health at the present time. After 
only 9 months there, she was appointed head of the 
dispensary in the main Djakarta hospital, which handles 
2000 out-patient prescriptions per day, as well as those 
for 1200 in-patients. She is the only qualified pharma- 
cist there. Unfortunately, she is returning to Australia 
in July, and replacement of her will be difficult. 


There is, however, a scheme run by the Australian 


Union of University Students whereby any _ person 
whose technical skill is required by the Indonesian 


government, and who is suitable, can be employed 
in the Indonesian government service. 


The aims of this scheme are to help Indonesia in its 
reconstruction, to promote better understanding be- 
tween Australia and Indonesia, and to provide wider 
experience, both technical and cultural, for the par- 
ticipants. 


Under the terms of the scheme, suitable people, 
that is, those with some idealism, and a desire to play 
a part in the re-making of this new country, can have 
their fares to and from Indonesia paid by the Aus- 
tralian government. While there, the volunteers will 
be paid according to the Indonesian employees’ salary 
scale, which is lower than that of the other foreign 
employees here on contract rates, but which in the 
case of a pharmacist is quite adequate for a single 
person. 


One of the advantages of not being under contract 
is that there is no fixed time of service with the In- 
donesian government, although the Australian govern- 
ment would probably not be willing to pay fares for a 
person who stayed less than a year. However, savings 
cannot be taken out of the country, so that volunteers 
would return without being any richer financially, but 
life in Indonesia is extremely interesting, and there is 
a real thrill in doing work where it is so vitally 
necessary. 


Apart from the pharmacist mentioned above who 
came under this scheme, there are four other Austra- 
lians who have or are still working under these con- 
ditions. They have found the whole venture to be 
a very worth-while experience.

THE CHANGING ROLE OF THE PROFESSIONS 
IN SOCIETY 


Under’the above heading, H. J. Fuller, in an article 
published in the Bulletin of the Ontario College of 
Pharmacy, May, 1954, has some very interesting com- 
ments to make. The aim of the article is stated to be 


that of encouraging the reader to question himself as 
to his ethical position in society and to find a basis for 
building objective and valid norms of conduct, not in 
terms of adjustments, but rather in terms of ability to 
make value adjustments and moral decisions. 

In developing the very interesting theme of the 
article, the author considers the question—“What is_a 
Profession?” Traditionally, he points out, a profession 
has been an occupation requiring an education, par- 
ticularly Law, Medicine, Teaching and the Ministry. 
In recent times the adjective “professional” has been 
applied to every kind of expert from ball player to 
politician. When it is said that pharamacy is a pro- 
fession and that the pharmacist is professional, the 
meaning intended is that the practise of pharmacy 
requires an education and that the practitioner is an 
expert. The pharmacist is also a scientist. 

Mr. Fuller asserts that the professional pharmacist 
is an expert specialist. Formerly he was an expert in 
the making of medicines. Today, however, most medi- 
cines are made in factories and laboratories. The phar- 
macist thus becomes an expert in both how medicines 
are made and why they are made. Nothing else is 
required by the professional pharmacist today than that 
he should know not only all about the physical and 
chemical qualities of the medicines, but also something 
of their pharmacological and therapeutic action. More 
than this, it is what he does with his science and his 
relationship to society that makes him worthy of the 
name professional. After quoting various definitions of 
personality, and dealing with the personality of the 
professional man, the writer concludes as follows:— 


“What is the test of value in the professional per- 
sonality? Must we dispense with buying and selling? 
1 think not. Selling goods means the distributing of 
of goods, and our economic society would collapse if 
business men could not make money from distributing 
goods. It is the kind of goods and services that are 
distributed (bought and sold) that characterise the pro- 
fessional person. Further, it is more than the kind of 
goods and services. It is the circumstances under which 
they are sold and distributed. 

The professional personality is one in whom values 
are determined by science by persons motivated by the 
ceaseless quest for human welfare, using money as a 
means rather than as an end. To illustrate simply: 
Good milk makes well babies; bad milk wilt not make 
well babies; professional (expert) personality must 
counsel the customer, no matter how uninformed the 
customer, that nothing less than good milk makes well 
babies. If he sells something less than good milk, he 
is not functioning as an expert (professional), and his 
personality is only a marketing orientation of the 
character structure. To use a person’s ignorance as a 
reason for abandoning scientific expertness is prosti- 
tuting his profession to the marketing orientation. His 
values are not ethical (scientific) but only valuations.” 


FRENCH PHARMACEUTICAL CONGRESS 


A French Pharmaceutical Congress (Journees Phar- 
maceutiques Francaises) is to be held in Paris from 
October 4 to 9, 1954, and we have been asked by the 
organisers to make the event known for the benefit 
of Australian pharmacists who may be visiting Europe 
at that time. The opening of the Congress will take 
place in the Faculty of Pharmacy, Paris, on Monday, 
October 4. M. Fabre will welcome those taking part. 
The opening meeting will be devoted to discussion on 
the history of the conservation of medicines. Many 
interesting papers and functions are included in the 
programme.

MEDICAL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY 


(Summary of Lecture by Dr. E. E. Pochin, Atomic 
Scientists’ Association, University of London.) 


Radioactive isotopes, which are produced by neutron 
irradiation in atomic piles, or extracted from the waste 
products of nuclear fission, or derived from the bom- 
bardment of targets in the cyclotron, are influencing 
many aspects of medical research and certain forms of 
treatment. Their peculiar merit is that, while under- 
going exactly the same metabolism as ordinary matter, 
they can be traced through the body with great sensi- 
tivity, using suitable instruments, or, when larger 
amounts are employed, useful radiation effects can be 
caused in certain parts of the body. 

The high sensitivity of detection of radioactive 
isotopes makes it possible to observe the dynamics of 
many physiological processes without disturbing the 
equilibria being measured. Radioactive iron, for 
example, is used for determining whether a particular 
type of anaemia is due to the failure of the iron to 
be absorbed from the diet, or to the iron being absorbed 
but not properly used in the haemoglobin and the red 
cells. ore complex chemical compounds, or even 
organic structures, are “labelled” with radioactive atoms 
and their metabolism studied. Thus, penicillin can be 
made containing a radioactive sulphur atom, or vitamin 
Bi with radioactive cobalt, or blood cells with radio- 
active chromium. The problems studied with such 
labelled compounds include the formation of bones, 
abnormalities of salt excretion in adrenal diseases, the 
mechanism of conduction of impulses along nerves, the 
formation and repair of teeth, the function of the 
thyroid, and the metabolism in the body of steroid, 
peptide and carbohydrate molecules. In most of these 
fields the skilful use of radioactive isotopes yields in- 
formation which could not otherwise have been 
obtained. 

Measurements on patients are not limited to tests 
depending on the removing of body fluids; they can 
also be made in situ, and are of much value to the 
surgeon in the operating theatre. In fractures of the 
head, of the femur, the question of whether the blood 
supply has or has not been abolished can be answered 
by injecting radiophosphorus a few hours before the 
operation and measuring its relative concentrations in 
the head and shaft of the bone. Radiophosphorus is 
also used during operations on brain tumours to indi- 
cate the extent of operation necessaray. By intra- 


venously injecting small amounts of radiosodium 
solution and measuring the activi with counters 
placed on the skin, the velocity of the blood flow in 
the veins can be measured in conditions where throm- 
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bosis is likely to occur. The same method can be 
employed in measuring the speed of blood circulation 
around the whole body, or through the lungs alone. 
The dosages used in these investigations are so small 
that the irradiation received by the body during any 
of these tests is less than that received in ordinary 
X-ray examinations. 

Turning to the use of radioactive isotopes in treat- 
ment, the aim is to deliver the maximum dose to the 
places to be destroyed with the minimum dose any- 
where else. In one type of treatment the isotopes are 
applied externally or into body cavities. Thus, skin 
lesions are treated by applications of sheets of plastic 
impregnated with radiophosphorus. Cancers involving 
the bladder lining can be treated with a solution of 
radiobromine contained in a distensible bag which can 
be inserted into the bladder. If a suitable colloid is 
introduced into a cavity in the body it will diffuse out 
only very slowly, if at all. The linings of the abdomen 
and of the chest may become involved with growth, 
causing distension of these cavities with fluid; the 
surface layers of such growth may be selectively irra- 
diated by the introduction of a colloidal suspension of 
radioactive gold into the cavity. 

Quite a different technique is to inject colloidal gold 
particles of appropriate size into the blood stream, 
which will carry them until they are arrested in the 
fine capillaries of the lung. In this way it may be 
possible to treat cancers of the lung. Another possi- 
bility is to use the technique of cardiac catheterisation, 
in which a fine tube is passed along the vein, through 
the heart and into an artery which feeds that part of 
the lung where a cancer has developed. Radioactive 
colloidal gold is thus located mainly in the region where 
the cancer is. If the particles are made small enough, 
they will pass through all the lung capillaries, and 
eventually be absorbed by the _ reticulo-endothelial 
cells, most of which are in the liver. This provides a 
method of irradiating the liver only, which may prove 
useful in treating certain types of leukaemia and cancer 
of the liver. 

By making use of the chemical properties of the 
radioactive substances it is also possible to deposit the 
radioactive isotopes where required. The classic case 
is the treatment of toxic goitre merely by giving the 
patient a drink of water containing less than one ten- 
millionth of a gram of radioiodine. In some cases of 
cancer of the thyroid the secondary deposits can be 
induced to take up iodine in the same way as normal 
thyroid tissue. Hence, multiple deposits can be treated 
with radioactive iodine when they are too widespread 
for surgical removal. 

_ Although the medical applications of radioactive 
isotopes are barely ten years old, they have already 
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been developed for tests of the very highest value in 
research and of great convenience and some importance 
in routine clinical medicine. Their most important 
value lies in the clearer understanding that they are 
giving us of the body processes involved in health and 
disease, and in this type of investigation they are 
proving to have an increasing scope and power which 
is transforming many lines of medical investigation.— 
Nature, April 10, 1954. 


PRESCRIBING AND PROPAGANDA

The historian who records the changes in medical 
practice during the 20th century will, without doubt, 
comment on the remarkable variety ‘and quantity of 
remedies preseribed. The reasons for this apparent 
boom in drugs are not obscure; for there has been an 
enormous increase, not only in the number of new 
drugs, but also in the presentation of information about 
them. Much of this information is conveyed through 
the usual channels of teacher and textbook, but prob- 
ably far more is supplied daily in a more palatable 
form through the doctors’ letterbox. 

But this does not mean that the therapeutic use of 
drugs today has reached a high peak of effectiveness 
or of safety. Indeed there is evidence that the. simple 
principles which govern the action of a drug, its absorp- 
tion, distribution and elimination are not appreciated 
as they should be. 

Dosage. 

Every student learns that a drug is given within a 
certain range of dosage. Yet different patients are 
usually given exactly the same dose, and, if no benefit 
is obtained, another drug is then tried. For example, 
the dose of ephedrine ranges in adults from gr. } to 
gr. 3. If treatment is begun with gr. 4 it may produce 
improvement, or improvement with very unpleasant 
side effects, or no effect at all. If the second or third 
response is observed, it is often concluded that the 
“patient does not tolerate it,” or “it is no good.” The 
effect of modifying the original dose is seldom explored. 
The same pot-luck is taken with many other drugs, 
such as ammonium carbonate, potassium iodide, or 
atropine. Digitalis is an exception, because most doctors 
are aware of the individual differences in response 
to this drug, and make due allowances. 

“Three times daily.” It has become almost routine 
te prescribe many medicines to be taken three times a 
day, irrespective of differences in rates of absorption 
and excretion. How often is this rule beneficial if the 
psychological effect is excluded? It would, for instance, 
be a serious mistake to give ephedrine three times a 
day, because tolerance develops quickly with this 
rhythm, and because the evening dose is likely to 
disturb sleep. Patients often become tolerant to drugs 
when these are given at short intervals. Yet it seems 
to be an established practice nowadays to prescribe 
almost everything t.ds—cough mixtures, sedatives, 
and even the most fatiguing anti-histamines. 

Perhaps teachers of pharmacology and of clinical 
medicine do not lay enough emphasis on the general 
principles of administering drugs in the dose that each 
patient requires, and in the rhythm the action of the 
drug demands. The doctor may ask, “How is it possible 
to do so? It would take several weeks to arrive at 
the right dosage.” And if one considers the routine of 
general practice, this protest has some justification. On 


the other hand, it is unfortunate that chance should 
decide whether one hits on the suitable dosage for a 
particular patient. The cynic, of course, will attribute 
successful results to the doctor’s powers of suggestion. 


Polypharmacy. 

Since our knowledge of the action of various drugs 
on man is limited, and likely to remain so for some 
time, it is not difficult to understand how the habit 
has grown of combining as many effective remedies as 
possible in one bottle or tablet. If one remedy does 
not help, it is hoped that the other may, or that they 
will combine to produce a “synergistic effect.” Many 
of the common expectorant mixtures are examples. 
One of the anti-asthmatic proprietary preparations 
contains seven active ingredients. 


This time-honoured tradition of combining numerous 
drugs complicates any attempt to assess the value of 
any lone component of the mixture; and such indi- 
vidual assessment is essential for rational therapy. But 
there is another equally important objection to it. Dif- 
ferent drugs have different therapeutic ranges, and if 
two or more drugs are combined in a fixed proportion, 
the optimum dose of each drug for a particular patient 
cannot be measured. There will be some patients 
whose optimum for one of these drugs lies close to the 
chosen dose; but their optimum for the other may be 
well beyond the dose selected. No variation in the 
number of tablets will ever meet the optimum require- 
ment for both drugs, and it is therefore impossible 
to prescribe the correct dose if there is only one fixed 
combination. There ought to be numerous combina- 
tions, but this is impracticable. The only correct ate | 
to prescribe is to find out the optimum dosage for eac 
drug separately and to prescribe separately. 


But, it may be asked, do not some drugs when com- 
bined exhibit a synergistic effect? If they do, then the 
only way to find out is to determine first the dose for 
each, before attempting to assess the effect of one drug 
in the presence of the other. There is in fact little 
evidence of synergism with drugs in doses commonly 
prescribed. A further reason for this widespread desire 
to combine drugs is that, if an average dose for each 
constituent drug is used, it will most certainly prove 
too high for a few patients; so it 1s assumed that the 
use of the “safer” minimum dose of each drug will 
give a potentiation or, at least, an additive effect. 


In recent years there has been a growing tendency 
to combine haphazardly everything that can be com- 
bined. Amyhetamine and aspirin, atropine and amido- 
pyrine, iodine and theobromine. This trend has now 
become absurd in its effects. Even drugs which antago- 
nise each other are combined—barbiturates and amphe- 
tamines, supported by a few case histories from a 
mental hospital and marketed with the slogan that they 
act on different levels of the central nervous system. 
Surely the time has come to. expose such combinations 
—so cleverly and attractively presented as a contri- 
bution to the progress of medical science?

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Cost of Proprietary Preparations. 

The cost of prescribing proprietary preparations con- 
taining a number of official drugs is usually greater 
than that of the same drugs prescribed separately. The 
comparative prices of some of the combinations now 
on the market are shown in the accompanying table. 


Thus a preparation containing amphetamine sulphate 
and amylobarbitone costs almost four times as much as 
the two components prescribed separately. Another 
containing amphetamine, aspirin and phenacetin costs 
almost six times as much as the same drugs given 
separately. When prepared in a hospital pharmacy the 
differences in price are considerably greater. 


Another example of the confusion that exists is pro- 
methazine chlorotheophyllinate, a product widely adver- 
tised as a remedy against motion sickness and other 
kinds of vomiting. Though two doctors have lately 
praised it,! there is, we believe, no adequate evidence 
that this combination of promethazine with chlorotheo- 
phyllin is superior to promethazine alone; but large 
amounts of it are used in hospital departments. Until 
recently this preparation cost more than twice as much 
as the simple substance promethazine produced by the 
same firm. The price has now been reduced, but it is 
still about 75 per cent. more than that of the prome- 
thazine. 

Babel in the Drug Trade. 


Yet another difficulty for the prescriber is the multi- 
plicity of names for the same substance. Most doctors 
find it hard to remember, for example, that aleudrine, 
neoepinine, isupren, neodrenal and norisodrine are 
all essentially the same substance—isopropylnoradrena- 
line, officially called isoprenaline. To get over this 


difficulty the General Medical Council recognise as 
Approved Names certain non-proprietary names which 


may be used freely by all manufacturers. This plan 
has much to commend it, and any device is welcome 
which is designed to simplify the unnecessary coinage 
of new names. It is also satisfactory thet the British 
Pharmacopoeia Commission. which is responsible for 
providing Approved Names, has recommended that 
when a manufacturer issues under a proprietary namv 
a drug which has an Approved Name, the label bearing 
the Approved Name should be no less conspicuous than 
that on which the proprietary name is printed. But 
a survey of most proprietary preparations shows how 
generously this recommendation is at present inter- 
preted. 

Nevertheless, a system of Approved Names has two 
disadvantages. In the first place, the present method of 
devising Approved Names for new drugs is based on 
the logical principle of adding together part of each of 
the chemical groups in the compound to form a complex 
word of three or four syllables. The result of this 
synthesis, however, is not readily intelligible to those 
without a good knowledge of organic chemistry. Ap- 
- proved Names such as aloxidone, alphameprodine, 
alphaprodine, betameprodine, cyanocobalamin, methan- 
thelinitum bromide, paramethadione, phentolamine, 
thonzylanime and tolazoline certainly arrest the atten- 
tion, but probably do not convey much information 
to the doctor. A more serious disadvantage is that 
the Approved Name is often introduced some time 
after the drug has become available to the medical 
profession under one or more simpler and more attrac- 
tive proprietary names. 

Pharmaceutical firms naturally expect some recom- 
pense for the research they undertake to provide new 
drugs; and one method of recouping themselves is by 
marketing their products under proprietary or trade 
names. This is indeed entirely proper where the facts 
are relevant. But new trade names are often intro- 
duced to market a commodity already named by the 
firm which originally introduced it. There are, for 
example, at least 10 different proprietary names for

isoniazid. Even where the Approved Name ts intro- 
duced promptly, new proprietary names appear later 
supported by extensive advertising campaigns and 
samples. 

It Costs to Advertise. 

Many people hold that advertising is the curse of 
modern civilisation. Whether this assertion is true 
or not, there is adequate evidence that industry leans 
heavily on advertising, and the pharmaceutical industry 
is no exception. Certainly advertising, as well as 
research, is one of the causes of the high price of 
many proprietary preparations. A comparatively recent 
innovation is the production of large multicoloured 
charts and leaflets, sometimes found in the form of 
books, which are sent to doctors throughout the United 
Kingdom. This form of advertising is no doubt con- 
sidered desirable by those whose products they are 
designed to sell, and there are probably some doctors 
who read them. Many, however, react to these postal 
packages by depositing them in the nearest waste paper 
basket, with an uneasy feeling that their cost is borne 
ultimately by the chief consumer—the National Health 
Service. Knowledge about drugs cannot be _ success- 
fully disseminated by widespread waves of expensive 
and competitive advertising. Like a street of multi- 
coloured flashing neon signs, each one cancels out the 
other and ends by blurring the vision. 


Co-operation. 

The fact that the annual cost of the pharmaceutical 
services of the National Health Service is now £40 
million has focused attention on the need for economy 
in prescribing. Little good will come from a battle 
fought on the grounds of proprietary v. non-proprietary 
remedies; nor will much be gained by launching a 
collective attack against the pharmaceutical industry. 
But much work of national importance has already 
been accomplished by joint committees of the pharma- 
ceutical and medical profession, whose chief aim is to 
simplify the doctor’s task of choosing reliable remedies 
by providing a selection of active and therapeutically 
safe drugs with simple names. 

This is a rational method of attempting to overcome 
the present confusion. It has the merit of preserving 
the doctor’s freedom to prescribe, while o‘fering him 
a selection of drugs chosen to ensure sound economy. 


Summary. 

Attention is drawn to some undesirable trends in 
present-day prescribing. It is suggested that more con- 
sideration be given to the simple principles which 
govern the action of drugs, and that the results of 
assessing the optimum dose of a drug for the individual 
patient may be more rewarding than numerous thera- 
peutic excursions with a mixture of drugs. Lack of 
evidence of the synergistic or potentiating effects 
ascribed to mixtures of drugs is noted, and it is sug- 
gested that factual evidence should accompany any 
such claims. 

It is felt that an excessive amount of money is spent 
on advertising by some firms. The disturbing effect of 
many different proprietary names for the same drug 
is discussed. The present unsatisfactory state of affairs 
should be remedied in co-operation with the industry. 


A NOTE ON SURFACE ACTIVE AGENTS AND 


SURGICAL DRESSINGS 
By D. Maxwell Bryce and R. Maxwell Savage.

A paper read at the British Pharmaceutical Conference, 
London, 1953. 


There are two properties of a surgical dressing which 
are important as measures of its ability to absorb water 
or secretions in a satisfactory manner. One is the 
absorbency, that is to say, the rate at which the liquid 
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is absorbed, and the other 1s the water retention 
coefficient, that is to say, the quantity of liquid which 
the dressing can retain. In this paper, the absorbency 
is considered as .the main subject, but water retention 
coefficient has been examined because the possibility 
exists that there is sometimes an inverse relationship 
between the two properties. It is unfortunately true 
that absorbency is not always a permanent property 
of a surgical dressing. Sometimes a dressing will 
remain highly absorbent for years, but at other times, 
one similar in all apparent respects will lose its 
absorbency, and may in time, usually after some years, 
become so non-absorbent that it will float on water 
indefinitely. Two theories have been proposed to 
account for this change. One (Savage) is based on the 
fact that by the empirical practice of the trade, 
absorbent cotton of commerce has upon the surface 
of the fibres a layer of material largely composed of 
fatty acids. It is known that such a layer can exist 
in two orientated forms, in one of which it is the 
carboxyl group which faces outwards, and in the other 
the non-wettable terminal methyl group. It would be 
expected by this theory that absorbent cotton wou!'d 
normally exist in wettable or non-wettable forms, irre- 
spective of the quantitative analysis of the material, 
that reversal of orientation could occur after various 
treatments, and that cotton with very low quantities of 
fatty extract (lower than obainable by normal com- 
mercial methods) would be permanently absorbent, 
because there would then be insufficient material to 
cover the fibres. These conditions were in fact repro- 
duced experimentally. The other theory, which has 
some general currency, but has perhaps not been 
established, attributes loss of absorbency to the slow 
passage of fatty material from the lumen of the fibre 
to the outside. It does not, however, fit the facts very 
well, for high absorbencies and good keeping properties 
occur in samples with a high fatty content, and poor 
samples may have a low fatty content. Moreover, the 
reversal of absorbent properties by treatment with heat 
and with steam cannot be explained, for it is hardly 
likely that fatty material would return to the lumen. 
The paper cited contains more details. 

The layer of fatty material is of universal occurrence, 
and the usual range of fatty extractive is from 0.15 
to 0.5 per cent., more than enough completely to coat 
the fibres. Some of this material is there because by 
commercial means it cannot be rernoved, but in many 
cases the rest is intentionally added. If there must be 


fatty material present, it is apparently better that fatty 
acids should be present as wall as the unwettable residue 
of cotton waxes, rather than to have these alone. In 
a sense, therefore, it is already the fact that “wetting 
agents” are used in surgical dressings, and have been 
so used for very many years. 

It is clear from what has already been said that 
these traditional wetting agents are not entirely 
efficient. Loss of absorbency continues to occur, and 
there is an element of chance in the behaviour of a 
dressing. It cannot be said that trouble is very wide- 
spread—loss of absorbency is perhaps best regarded 
as a sporadic nuisance, but on occasion it can be quite 
a serious matter. Ships serving in tropical waters for 
long periods are cases in point—the dressings they carry 
can become non-absorbent and useless, and specifica- 
tions are in force which require very low values for 
extractive, a method which does achieve a certain 
amount of success, for bare cellulose is always wettable, 
and if the fatty content is kept low enough, there must 
be areas of bare cellulose. It is unfortunate that this 
ideal method is so difficult to use in practice that the 
specification limits cannot be set low enough for com- 
plete safety. Moreover, the mechanical properties of 
the cotton are changed by such complete extraction, 
and it is doubtful if the users would appreciate the 
handle of the material if they had it. The price of a 
dressing is one of its important properties, and solutions 
of this problem which are scientifically possible are 
generally commercially impossible if they involve an 
increase in price. 

There are nowadays many other wetting agents. 
Some of these, for example, sodium lauryl sulphate, 
have passed into use in medicine, and it seemed of 
interest to examine the effect of using materials of 
this type in dressings. . 


Experimental. 

Some preliminary experiments were made in which 
quantities of cotton wool, bleached and finished by 
conventional methods, were treated with 0.5 per cent. 
of the wetting agent dissolved in a sufficient quantity of 
water. The cotton wool was then dried, and mixed 
by passing through a Shirley analyser. The cotton 
wool was then subjected to dry heat, and other samples 
were stored for various periods with and without 
previous heat treatment. These experiments showed 
(Table I) that most of the wetting agents did in fact 
produce cotton wool whose absorbency withstood drastic

treatments which altogether destroyed the absorbency 
of the untreated material. The untreated material, 
poor at all times, became less absorbent on simple 
storage, and failed to comply with the B.P.C. 

There seems, therefore, good reason for the opinion 
that by the use of these reagents cotton wool can be 
produced which is much less likely to lose absorbency 
than the existing B.P.C. material, even when drastically 
treated or stored for a long time. There are, however, 
other considerations which must be examined before 
such a material could be considered suitable as a 
dressing. 

Effect of the Treatment on the Water Retention 
Coefficient.—In a previous paper (Savage, Bryce and 
Elliott) it was suggested that the use of a wetting 
agent in the water tended to lower the water retention 
coefficient. If the effect were large, it would be a 
disadvantage. Two wetting agents (Cithrol A and 
sodium lauryl sulphate) were used for detailed investi- 
gation (Table II). The results were subjected to statis- 
tical analysis, and showed that there was a significant 
decrease in the water retention coefficient, but it was 
not a large effect, and is probably of no practical 
importance, being less than 10 per cent., even at high 
concentrations much beyond those likely in practice. 


Physiological Effects—At one time such materials 
were not used in medicine, and there was no infor- 
mation on their effect when used in a wound. But 
nowadays, ointment bases frequently contain sodium 
lauryl sulphate, and there seems no reason for antici- 
pating adverse physiological effects. It would, however, 
seem preferable not to use wetting agents of the indus- 
trial type, of unknown composition, and any specifica- 
tion should, we consider, require the use of a material 
such as the B.P. product. It must here be pointed out 
(following suggestions by Mr. J. R. Elliott) that cotton 
wool is not always used for absorbing secretions and 
liquids, but may be used for bacteriological swabs 
and for filtering liquids. For both these purposes the 
presence of a soluble wetting agent is probably un- 
desirable, and if such dressings do come into use, a 
small demand may still justifiably exist for the present 
product. This fact emphasises our belief that soluble 
wetting agents should not be used until fully investi- 
gated and officially approved, notwithstanding the fact 
that the B.P.C. limits for water extract would not 
necessarily be exceeded if they. were used, and treated 
material might be considered as complying with the 
B.P.C. specification. 

Detection of Wetting Agents.—Since quite small 
quantities of wetting agents are effective, and the 
extraction of cotton wool requires large quantities of 
liquid, which may also extract other water soluble 
material, the detection and estimation of wetting agents 
is not chemically simple. We have found that by 
extracting with water and concentrating the solution, 
wetting agents may be detected by measuring the 
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surface tension of the extract, using the method of 
capillary rise. By comparison with solutions of known 
composition, some idea of the quantity can be obtained, 
but further work would be needed before the method 
could be accepted as quantitative. It has, however, 
enabled us to carry out a survey of cotton wools pur- 
chased by retail, and as a result we conclude that the 
products of, one maker sometimes contain soluble wet- 
ting agents of the type discussed here. 

After some preliminary experiments, the general 
method adopted was to percolate 1 g. of cotton wool 
with 100 ml. of hot water, and concentrate to 5 ml. 
The capillary rise of this solution was then measured

by the usual method and the surface tension calculated. 
Water gave a result of 73 dynes per cm., and the 
extracts from treated cotton gave results of 50 and 59 
(Table III). Of the purchased samples, two gave results 
of 48 and 52, and the solutions from these frothed on 
shaking. No alteration of surface tension or other 
properties occurred when calcium chloride solution was 
added, so that soap residues were not responsible for 
the lowering of surface tension. 


Summary. 

1. Theories of absorbency are discussed, and it is 
pointed out that normal surgical cotton absorbent 
dressings do not consist of pure cellulose, but have a 
wettable surface of other materials. 

2. By using soluble surface active agents in small 
amounts cotton dressings can be made which retain 
absorbency better than the conventional types. 

3. The ethics of treating dressings in this way are 
discussed, and it is concluded that such agents should 
not be used unless officially recognised because they 
would not be suitable for certain minor uses. 

4. Methods of detecting and roughly estimating soluble 
wetting agents are given. 


REVIVAL OF CERTAIN CRUDE DRUGS 


The Case of Rauwolfia. 


The following is taken from an editorial note in “The 
Pharmaceutical Journal,” May 1, 1954:— 


With each new edition, in recent years, of a phar- 
maceutical book of reference, almost invariably a 
number of crude drugs have fallen from favour and, 
presumably, have been despatched towards oblivion. 
Pharmacognosists, who may see in this the beginning 
of the end of their profession—a victory of the synthetic 
chemist over the drug collector—will especially wel- 
come the current revival of drugs of “natural origin,” 
whether the drug be intended for heightening the 
perception (or whatever was the effect of mescalin 
recently expatiated on), or in lowering the blood 
pressure, as with Rauwolfia. This, at present the most 
discussed of the drugs, comes enhanced, perhaps with 
an aura of romance from the home of Oriental medicine. 
There, for centuries in fact, it has been used as an 
antidote against bites of serpents, stings of insects, and 
for the treatment of insomnia (for it produces light 
hypnosis like “twilight sleep’), and certain forms of 
insanity. The drug has been, as it were, resurrected 
by the pharmacologists. Only a few species of Rau- 
wolfia of about 130 that are known throughout the 
tropics of the Old and New Worlds have been described 
pharmacognostically. In commerce the varieties of the 
genuine drug are named according to their geographic 
sources, and the success of the drug in that field is 
shown by the rapid soaring in price in the drug markets. 
A systematic evaluation of the drug and its constituents 
from the therapeutic angle still remains to be done, 
but reports (and most come from America) seem to 
agree that the drug as a whole has beneficial sedative 
and hypotensive properties. The alkaloid reserpine is 
thought to be at least partially responsible for these. 
Wilkins and Judson (New Eng. J. Med., 1953, 284, 48) 
sum up the drug as the “useful adjunct to more 
powerful hypotensive drugs.” From the more detailed 
reports on the drug, it appears to have, on the credit 
side, the properties of producing moderate hypertension, 
to be well tolerated over long periods, to be not habit 
forming, to cause sedation and improve sleep (although 
occasionally it may produce nightmares). Its side effects 
do not seem to be serious, but its action sometimes 
causes increased bowel frequency, nasal congestion 
and a gain in weight. The action of the drug is not 
seen immediately after the commencement of treat- 
ment, and is slow to disappear when treatment is with- 
drawn. Whether the drug is most valuable in hyper- 


tensive patients who have minimal elevation of blood 
pressure, or whether it is of value in labile hyper- 
tension, seems to be a matter on which there is not 
unanimity. Further experiments alone will show the 
true value of the drug. It may prove to be an object 
lesson pointing the way forward to an intensified search 
for undiscovered sources of ready-made natural thera- 


peutic agents. 


ALKALINITY OF GLASS—A POTENTIOMETRIC 
CHECK ON SOLUTIONS, APPLYING TO BOTTLES 
A MODIFICATION of the B.P. TEST FOR 
AMPOULES

A recent delivery of 3 fl. oz. white glass bottles, used 
for packing a proprietary line, did not come up to the 
usual physical standards. It was decided to check the 
alkalinity, using the B.P. whole ampoule test, with 
modifications. The samples taken did exhibit some 
alkalinity, and details of the method adopted and of 
the results obtained are given. The test solution was 
‘an acid solution of methyl orange, as follows:— 

Methyl orange solution .. .. 2 mil. 

Recently boiled and cooled distilled water to 1 litre 

Methyl Orange was chosen in preference to Methyl 
Red, because of the pH range in mind for this particular 
investigation. Strictly speaking, since electrical means 
were to be used, no indicator was necessary, but it was 
judged to be of value as a check, particularly of ade- 
quate rinsing of the electrodes at a later stage. 

pH measurements were made by Marconi meter, 
Mains Type TF 717A, and the above solution imme- 
diately after preparation recorded 2.75, its colour being 
pale pink as expected. This agreed closely with the 
calculated value, and was further checked by colori- 
metric means. The solution was prepared in a resistant 
glass vessel previously checked for neutrality. . 

Six bottles, well rinsed with recently boiled and 
cooled distilled water, were filled with the acid solution, 
and allowed to stand for one hour. The following pH 
readings were then recorded:—

These bottles and solutions were retained for use in 
Expt. C. 


B. Six more bottles were treated as before, and with 
fresh acid solution, heated in a water-jacket type 
oven at 95°C. for periods of one, two and three 
hours. After each hour the bottles were rapidly 
cooled and the pH readings checked.

Each graph exhibits a fairly close correlation between 
time and pH changes. Heating for two hours at 95°C. 
gives results very close to those obtained by storing for 
eight days at room temperature, and either method 
would appear useful. Afterwards there is very little 
change, though after prolonged storage very different 
results might be obtained.

A Note on the Official Assays of Aspirin and 
Lactic Acid. 


The writer had felt for some time that the “blank” 
operations required in the above assays were arbitrary 
and open to censiderable criticism. The theory has 
been that, whatever alkali is gained or lost through 
the action of the glass during the alkaline hydrolysis 
with the aid of boiling, could be compensated for in 
calculating, by doing a control experiment without the 
presence of the substance being assayed. Usually, in 
these cases alkali is lost, contrary to results in the 
foregoing investigation into bottles. 

The assumption in the assays, that if two similar 
beakers are used for the control and for the actual 
assay, the same alkali change will occur in the solu- 
tions, does not appear to be very scientific. If, on the 
other hand, the same beaker were used in the two 
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operations, there could be a saturation of, or unbalanced 
withdrawal from, the glass of this beaker. Perhaps 
specification of “resistant glass” or other suitable non- 
ion-imparting material for the apparatus used for the 
hydrolysis would be more desirable. 


Douglas and Isard! investigated the removal of alkali 
from glass by reaction with water, or with SOs, and 
one of their theories was substantially confirmed, in 
relation to Na ions. Steiger?, in 1950, suggested that 
the expression “neutral glass” be abandoned in favour 
of the more accurate descripiion of “glass resistant to 
water.” A number of commercial “resistant glasses” 
were analysed by polarographic means, and magnesium 
was found to act as a stabiliser, while fluorine decreased 
resistance to water action. These considerations are 
no doubt given weight by glass technologists, and might 
well be considered by the appropriate B.P. committees. 


B.P. Test for Limit of Alkalinity of Glass. 


The crushed glass test has been deleted in the last 
B.P., the reason apparently being that the annealing 
process in glass manufacture makes a resistant seal, 
and that it is really no concern of pharmaceutical 
workers what lies within the material, only “what lies 
on the surface.” No less an authority than Professor 
Berry® has expressed caution on this subject, and the 
crushed glass test may yet reappear in a subsequent 
issue. 

The B.P. does allow a generous upper limit of pH 
as the reference solution in the test. (This approxi- 
mates pH 11.5, and many will consider this too high 
for many medicaments; moreover, it must be remem- 
bered that large volume ampoules containing, for 
example, dextrose for intravenous use, would not be 
ideal for use with a pH approaching the high figure 
mentioned. 

Conclusions. 


In the limited investigation undertaken on bottles, 
pH 3.9 was the approximate upper limit reached by 
both heat treatment and by standing for several days, 
commencing with an unbuffered solution of pH 2.75. 
This rise of over one unit is considerable, but no general 
conclusions may safely be drawn. By relation to the 
guide of the B.P. test, which was really drawn up 
mainly for ampoules, this change in pH is not excessive, 
and the bottles could be stated to “comply.’”’ However, 
all does not appear to be satisfactory with official re- 
quirements, and the B.P. Commission may well decide 
that in some future edition there is room for tightening 
the tolerances, and may stipulate that glass for all 
types of pharmaceutical preparations must comply. 
That which seems unnecessary today is often the ac- 
cepted of tomorrow. 

A more quantitative approach, involving actual 
potentiometric measurements, may be laid down, but 
in this connection the vagaries of pH meters in general 
cannot be over-stressed, nor can the need for repeated 
checking and adjustment after only two or three read- 
ings have been made. Use of colour indicators as 
adjuncts, and calculation of H ion concentrations, will 
further assist in minimising the possibility of faulty 
conclusions drawn from the use of potentiometers. 
Some models give more trouble than others, but even 
the best need checking carefully if results are to be 
of any value. It may be that these considerations 
resulted in the retention of a comparatively simple 
colorimetric method as at present.

DISPENSING PROBLEMS 
Polymyxin B Otic Solution.

The B 
was omitted in error. 


Apparent Mould Growth in 
Solutions of Acriflavine. 


Solutions of Acriflavine 1 in 
1000 were prepared from the same 
sample of drug, on the same day, 
and allowed to stand for 53 
months. The results are shown in 
the following table.

The solutions containing Cetrimide (0.05%) retained 
the characteristic “sparkle” of freshly prepared solu- 
tions of Acriflavine, whereas those not containing the 
preservative lost most of their “sparkle” when ‘‘mould” 
growth began. 

The solutions cuntaining Cetrimide frothed on shak- 
ing, but this settles down in a short time. 

A solution of Acriflavine containing 1 gr. in 60 m. 
(but no Cetrimide) grew a mould in fourteen days. 
This mould was only relatively small. This phenomenon 
could be the one referred to in the B.P.C., where it is 
stated that when strong solutions of Acriflavine are 
diluted a precipitate is formed. The “precipitate” in 
this case may be synonymous with the “mould growth” 
observed in our untreated solutions. 

(There is less frothing when 0.02% of Cetrimide is 
used. These solutions were made up on 9/4/54 and are 
still being observed.) 

—B.P.C. (Vic.). 


This addition of Cetrimide is sound, because— 

(i) Both antibacterials are of similar ionic type; 
(ii) The activity of the Acriflavine should be en- 
hanced by the presence of the Cetrimide; 

(iii) The solution has a better “spread” on the skin; 
(iv) The solution is detergent and activity probably 

enhanced; 
(v) Presentation is improved. 

_All practising pharmacists are familiar with the un- 
sightly deposit that appears in aqueous solutions of 
Acridine dyes. This is troublesome in stock solutions 
and usually very bad in so-called “packed stock,” which 
often has a considerable shelf life. 

The correspondent’s information is interesting because 
sundry explanations (such as photochemical and 
physicochemical ones) have been offered for this deposi- 
iton in acridine solutions.

However, 
when the above quantities were used the Chloral 
Hydrate was found to dissolve completely but slowly 


on trituration in a mortar. ;

NOTES ON N.H.S, 


The Use of the Term “Restricted Drug.” 


In some States the term “Restricted Drug” has a 
special meaning at law. The term is such a convenient 
one that one other State, at least, has been contemplat- 
ing a change-over to this phrase when next the Act is 
amended. 

The use of the term in N.H.S. work, where the mean- 
ing is different, is unfortunate. 

Perhaps the term “Restricted Benefit” or simply 
“R.B.”.or some other such modification could still be 


introduced. 


A New “Ounce” is Defined. 


The direction that 1 oz. means 480 gr. (which occurs 
in section 18 of the new “General Notes”) will be 
confusing to students, annoying to practitioners, and 
disheartening to teachers. It is of doubtful legality. 

Such practices should not be resorted to, particularly 
by a Federal Government body, where the definition 
conflicts with both official standards and long precedent.

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The National Health (Pharmaceutical Benefits) 
Regulations, 1954 


We publish hereunder for general information the main provisions of the National Health (Pharma- 
ceutical Benefits) Regulations—Statuiory Rules, 1954, No. 54, made on May 12, 1954. 


Persons Not Entitled to Receive Pharmaceutical 
Benefits. 


4. A person who is a passenger or a member of the 
crew on a foreign-going ship as defined by the Naviga- 
tion Act 1912-1953 is not entitled to receive a phar- 
maceutical benefit. 


Application for Approval by a Pharmaceutical Chemist 
or Hospital Authority. 

5. The Director-General may refuse to entertain an 
application by a pharmaceutical chemist or a hospital 
authority for approval under Part VII. of the Act un- 
less the application for approval is on and in accord- 
ance with Form A, Form B or Form C, whichever is 
appropriate, or in such form as the Director-General 
specially permits. 

Signs to Be Displayed. 

6.—(1) An approved pharmaceutical chemist shall 
display a sign in accordance with Form D in a con- 
spicuous place in or on each of the premises in respect 
of which he is approved in such a manner as to be 
readily visible to persons who enter those premises. 

(2) The last preceding sub-regulation does not apply 
to or in relation to a friendly society dispensary the 
approval of which is limited in accordance with sub- 
section (3) of section 91 of the Act. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 

Requirements on Cancellation, etc., of Approval. 

7. Where the approval of an approved pharmaceutical 
chemist is suspended, revoked or cancelled, the ap- 
proved pharmaceutical chemist— 

(a) shall, if the Director-General so requests, de- 
liver up to the Director-General all documents 
and forms supplied to him by the Common- 
wealth with respect to the provision of phar- 
maceutical benefits other than documents or 
forms that he has parted with in accordance 
with Part VII. of the Act and these Regulations 
or the Regulations repealed by that Part; and 

(b) shall not display a sign indicating that he has 
been, or is, approved to supply pharmaceutical 
benefits. 

Penalty: Fifty pounds. 

General Pharmaceutical Benefits. 

8.—(1) The drugs and medicinal preparations that 
may be prescribed for supply, supplied and received as 

eneral pharmaceutical benefits are those specified in 
the First and Second Schedules. 

(2) Except as provided by the next succeeding sub- 
regulation, the general pharmaceutical benefits specified 
in the Second Schedule may be prescribed by a medical 
practitioner for the purposes of Part VII. of the Act 
only for the treatment of a disease or for a purpose 
specified in that Schedule in relation to the general 
benefit. 

(3) A medical practitioner may, in respect of a pen- 
sioner, prescribe the following drugs for the treatment 
of any disease from which the pensioner is suffering: 

Quinine Bisulphate. 

Quinine Dihydrochloride. 

Quinine Hydrochloride. 

Quinine Sulphate. 


Water for Injection. 


(4) Water for Injection as prescribed in the First 
Schedule is not a general pharmaceutical benefit unless 


it is prescribed for supply in conjunction with and for 
administration with— 
(a) Injection of Penicillin as prescribed as a general 
pharmaceutical benefit; 
(b) Injection of Procaine Penicillin (Crystalline) as 
prescribed as a general pharmaceutical benefit; 
(c) Dihydrostreptomycin as prescribed as a general 
pharmaceutical benefit; 
(d) Streptomycin as prescribed as a general phar- 
maceutical benefit; or 
(e) another drug or medicinal preparation that is 
prescribed as a general pharmaceutical benefit 
in the form of a hypodermic tablet. 


Exceptions to Pensioner Benefits in British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

9.—(1) The following drugs and medicinal prepara- 
tions, being drugs and medicinal preparations that are 
the subject of monographs in the British Pharmaco- 
poeia, are not pensioner pharmaceutical benefits: 

(a) drugs and medicinal preparations that are medi- 
cinal gases; 

(b) drugs and medicinal preparations containing 
diamorphine hydrochloride; 

(c) drugs and medicinal preparations that are pre- 
scribed as general pharmaceutical benefits by 
the last preceding regulation. 

(2) A drug or medicinal preparation specified in the 
following list is not a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit 
unless it is an ingredient in a medicinal compound that 
contains another drug or medicinal preparation that is 
a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit: 

Aether Anaestheticus. 

Aether Vinylicus. 

Aethylis Chloridum. 

Alcohol. 

Alcohol Tribromoethylicum. 

Amyleni Hydras. 

Bromethol. 

Chloroformum. 

Cyclopropanum. 

Spiritus Methylatus Industrialis. 

Thiopentonum Sodium. 

Trichloroaethylenum. 


Benefits Available to Pensioners. 


10. A drug or medicinal preparation specified in the 
Third Schedule is a drug or medicinal preparation 
available to pensioners if the drug or medicinal pre- 
paration— 

(a) is in the form of a cachet, capsule, cream, eye 
ointment, extract, glycerine, injection, linament, 
liquor, mixture, ointment, pill, suppository, 
syrup or tablet indicated in that Schedule in 
the name or formula of that drug or medicinal 
preparation; or 

(b) is an ingredient in a medicinal compound that 
contains another drug or medicinal preparation 
that is a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit. 


Forms of Pensioner Pharmaceutical Benefits. 


11. A drug or medicinal preparation prescribed for 
supply in the form of a cachet, capsule, pill or tablet 
is not a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit unless the 
form in which it is prescribed for supply is a form 
specified in relation to that drug or medicinal prepara- 
tion in the Third Schedule or in a monograph in the 
British Pharmacopoeia. 
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Third Schedule.

Maximum Quantities. 

12.—(1) The maximum quantity or number of units of 
a general pharmaceutical benefit that may be prescribed 
for supply at any one time is the quantity or number 
of units specified in the First or the Second Schedule, 
as the case may be. 

(2) The maximum quantity or number of units of a 
pensioner pharmaceutical benefit that may be prescribed 
for supply at any one time is, in respect of a form 
specified in the Fourth Schedule, such quantity or num- 
ber of units as is specified in relation to that form in 
that Schedule. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits That May Be Supplied Under 
Section 93 (Doctor's Bags). 

13.—(1) The pharmaceutical benefits that a medical 
practitioner is authorised to supply for the purpose of 
section 93 of the Act are the general pharmaceutical 
benefits the names or formulae of which are specified 
in the Fifth Schedule and, subject to these Regulations, 
he may obtain those pharmaceutical benefits in the 
forms and quantities specified in that Schedule. 

(2) Where more than one form of a unit is specified 
in the Fifth Schedule, the maximum quantity or num- 
ber of units of each of the forms so specified may be 
obtained by a medical practitioner under this regula- 
tion. 

(3) Where in the First Schedule more than one 
strength is specified in relation to a form of a drug or 
medicinal preparation that is specified in the Fifth 
Schedule, a medical practitioner may,.for the purpose 
of section 93 of the Act, obtain that form of the drug 
or medicinal preparation in all or any of those strengths 
if the quantity or number of units of each strength 
obtained by the medical practitioner is the quantity or 
number of units contained in a standard package. 

(4) The last preceding sub-regulation does not entitle 
a medical practitioner to obtain a total quantity or 
number of units of more than one strength of a par- 
ticular form of a drug or medicinal preparation that 
exceeds the maximum quantity or number of units 
specified in relation to that form in the Fifth Schedule. 

(5) In this regulation “standard package” means a 
package containing such quantity or number of units 
as the Director-General determines in relation to a 
specified product of a specified manufacturer. 


Medical Practitioners Excepted from Section 93. 
14. A medical practitioner who is an approved medical 
practitioner and a medical practitioner who is prac- 
tising his profession on a ship are not authorised to 
red pharmaceutical benefits under section 93 of the 
ct. 


Obtaining Drugs by Medical Practitioners. 
15.—(1) A medical practitioner shall not obtain a 
drug or medicinal preparation for the purpose of sec- 
tion 93 of the Act by any means other than by signing 
and lodging with an approved pharmaceutical chemist 
an order, in duplicate, on and in accordance with the 
authorised form. 
(2) A medical practitioner is not entitled to obtain a 
pharmaceutical benefit for the purpose of section 93 of 
the Act more often than once in any one month. 


(3) Where a medical practitioner has obtained a phar- 
maceutical benefit in accordance with this regulation, 
he is not entitled to obtain any further supply of that 
pharmaceutical benefit while he has in his possession 
a quantity or number of units of that pharmaceutical 
benefit equal to or greater than the maximum quan- 
tity or number of units allowable under regulation 13 
of these Regulations. 

Supply for Purpose of Section 93. 

16. An approved pharmaceutical chemist shall not 
upply a pharmaceutical benefit on an order given 
under the last preceding regulation unless the medical 
practitioner whosé signature appears on the order is 
known to him or, if the medical practitioner is not 
known to him, he obtains from the person who presents 
the order particulars of the full name, address and 
medical registration number of the medical practitioner 
and endorses those particulars on the back of the order 
form 

Penalty: Twenty pounds. 

Supply of Particular Brand. 

17. Where a medical practitioner specifies in an order 
given under regulation 15 of these Regulations a par- 
ticular brand of a pharmaceutical benefit specified in 
the Fifth Schedule, an approved pharmaceutical chemist 
shall supply that brand of the pharmaceutical benefit. 

Penalty: Fifty pounds. 


Payment. 

18. An approved pharmaceutical chemist who has 
supplied a pharmaceutical benefit to a medical prac- 
titioner for the purpose of section 93 of the Act in 
accordance with these Regulations is entitled to pay- 
ment from the Commonwealth in respect of the supply 
of that pharmaceutical benefit at such rate and subject 
to such conditions as are determined by the Minister 
and applicable at the time of the supply.

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Writing of Prescriptions. 
19—(1) A prescription is not duly written unless 
the medical practitioner who writes the prescription— 

(a) writes the prescription in his own handwriting, 
unless the Director-General otherwise allows, 
on an authorised prescription form; 

(b) writes the prescription in duplicate and marks 
that duplicate with the word “Duplicate”; 

(c) dates and signs the prescription; 

(d) states the mame and address of the person for 
whom the pharmaceutical benefit is to be sup- 
plied; 

(e) where the prescription is for the supply of a 
general pharmaceutical benefit—identifies that 
benefit by its name as specified in the First or 
the Second Schedule or by the trade name of a 
manufacturer an abbreviation of whose name 
appears in the column headed “Brand” in that 
Schedule. 

(f) where the prescription is for the supply of a 
pensioner pharmaceutical benefit— 


(i) states the pension number of the pen- 
sioner to whom the pensioner pharma- 
ceutical benefit is to be supplied; and 

(ii) if the benefit to be supplied consists of 
a single drug, indicates the mode in which 
the benefit is to be used; and 

(g) where the prescription is for the supply of a 
general pharmaceutical benefit specified in the 
Second Schedule—endorses the prescription in 
his own handwriting with the words “Re- 
stricted Drug.” 

(2) A prescription is not duly written if the pre- 
scription— 

(a) prescribes a general pharmaceutical benefit and 
a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit; 

(b) includes two prescriptions for the same phar- 
maceutical benefit; 

(c) prescribes pharmaceutical benefits for more than 
one person; 

(d) prescribes more than two general pharma- 
ceutical benefits or more than two pensioner 
pharmaceutical benefits; 

(e) prescribes a pensioner pharmaceutical benefit 
by reference to a brand or in any other manner 
that indicates a brand: or 


(f) prescribes for the supply to a person of a phar- 
maceutical benefit for the supply of which to 
the same person another prescription has been 
written by the same medical practitioner on 
the same day. 


(3) For the purposes of paragraph (d) of the last pre- 
ceding sub-regulation, a prescription for the supply as 
a general pharmaceutical benefit of two or more 
strengths of a form of one of the following drugs or 
medicinal preparations shall be deemed to prescribe one 
general pharmaceutical benefit: 


Oily Injection of Aurothioglucose. 

Injection of Calcium Aurothiomalate. 

Pertussis Vaccine (Phase 1). 

Aqueous Injection of Sodium Aurothiomalate. 
Oily Injection of Sodium Aurothiomalate. 
Cortisone. 


(4) A prescription for Cortisone Acetate shall be 
deemed not to be duly written— 

(a) Unless the medical practitioner who writes the 
prescription has applied to the Director-General 
in accordance with Form E for authority to 
write such a prescription and that authority has 
been given on a form issued and numbered by 
the Director-General; or 

(b) if he writes another prescription on the same 
authorised prescription form as that on which 
he prescribes Cortisone Acetate. 


Repeat Prescriptions. 

20.—(1) Subject to these Regulations, a medical prac- 
titioner may, in a prescription, direct that the supply 
of a pharmaceutical benefit be repeated a specified 
number of times not exceeding— 

(a) in the case of a general pharmaceutical benefit 
—the number specified in the First or the Sec- 
ond Schedule in relation to that benefit; or 

(b) in the case of a pensioner pharmaceutical bene- 
fit—such number as is determined by the 
Director-General in respect of the pensioner 
pharmaceutical benefit in the form specified in 
the prescription. 

(2) The last preceding sub-regulation does not entitle 
a medical practitioner to direct a repeat unless— 

(a) in the case of a general pharmaceutical benefit 
—the quantity or number of units that he 
directs to be supplied on the first occasion is 
the maximum quantity or number of units 
specified in relation to that benefit in the First 
or the Second Schedule; or 

(b) in the case of a pensioner, pharmaceutical 
benefit in respect of which a maximum quan- 
tity or number of units is specified is the Fourth 
Schedule—the quantity or number of units that 
he directs to be supplied on the first occasion 
is that maximum. 


Prescription of Dangerous Drugs. 

21.—(1) A prescription for the supply of a dangerous 
drug as a pharmaceutical benefit is not duly written if 
the medical practitioner who writes the prescription 
writes a prescription for another pharmaceutical bene- 
fit on the same authorised prescription form as that on 
which he prescribes the dangerous drug and he directs 
that one of those pharmaceutical benefits is to be sup- 
plied more than once. 

(2) In this regulation, “dangerous drug” means a drug 
or medicinal preparation in respect of which the law 
of the State or Territory in which the prescription is 
written provides that a pharmaceutical chemist who 
dispenses that drug or medicinal preparation or who 
dispenses it on the last of a number of occasions of 
supply, indicated in a prescription for its supply, shall 
take possession of the prescription and cancel it or 
deliver it to the authority administering that law. 


Recovery of Cost of Pharmaceutical Benefits Prescribed 
in Excessive Quantities. 

22. If a Committee of Inquiry established under 
Division 2 of Part VIII of the Act reports that, in its 
opinion, a medical practitioner has prescribed a quan- 
tity or number of units of a pharmaceutical benefit that 
is greater than the quantity or number of units of that 
pharmaceutical benefit that could reasonably be neces- 
sary for the proper medical treatment of the person in 
respect of whose medical treatment the prescription 
was written, the medical practitioner is liable to repay 
to the Commonwealth the amount of the cost to the 
Commonwealth of the excess quantity or number of 
units of the pharmaceutical benefit supplied on the 
prescription and that amount is recoverable as a debt 
due to the Commonwealth. 


Supply of Pharmaceutical Benefits on Prescriptions. 

23—(1) An approved pharmaceutical chemist, an 
approved medical practitioner or an approved hospital 
authority (being the proprietor of a private hospital) is 
not authorised to supply a drug or medicinal prepara- 
tion as a pharmaceutical benefit unless— 

(a) subject to the next succeeding regulation, the 
prescription for its supply is surrendered to 
him; 

(b) the prescription for its supply is duly written in 
accordance with these Regulations and is ac- 
companied by a duplicate of the prescription 
on an authorised prescription form; 
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(c) where the prescription is for the supply of a 
pensioner pharmaceutical benefit—the entitle- 
ment card issued to the pensioner to whom the 
pensioner pharmaceutical benefit is to be sup- 
plied is produced; and 

(d) the prescription for its supply is dated within 
six months before the date of its presentation. 

(2) An approved pharmaceutical chemist, an approved 
hospital authority or an approved medical practitioner 
is not authorised to supply Cortisone Acetate as a 
pharmaceutical benefit unless the prescription for its 
supply is accompanied by a numbered authority given 
under sub-regulation (4) of regulation 19 of these Regu- 
lations. 


Supply of Pharmaceutical Benefit Before Surrender of 
Written Prescription. 

24.—(1) A pharmaceutical benefit may be supplied by 
an approved pharmaceutical chemist or an approved 
hospital authority before the prescription for that phar- 
maceutical benefit is surrendered to him where, in a 
case of urgency, a medical practitioner, by oral or other 
means, communicates the prescription to the approved 
pharmaceutical chemist or approved hospital authority. 

(2) A medical practitioner who has communicated a 
prescription in the manner referred to in the last pre- 
ceding sub-regulation shall reduce the communicated 
prescription to writing in accordance with regulation 
19 of these Regulations and within twenty-four hours 
of the communication despatch the prescription so writ- 
ten to the approved pharmaceutical chemist or approved 
hospital authority who supplied the pharmaceutical 
benefit. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 


(3) This regulation does not apply to the following 
pharmaceutical benefits: 

Cortisone Acetate. 

A pharmaceutical benefit that is a drug or medi- 
cinal preparation the prescription for which is 
required to be in writing by or under a law of 
the State or Territory of the Commonwealth in 
which the premises of the approved pharma- 
ceutical chemist or approved hospital authority 
are situated. 

(4) In this regulation, “approved hospital authority” 
means a proprietor of a private hospital who is an 
approved hospital authority. 


Supply of Pharmaceutical Benefit on First Presentation 
of Prescription. 

25. An approved pharmaceutical chemist, approved 
medical practitioner or approved hospital authority 
(being the proprietor of a private hospital) is not 
authorised to supply a pharmaceutical benefit on the 
first presentation of a prescription unless— 


(a) he writes on the back of the authorised pre- 
scription form and on the back of the duplicate 
his name and number of his approval (if any) 
under the Act; 

(b) if two pharmaceutical benefits have been pre- 
scribed on the authorised prescription form— 
he marks on that form and on the duplicate 
the first-written pharmaceutical benefit with the 
letter “A” and the other pharmaceutical benefit 
— the letter “B” and initials that marking: 
an 

(c) in the case of an approved pharmaceutical 
chemist—he allots a serial number to the pre- 
scription and writes that serial number on the 
authorised prescription form and on _ the 
duplicate. 


Supply of Repeats. 

26.—(1) A pharmaceutical benefit shall not be sup- 
plied a number of times greater than the number speci- 
fied, in accordance with regulation 20 or regulation 27 
of these Regulations, in the prescription. 
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(2) Where a prescription directs that a pharmaceutical 
benefit is to be supplied more than once, that benefit 
shall not be supplied (whether by the same supplier 
or by different suppliers) more than once on the same 
day. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 


Special Approval for Repeats. 

27. In special circumstances the Director-General may 
authorise, subject to such conditions as he determines, 
a pharmaceutical benefit to be prescribed by a medical 
practitioner and to be supplied a number of times 
greater than the number of times otherwise allowed by 
regulation 20 of these Regulations. 


Repeat Authorisations. 

28.—(1) An approved pharmaceutical chemist who 
supplies a pharmaceutical benefit on surrender of— 

(a) a prescription that contains a direction to supply 
that benefit more than once; or 

(b) a repeat authorisation issued in accordance with 
this regulation, 

shall, unless no further supply of the pharmaceutical 
benefit (after the supply that he is making) is 
authorised— 

(c) issue, to the person presenting the prescription 
or repeat authorisation, a repeat authorisation, 
on and in accordance with an authorised form, 
in respect of each benefit the further supply of 
which is authorised; 

(d) write the repeat authorisation in duplicate and 
mark that duplicate with the word “Duplicate”; 

(e) attach the repeat authorisation to the duplicate 
of the prescription; 

(f) in the case of the supply of a pharmaceutical 
benefit on the first occasion—mark on the re- 
peat authorisation the number of his approval 
under the Act and the serial number allotted 
by him to the prescription; or 

(g) in the case of the supply of a pharmaceutical 
benefit on a subsequent occasion—mark on the 
repeat authorisation that he issues the numbers 
marked, in pursuance of the last preceding sub- 
paragraph, on the repeat authorisation pre- 
sented to him. 

(2) A pharmaceutical benefit shall not be supplied 
upon surrender of the duplicate of a prescription un- 
less— 

(a) there is attached to that duplicate a repeat 
authorisation— 

(i) duly related to the duplicate prescription 
by a number or numbers; 

(ii) where the prescription refers to two 
pharmaceutical benefits—referring to -the 
first-written pharmaceutical benefit by 
the letter “A” and the second-written 
pharmaceutical benefit by the letter “B”; 
and 

(iii) indicating that the pharmaceutical bene- 
fit to be supplied has not been supplied 
for the number of times directed in the 
prescription; and 

(b) the person obtaining the pharmaceutical bene- 
fit surrenders the repeat authorisation to the 
person supplying the pharmaceutical benefit. 

(3) An approved pharmaceutical chemist who supplies 
a benefit on presentation of a repeat authorisation shall 
write his name on the back of the repeat authorisation. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 


Supply of Brand of General Pharmaceutical Benefit 
Specified in a Prescription. 


29. Where a prescription for the supply of a general 
pharmaceutical benefit, presented to an approved phar- 
maceutical chemist, approved hospital authority or 
approved medical practitioner, indicates a brand of

Penalty: Fifty pounds. 


Receipts. 


30.—(1) Subject to this regulation, upon the supply 
to a person of a pharmaceutical benefit by an approved 
pharmaceutical chemist or an approved medical prac- 
titioner, that person shall sign and date a receipt for 
that pharmaceutical benefit and, if that person is not 
the person for whose treatment the prescription was 
written, that person shall write on the back of the 
authorised prescription form or repeat authorisation 
form, as the case may be, his address and a statement 
that he is obtaining the benefit for and on behalf of 
the person for whose treatment the prescription was 
written. 

(2) An approved pharmaceutical chemist or an ap- 
proved medical practitioner shall not demand a receipt 
for the supply of a pharmaceutical benefit to a person 
unless the approved pharmaceutical chemist or approved 
medical practitioner has supplied that pharmaceutical 
benefit to that person. 

(3) Where a pharmaceutical benefit is supplied by an 
approved pharmaceutical chemist or an approved 
medical practitioner through the post or by rail or 
other means of transport and it is impracticable for him 
to obtain a receipt in accordance with the preceding 
provisions of this regulation, the approved pharma- 
ceutical chemist or approved medical practitioner shall 
certify on the back of the authorised prescription form 
or repeat authorisation form that he has supplied the 
pharmaceutical benefit, stating the date on which the 
supply was made and also particulars of the means by 
which the pharmaceutical benefit was supplied. 

Penalty: Twenty pounds. 


Trading Hours To Be Displayed. 

31.—(1) An approved pharmaceutical chemist shall, 
at all times, keep prominently displayed at each of the 
premises in respect of which he is approved, s6 as to 
be readily visible to persons who enter each premises, 
a notice in an authorised form setting out the trading 
hours during which services for the supply of pharma- 
ceutical benefits are available. 

(2) Subject to the next succeeding regulation, a per- 
son is entitled on demand to be supplied with a phar- 
maceutical benefit from an approved pharmaceutical 
chemist only during trading hours. 


Presentation of Urgent Prescriptions. 


32.—(1) A prescription for the supply of a pharma- 
ceutical benefit marked “Urgent,” that markine being 
initialled by the medical practitioner writing the pre- 
scription, may be presented at any time to an approved 
pharmaceutical chemist at the premises in respect of 
which he is approved. 

(2) Subject to the next succeeding sub-regulation, 
where a prescription referred to in the last preceding 
sub-regulation is so presented, the approved pharma- 
ceutieal chemist shall, as soon as practicable, supply the 
pharmaceutical benefit. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 

(3) An approved pharmaceutical chemist may refuse 
to supply a pharmaceutical benefit outside trading hours 
unless a special charge is paid in accordance with the 
next succeeding regulation. 


Special Charges for Supply Outside Trading Hours. 

33.—(1) An approved pharmaceutical chemist is en- 
titled to make a special charge of such amount as is 
determined by the Director-General in respect of the 
supply of a pharmaceutical benefit outside trading 
hours, 


(2) Where two or more prescriptions are presented to 
an approved pharmaceutical chemist at the same time, 
being outside trading hours, for the supply of pharma- 
ceutical benefits to the same person, the approved 


. pharmaceutical chemist is entitled to make one special 


charge only. 


Special Charge for Delivery. 

34. When a pharmaceutical benefit is supplied by 
delivery at or to a place other than premises in respect 
of which the approved pharmaceutical chemist is ap- 
proved, the premises at which an approved medical 
practitioner carries on his practice or the hospital in 
respect of which an approved hospital authority is ap- 
proved, as the case may be, the pharmaceutical chemist, 
medical practitioner or hospital authority is entitled to 
make a special charge equal to the cost of delivery and 
to refuse to deliver the pharmaceutical benefit unless 
the special charge is paid by or on behalf of the person 
to whom the pharmaceutical benefit is to be supplied. 


Retention of Prescriptions, etc. 

35. Subject to regulation 21 of these Regulations, an 
approved pharmaceutical chemist, approved medical 
practitioner or approved hospital authority (being the 
proprietor of a private hospital) who or which supplies 
pharmaceutical benefits shall retain in his or its posses- 
sion for a period of not less than twelve months from 
the respective dates on which prescriptions for the 
supply of the pharmaceutical benefits were written— 

(a) in the case of prescriptions that do not bear 
instructions to supply pharmaceutical benefits 
more than once—the duplicates of those pre- 
scriptions; 

(b) in the case of prescriptions that bear instruc- 
tions to supply pharmaceutical benefits more 
than once—the duplicates of repeat authorisa- 
tions issued in accordance with regulation 28 of 
these Regulations; 

(c) where the pharmaceutical benefits are supplied 
on the last occasion on which supply is 
authorised—the duplicates of the prescriptions 
in respect of which repeat authorisations were 
issued; and 

(d) the duplicates of order forms lodged under 

. regulation 15 of these Regulations. 

Penalty: Fifty pounds. 


Proper Stocks To Be Kept. 

36. An approved pharmaceutical chemist shall, as far 
as practicable, keep in stock an adequate supply of all 
drugs and medicinal preparations that he may reason- 
ably be expected to be called upon to supply as phar- 
maceutical benefits or as ingredients of pharmaceutical 
benefits. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 


Forms Suspected Forged, Etc. 

37. Where an approved pharmaceutical chemist sus- 
pects that a prescription has not been signed by a 
medical practitioner or has been forged or fraudulently 
obtained, he is entitled, before supplying the pharma- 
ceutical benefit specified in the prescription, to require 
that there be furnished to him a statement in accord- 
ance with an authorised form. 


Standards of Composition and Purity of Pharmaceutical 
Benefits. 


38.—(1) The standards of-composition and purity of 
drugs and medicinal preparations that may be supplied 
as pharmaceutical benefits or may be ingredients of 
pharmaceutical benefits are as prescribed by this 
regulation. 

(2) A drug or medicinal preparation that is a general 
pharmaceutical benefit specified in the First or the 
Second Schedule shall conform to such standards of 
composition and purity as are specified in relation to 
that drug or medicinal preparation in the British Phar- 
macopoeia, the British Pharmaceutical Codex or the 
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Australian Pharmeceutical Formulary, as the case may 


(3) A drug or medicinal preparation that is a pen- 
sioner pharmaceutical benefit referred to in sub-para- 
graph (i) of paragraph (b) of sub-section (1) of section 
85 of the Act shall conform to the standards of com- 
position and purity constituted by the statements in 
the monograph in the British Pharmacopeia relating to 
that drug or medicinal preparation. 


(4) A drug or medicinal preparation that is a pen- 
sioner pharmaceutical benefit specified in the Third 
Schedule shall— 

(a) where the letters “A.P.F.” appear after the 
name or formula of the drug or medicinal pre- 
paration—conform to the standards of com- 
position and purity constituted by the descrip- 
tion of that drug or medicinal preparation in 
the Australian Pharmaceutical Formulary; 

(b) where the letters “B.P.C.” appear after the 
name or formula of the drug or medicinal pre- 
paration—conform to the standards of com- 
position and purity constituted by the state- 
ments in the monograph relating to that drug 
or medicinal preparaion in the British Phar- 
maceutical Codex; and 

(c) where no letters appear after the name or for- 
mula of the drug or medicinal preparation— 
conform to the standards of composition and 
purity constituted by the statements in the 
monograph relating to that drug or medicinal 
preparation in the British Pharmacopoeia 
(1948). 

Samples. 


39. When a sample of a drug, medicine or substance 
that may be supplied as, or may be an ingredient of, a 
pharmaceutical benefit is taken in pursuance of the 
power conferred upon an authorised person by section 
104 of the Act and that sample conforms to the stan- 
dards of composition and purity prescribed by the last 
preceding regulation, payment shall be made by the 
Commonwealth as if the quantity of the drug, medicine 
or substance taken as a sample had been supplied as a 
pharmaceutical benefit. 


Entitlement Cards. 


40. For the purposes of paragraph (e) of sub-section 
(1) of section 104 of the Act and paragraph (c) of sub- 
regulation (1) of regulation 23 of these Regulations, an 
authorised person may, in his own name or in a fic- 
titious name, present an entitlement card purporting to 
have been issued to a pensioner. 


Surrender of Forms. 

41.—(1) The Director-General may, by notice in 
writing served on a person, require that person to sur- 
render to the Director-General or to a person specified 
in the notice, within a time specified in the notice, any 
unused forms that have been supplied to that person 
by or on behalf of the Commonwealth under or for the 
purposes of the Act or these Regulations and that are in 
the possession of the person. 

(2) A sages upon whom a notice given in pursuance 
of the last preceding sub-regulation is served shall 
comply with that notice. 

Penalty: Ten pounds. 


Use of Old Forms. 

42. Where the Commonwealth supplies or has sup- 
plied a form that is substantially in accordance with a 
form prescribed by these Regulations or an unauthor- 
ised form, except that it bears a reference or references 
to the Pharmaceutical Benefits Act 1947-1949 that form 
may be used for the purposes of these Regulations as 
if it were in accordance with the prescribed form or 
the authorised form, as the case may be, to which it 
substantially corresponds, and these Regulations apply 
in relation to that form as if it were in accordance with 
that prescribed form or that authorised form. 


RATIONS IN THE MOUNT EVEREST EXPEDITION 
OF 1953 


One of the difficulties facing climbing parties in the 
Himalayas in the past has been the supplying of suffi- 
cient and adequate food for the members of the parties. 
Himalayan expeditions usually lived off the country, 
supplementing local food from bulk stores, The 1953 
party had composite rations, thus providing a more 
variable and palatable diet than is possible for a party 
living mainly off the country. The sudden change to 
a strange and bulky diet at the beginning of the expe- 
dition was avoided by the use of composite rations. 
L. G. C. Pugh has given a detailed account of the food 
taken on the expedition, the way it was packed so as 
to give good variety from day to day, and the different 
requirements at different heights. Composite rations 
of the type used by the armed forces for supplying 
troops operating in isolated groups or small units were 
developed. The advantages of such rations are pro- 
vision of a European type of diet, increase in palata- 
bility and variety, simplification in sorting and making 
up loads, avoidance of shortages of essential items due 
to pilfering or over-consumption, and reduced contami- 
nation of food by flies and in handling. The disad- 
vantages were increase in weight and expense, but 
porters were easy to obtain. There were two types of 
ration: a “composite” ration for general use and an 
“assault” ration for use above 21,000 ft. The general 
purpose ration was packed in weatherproof fibre-board 
boxes of gross weight 45 lb., containing an evening 
meal, breakfast and food for the day’s climbing for 14 
men for one day. All the items were packed in tins. 
There were five varieties of meat as well as salmon, 
four varieties of vegetables, tinned fruit, cake, oatmeal 
biscuits, butter, jam, marmalade, chocolate and other 
items necessary for the consumption of the food, clean- 
ing, etc. The different boxes had different combinations, 
so that a different menu could be served on each day 
of the week.. In addition there were boxes with biscuits 
and with beverages. Cooking was done in pressure 
pans on very efficient “Primus” stoves. The calorie 
value of each ration was about 4800 calories per man 
per day. Locally-purchased food was sometimes used 
as a supplement. The assault rations had to be of 
reduced weight, and consisted of basic foods only, all 
vacuum packed; so-called luxuries chosen by the 
climbers were also taken, The packs contained rations 
for two men for one day in each, and there was no 
meat unless this was chosen as a luxury item. A 
demand for sugar at great heights has long been 
recognised, but the requirement is so large that the 
supply has seldom been sufficient. Even men who are 
not fond of sugar and sweets at sea level find that their 
sugar intake increases as they go higher. Seven oz. of 
sugar were supplied in the assault pack, and the rest 
of the ration was largely carbohydrate. There is a 
physiological reason for this demand. It has been 
pointed out that at 20,000 ft. the effect on the mean 
capillary oxygen pressure of a rise of respiratory 
quotient from 0.8 on a mixed diet to 1.0 on pure carbo- 
hydrate would be equivalent in oxygen requirements 
to a reduction in altitude of 2000 ft. Hilary has de- 
scribed how he and Tensing spent much of the night 
in camp at 27,900 ft. in brewing tea. They added three 
or four heaped dessertspoons of sugar to each mug of 
tea as well as milk. For food they ate sardines and 
biscuits. On getting back to Camp 4, the day after 
the ascent to the summit, Hilary ate two omelettes and 
6 oz. of salmon at a sitting, and drank two pints of 
lemonade. The members of the party were given com- 
pound vitamin pills, but except for ascorbic acid, the 
rations were adequate in vitamins. The general physical 
condition of the members of the 1953 expedition was 
considered to be better than on the 1952 expedition, 
and the loss of body weight, which is characteristic of 
a sojourn at high altitudes, was less than on previous 
expeditions,

Statement by Mr. Kelleher: 

The Department will not be difficult and unreasonable 
in regard to prescriptions dispensed during the first 
month of operation under the new Regulations in regard 
to, for example, prescriptions endorsed “Regulation 
14A” instead of “Restricted drug,” and P.B.A. or P.M.S. 
instead of “N.H.S.” in pensioner benefits. 

Pharmacists who have dispensed prescriptions which 
are now contrary to the legislation in good faith before 
receipt of the amended “Notes for Approved Chemists” 
should attach a short note of explanation to prescrip- 
tions so dispensed. 

Question: What is the drill now with repeats issued 
previous to June 1, as, for example, 3 repeats outstand- 
ing on Mist. Lobelia Co. 16-0z. “Special supply”? 

Answer: You can honour these repeats on the basis 
of the present maximum quantity of 8 fl. oz. 

Question: Can a messenger boy sign on the back of 
the prescription which he has delivered? 

Answer: It would be preferable if the person taking 
delivery of the Benefit signed a receipt for it, but if 
this is not possible the chemist could certify that he 
has made supply, giving the circumstances. 

Question: I see that Aqua Dest. can only be supplied 
with Penicillin, and so on, but I cannot see Aqua Dest. 
in the list at all. 

Answer: It is shown as Water for Injection, Item 

5. 


Question: What is the position regarding application 
forms for authority to prescribe Cortisone Acetate? 

Answer: Doctors will be supplied with a form, which 
they will complete and forward to the Deputy Director 
of Health, Sydney, and if the doctor certifies that the 
patient is suffering from one of the three diseases 
specified, an authority (in duplicate) will be forwarded 
to him. This form should then be presented, in dupli- 
cate, to the chemist with the relevant prescription. The 
specified conditions are:—Acute Rheumatic Carditis, 
Addison’s Disease and Total Adrenalectomy. 

Question: If an agent collects a prescription, whose 
address goes on the back of the prescription? 

Answer: The Agent’s. I suggest it might be con- 
venient to have a stamp made on these lines—“Received 
for and on behalf of... by 


Question: What a kiddie who is 
to write? 

Answer: We would accept a prescription in these cir- 
cumstances if the chemist certifies that he has made 
supply to the patient, and states the reason why the 
patient was unable to sign. 


Question: If a prescription comes which is wrongly 
written, and you phone the doctor and ask him to send 
you another one, on which perhaps he omits some other 
detail? What can you do then? 

Answer: Pin both prescriptions together and forward 
to the Department, with an explanation. 

Question: What is the position regarding multi- 
ingredient tablets? 

Answer: The only tablets on the list are those speci- 
fically monographed as tablets in the B.P. 1953, and 
those in the 3rd Schedule shown in the “Notes for 
Approved Chemists.” 

Prescriptions for the following additional tablets are 
now acceptable:— 

Sodium Pentobarbitone Tablets or Capsules 
Aminophylline and Phenobarbital Tablets 
Ephedrine and Phenobarbital Tablets 

Pil Phenolphthalin Co. Tablets 

Ammon. Chlor. Tablets 

A.P.C. Tablets. 

Question: What about compound extemporaneously 
prepared formulae? 

Answer: Prescriptions for tablets would not be accept- 
able, but a doctor could order the ingredients in, for 
example, powders, which would be paid for on the basis 
of dispensing fees, plus drug and container cost shown 
in the Prescriber’s List, with D.D. fee if applicable. 
Any combination B.P. 1953 ingredients which are Pen- 
sioner Benefits can be dispensed extemporaneously as 
powders or capsules. 

Question: What is the present price payable on simple 
ingredients, such as Liquid Paraffin, and so on? 

Answer: New prices for such items should be avail- 
able shortly. 

Question: Can the price-list of drugs, tablets, etc., be 
made to fit into the folder containing “Notes for 
Approved Chemists”? 

Answer: Unfortunately, no. The official “‘Notes for 
Approved Chemists” is printed by the Government 
Printer for Commonwealth distribution, but these price- 
lists are a matter for the individual State Offices be- 
cause of wholesale price variations between States. It 
is difficult to get printing of this nature done speedily 
in Sydney, and it is for this reason that the lists are 
duplicated. 

Question: What is the position about Ext. Hepatis 
Liq.? 

Answer: You can only supply a product which con- 
forms to the 1948 B.P. We will now pay on Ext. Hepatis 
Liq. B.P., which has been distributed by a well known 
firm, packed in 16 oz. bottles. The size of the pack 
will be taken into consideration when determining oz. 
rates, and so on. 
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Question: What:can I do about Linctus Physeptone? 
Answer: Proprietary products cannot be ordered as 
Pharmaceutical Benefits. 


Question: If I get a prescription for Linctus Amidone, 
will you pay me for B.W.’s brand if I am quite certain 
that it is the only brand the doctor wants? 


Answer: In order that the Department can check as 
to whether all ingredients of a prescription are, in 
effect, Benefits, it is necessary either for the formula to 
be written out in full, or for the prescriber to refer to 
some standard work as, for example, Mist. Gent. Alk. 
R.P.A.H. Prescriptions written for Linctus Amidone 
without an indication of a formula could not, therefore, 
be accepted for payment. 


Question: What is the position about chemists altering 
prescriptions and initialling the alterations? 


Answer: The Regulations state that the prescription 
must be written in the doctor’s handwriting, but in 
special cases such as, for example, the Anti T.B. Asso- 
ciation Clinic and recognised Eye Specialists, permis- 
sion can be given for prescriptions to be typewritten 
or printed. The prescriber’s signature would be neces- 
sary on such prescriptions. - 

Question: Does that mean I cannot write ‘Doctor 
phones ‘Restricted Drug’” and my initials on a scrip? 

Answer: Such details as “Restricted drug” should be 
written by the doctor. 

Question: If you get a scrip for Mist. A.P.C. et Pheno- 
barb and the doctor omits the quantity of Phenobarb 
per dose, can you ring him and endorse the prescription 
with, for example, “Gr. 1/4 per dose” and initial the 
alteration? 

Answer: Yes, only under exceptional circumstances, 
but the practice could not be followed as a matter 
of routine. You could approach the doctor and suggest 
that he write the dose on any future prescription. 


Question: Does a prescription have to be stamped 
back and front now? 

Answer: No, on the back is sufficient. 

I have seen some stamps which are designed to 
assemble the Approval No., Scrip No., Code, Price and 
Chemist’s name, etc., in the one | oe of the prescription. 
I suggest that the general use of such stamps would be 
convenient to chemists, as well as to the Department. 

Question: How is it that one of us gets a prescription 
back because of some alteration or minor deviation 
from the Regulations marked “Refer Claimant” or 
“Disallowed,” while the next chemist gets paid for the 
same thing? 

Answer: Where a large staff is employed a percentage 
of errors will occur. We endeavour to avoid anything 
in the nature of petty pin-pricking, and all contentious 
prescriptions are referred to Pharmaceutical staff at the 
Sydney Office. Should you feel that you are being 
treated unfairly at any time, do not hesitate to write 
or otherwise get in touch with me. 

Question: What is the position where the prescription 
returned to a chemist is stamped by the Department 
“Disallowed”? Can I take it back to the doctor and 
have him endorse, for example, “Regulation 14A” or 
whatever the mistake may have been, or is that par- 
ticular prescription dead for all future time? 

Answer: Provided the defect is one that can properly 
be remedied by the doctor, you may have a prescription 
altered by him and return it to the Department for 
payment. 

Question: In my country town quite a few people live 
in areas where there are no streets, or streets which 
have very recently been named, and several of the 
older doctors write scrips, for example, “Mrs. Brown, 
Ulladulla.” Can I fill in on the scrip “Pete Street, 
Ulladulla,” or endorse same “Ulladulla only postal 
address”? 

Answer: Yes, but this would, however, not be accept- 
able in the case of a prescription written, for example, 


“Mrs. Smith, Manly,” or other place where there are 
definite addresses. 


Question: Can you fill in a pension number on a 
P.M.S. prescription? 

Answer: Normally the pension number should be 
written by the doctor but, to avoid hardship to the 
patient, under exceptional circumstances you could 
copy the number from the Entitlement Card to the 
prescription, and I would emphasise that you must sight 
the Entitlement Card in any case. 

Question: Why the sudden emphasis on sighting 
cards? 

Answer: This has always been a requirement, but it 
has been found that some chemists who made a practice 
of not asking to see Entitlement Cards were obtaining 
an unfair advantage over those of their competitors 
who were carrying out requirements. By not insisting 
on production of the Card, the chemist concerned has, in 
a sense, offered an inducement to pensioners to have 
their prescriptions dispensed at the pharmacy con- 
cerned. This requirement should be carried out, and 
will be enforced. The Department would be concerned 
about cases where a chemist obtained an advantage over 
his opposition by engaging in such practices. No form 
of inducement or reward may be offered by chemists 
in regard to Pharmaceutical Benefits dispensing. 


Question: Can I add to a prescription Pulv. Trag. 
Co., and initial same? 

Answer: Yes, by all means, if the addition is neces- 
sary. 

Question: If I get a prescription for—say—B.D.H, 
brand of a Benefit and the local warehouse is out of 
stock, can I, for example, supply another brand and 
expect payment for it. 

Answer: Yes. If the brand ordered is, in fact, not 
available from your ordinary sources of supply, the 
Department would pay a price applicable to the lowest 
priced brand which was available. We keep extensive 
records with regard to the availability of items at 
various places and times, and are unable to pay for a 
different brand if the brand ordered was available from 
normal wholesale sources. 

Question: How do I adjust a prescription if only a 
certain brand of a Benefit is available? 

Answer: You should endorse the prescription to that 
effect. 

Question: Am I supposed to make extemporaneously 
2 fl. oz. of Lin. Terebinth? 

Answer: Do as you have been doing. The matter of 
this, and other similar preparations, is under considera- 
tion at the present time. 

Question: What about Emulsion Paraffin et Agar? 

Answer: Supply as you have been doing. Payment 
will be made on the basis of a ready prepared line. 

Question: Why prescription forms of only one size? 

Answer: We have to file a very large number of 
prescriptions every month, and the use of forms range 
from very small ones to foolscap pages, which makes 
the problem very difficult. 

Question: Can a doctor act as a patient’s agent and 
sign for the Benefits received? 

Answer: Yes, but it would be preferable for delivery 
to be made to some person other than the doctor. 

Question: Are there any means by which a doctor can 
order more than the present number of repeats for 
chronic patients? 

Answer: Yes. Authority to prescribe a greater than 
normal number of repeats can be obtained by a doctor 
in appropriate cases on written application to the De- 
partment. An application in respect of each patient 
would be necessary. 

Question: On receiving a repeat authorisation issued 
by another pharmacy, when I write out another repeat

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authorisation what number do I use for the front scrip 
number? 

Answer: The number put on the original prescription 
by the first dispenser, and endorsed on the first repeat 
authorisation. 

Question: Is there a special form for supplies for 
Doctors’ Bags? 

Answer: Yes. 

Question: Do doctors have supplies of these forms, 
or will they have to formally request the Department 
for same? 

Answer: Supplies of forms will be distributed to 
doctors at an early date. 

Question: A mixture like—Pot. Iodide gr.5, Mist 
Senega et Ammon add $ fl. oz.—should I price that as, 
for example, M.S. 65, 7/-, plus Pot. Iodide 1/-, total 
8/-, or should I price out the lot, plus dispensing fee, 
etc.? 

Answer: It would be better to price it out in full. 

Question: Can I now supply an 8 oz. mixture with, 
for example, } dram or 1 dram dose, that is 64 or even 
128 doses? 

Answer: Yes; there is now no restriction on the num- 
ber of doses, only on the maximum quantity. 

QueStion: How do you price 8 ozs. Acid HCL. Dil.? 

Answer: Price of drug, plus simple dispensing fee 
and container charge. 

Question: If I receive a prescription ordering repeats 
but written for less than the maximum quantity of the 
Benefit, is it allowable to dispense the original and 
cross off repeat wording? 

Answer: Yes. However, watch the Police Provisions 
of the Police Offences Amendment Act in regard to 
Phenobarb Tablets, which require that an interval of 
time for repeats be stated. If this is not stated, the 
original prescription should not be dispensed. 

Question: Can we now dispense a prescription with 
two (2) D.D’s on the one form? 

Answer: Yes, provided neither of them is to be 
repeated. 

Question: What about a prescription with a D.D. and 
an ordinary Benefit on the one form? 

Answer: These will be accepted, provided neither 
prescription is to be repeated. 

Question: What about Phenobarb gr. 1/4—Mist. Gent. 
Alk. and Mist. Sodi Sal on the one form? 


Answer: This would be accepted. The provision you 
refer to applies only to D.D. Prescriptions which must 
be cancelled by State Law. 

Question: Is Benedict Solution a Benefit? 

Answer: Yes, as a solution for external use. 

Question: How could Mrs. Jones endorse a prescrip- 
tion for Baby Jones? 

Answer: “Received by Mrs. Jones......(address)...., 

(date). ....” 

Question: What about Mr. Smith collecting a Benefit 
for Mrs. Smith? 

Answer: Endorsement should be to this effect:— 
“Received for and on behalf of Mrs. Smith, 
(Address of agent). 

Question: How many repeats are now allowed for 
Liquid Paraffin? 

Answer: Two (2) repeats. 

Question: Enteric coated Sodi Sal Tablets, are they 
on? 

Answer: Provided any tablets are otherwise within 
the scope of Benefits, there will be no objection to 
Enteric, Chocolate, or other coating. 

Question: Who should sign if a Benefit is delivered to 
a hospital or private nursing home for a patient? 

Answer: The person who receives it at the hospital, 
who should sign that they have received it on behalf 
of the patient. 


Question: In a practice where there are two or three 
or more doctors in partnership and a prescription is to 
be returned to the surgery for alteration and initialling, 
can any one of the partners named on the notepaper 
adjust this matter? 

Answer: Yes, provided he does so with the authority 
of the prescriber. 

Question: When pricing a prescription for Aureo- 
mycin, do I call it Item 1? 

Answer: You should refer to it as Item Rl. 

Question: Prescriptions left and sent by post and bus, 
can I endorse them accordingly? 

Answer: Yes. You should certify that delivery has 
heen made by whatever means ; 

Question: Who was responsible for postage or freight? 

Answer: The patient, and you are entitled to require 
payment of the actual postage or freight charged in 
advance. 

Question: Who would be responsible if you innocently 
supplied to a doctor emergency bag supplies, which he 
also obtained from another pharmacy within the same 
month? 

Answer: Responsibility would rest with the doctor, 
not the chemist. 

Question: Are there plenty of new style Tally Forms 
in stock? 

Answer: Yes. If you give me your address, I will see 
that fresh supplies are posted to you to-morrow. 

Question: If a pensioner is too old and feeble to write, 
can we fill in the name and address on the back of 
repeat authorisation forms, etc.? 

Answer: Yes. This is intended to apply only to those 
cases to which your description actually applies, and 
not used to provide receipts for any significant per- 
centage of Pharmaceutical Benefits scrips. The chemist 
should certify that supply has been made, and state the 
circumstances. 

Question: The doctor orders “Repeat Mixture No. 
XY/662,” this number being the Chemist’s Serial No., 
can I fill in the details on the prescription? 

Answer: No. The prescription should be written by 
the doctor in accordance with the requirements of the 
Legislation. 

Question: Are Dienoestrol and Stilboestrol allowable 
as Pharmaceutical Benefits? 

Answer: Not in the forms and strengths in which 
they appear in the 2nd Schedule to the Regulations. 

Question: Is the B.P. 1948 still valid for Pharmaceu- 
tical Benefits dispensing? 

Answer: No; only the 1953 B.P., plus the list in the 
3rd Schedule which is shown in the “Notes for Ap- 
proved Chemists.” 

Question: Is there any time limit in which prescrip- 
tions must be lodged for payment? 

Answer: Yes. Payment must be claimed within a 
month of the time of dispensing. It is intended to 
enforce this requirement, except in special circum- 
stances. 

Question: Must duplicate prescriptions be retained? 

Answer: Yes. The following must be retained for 
twelve (12) months:— 

(a) The duplicates of all General Pharmaceutical 
Benefits and Pensioner Benefit Prescriptions which do 
not bear repeat instructions. 

(b) The duplicates of repeat authorisations issued in 
respect of a repeat prescription. 

(c).The duplicates of prescriptions, the last repeat of 
which has been dispensed. 

(d) The duplicates of “Doctor’s Bag” Order Forms. 

Question: What is meant by “Ship’s Doctors” and 
“Approved Medical Practitioners,” mainly the latter? 

nswer: An approved medical practitioner is one who 
is approved to supply Pharmaceutical Benefits in a 
remote area where there is no chemist. 
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Economics of Pharmacy 


ARTICLE 2 IN THE SERIES.

The Law of Diminishing Returns 


Some pharmacists who have unsuccessfully tried to 
memorise certain economic laws are, perhaps, tempted 
to agree with the Ohio State Journal’s definition of 
an “expert” as “a person who can take something you 
knew and make it sound confusing.” On further re- 
flection, however they will have to concede in all 
fairness that economic laws are simply “generalisations” 
and that any law must be formulated in terms wide 
enough to apply to a multitude of varying conditions. 
Economics expresses ordinary common sense, but the 
lack of application of common sense in every-day busi- 
ness life makes it more than ever necessary to repeat 
factual observations and to discuss their implications 
in relation to pharmaceutical business problems. 


The Law of Diminishing Returns is one of the more 
fundamental statements of economic science and is based 
on the facts of physical nature. Briefly, it deals with 
changes in output due to a variation in the proportion 
of the factors employed. “As successive increments of 
any ome agency are added to fixed amounts of other 
agencies in a combination, the physical product of the 
combination will increase, but after a certain point the 
output will increase in less = rtion than that of the 
agency in question, and will ultimately decrease abso- 
lutely.” Seldom is production possible with any one 
single factor. Thus, a pharmacist cannot dispense a 
prescription unless he has at least one dispensing 
measure or some other suitable equipment to help him 
in his duties. Few will, therefore, wish to disagree that 
a combination of factors is essential for production: 
the pharmacist plus the dispensing measure. Now, two 
pharmacists may be asked to share a measure between 
them or, alternatively, both may be provided with one 
measure each. In this example, the pharmacists are 
considered the “fixed agency”; their number remains 
constant, and “successive increments of the dispensing 
measure are added to fixed amounts of other agencies 
in a combination.” The Law of Diminishing Returns 
studies the effect of a combination of a fixed agency 
to which varying amounts of another factor are added. 
Analysing always on the basis of conditions prevailing 
at the time and excluding improvements due to tech- 
nical advancement, the law states that the addition of a 
varying factor to a fixed factor increases output up to 
a certain point. From then onwards, returns will tend 
to diminish. The practical significance of the statement 
may be illustrated by the following example:

With only one dispenser employed in the dispensary 
of a given size, four prescriptions are dealt with in one 
hour. Assuming an equal state of efficiency for all the 
members of the dispensing staff, the employment of an 
additional dispenser shows an increased total hourly 
output of the whole department to ten prescriptions. 
Furthermore, the average number of prescriptions per 
dispenser has been raised, and the additional dispensing 
output of six prescriptions is directly due to rhe em- 


ployment of the additional (or marginal) dispenser. As 
both dispensers, however, were said to be equally effi- 
cient and conditions, by hypothesis, have remained un- 
changed, any increase must be due to the variation in 
the proportion of the number of dispensers to the avail- 
able dispensing space and equipment. If growing de- 
mands on the prescription department will make it 
necessary to engage more than two dispensers, the 
dispensary (the fixed factor) will soon become inade- 
quate for the allotted task, and output is likely to fall. 
At first, the marginal output will begin to decline, 
followed by a decrease in the average rate per dis- 
penser. Finally, working conditions will become almost 
intolerable, and—in our example—the additional em- 
ployment of the eighth dispenser will actually reduce 
the total number’ of prescriptions dealt with by the 
department. At that stage, it appears that talking and 
complaining has become the main function rather than 
dispensing. In other words, the lesson to be learned 
from this illustration is that the size of the dispensary 
must always bear some strict relationship to the size 
of the dispensing staff. It is perfectly true to say that 
increased dispensing work will result in greater effi- 
ciency in a dispensary which was formerly working 
below capacity, but, after a certain point is reached, 
dispensing facilities will have to be enlarged to deal 
et and economically with additional prescrip- 
tion work. 


Not too much can it be stressed that the Law of 
Diminishing Returns is not concerned with the size 
of the combination as such but merely with the pro- 
portion of the factors used. Increased size of a com- 
bination may lead to economies of large scale dispensing 
by more economic use of all factors concerned. What- 
ever the advantages of large scale production and trad- 
ing methods, the Law of Diminishing Returns applies 
to the same extent to organisations whether they be the 
smallest or the largest in the country. 

The gradual improvement in the financial status of 
pharmacists in the English-speaking countries is an- 
other example which illustrates the*truism expressed by 
the law. Economically speaking, such improvements 
are largely due to the operation of the “increasing 
returns” principle. Pharmacists, by the very nature 
of their employment and occupation, come within the 
economic concept of “indivisibility.” To satisfy legisla- 
tion designed to protect the public, every pharmacy 
must be staffed by at least one registered pharmacist, 
although this pharmacist may well be working below 
full capacity. Fortunately or unfortunately, a pharma- 
cist cannot be physically divided. Under such condi- 
tions, additional work can readily be undertaken with- 
out any appreciable increase in staff, provided that the 
pharmacy was operating under “increasing returns.” 
Corresponding increases in the financial returns of the 
business will soon become apparent. Before the intno- 
duction of the National Health Service in Britain the 
average dispenser in England dealt with about 4700 
prescriptions per year, but a special Committee set up 
by the Ministry of Health expressed the view that an 
expert dispenser should be able to deal with 9000 
prescriptions per annum, or approximately four pre- 
scriptions per hour. Since then, prescription output in 
English pharmacies has more than doubled without any 
significant increase in staff. Undoubtedly, this increase 
was made possible partly by using large scale dispensing 
methods in pharmaceutical departments and by a con- 
siderable change in doctors’ prescribing habits. In the

Advertising, educational advertising, brought deodorants 
from nowhere to a big best-seller almost overnight. In just 
the last few years, 1949 to 1953, yearly sales rocketed from 
753,423 units to 1,101,35l—a turnover increase of 46%.

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main, however, it was the full utilisation of previously 
existing excess capacity which helped in the expansion. 
Consequently, pharmacy as a whole has experienced 
the full benefits of “increasing returns,” but it would 
be foolish to ignore the fact that “increasing returns” 
are only a stage in the development which finds ex- 
pression in the Law of Diminishing Returns. 

Managerial ability, not unlike pharmaceutical skill, 
is also very liable to operate under diminishing returns. 
As long as the pharmacy’s turnover remains relatively 
small and as long as the ability of the managin 
pharmacists is not fully utilised, increasing returns wi 
be obtained until a certain point is reached. Later on, 
managerial efficiency will tend to decline progressively 
with additional turnover. Business organisation, buying 
problems, staff supervision, etc., become more and more 
complex, and output—measured in terms of turnover 
per person employed—will tend to decrease. In actual 
practice, managerial ability is a very scarce economic 
factor indeed and is, by no means, uniformly distri- 
buted throughout the whole of pharmacy. This is 
particularly true for countries where the study of busi- 
ness methods is not part of the pharmacist’s professional 
education. Even then, shops with a high level of turn- 
over can generally secure superior managerial labour 
thanks to their ability to pay higher rates of remunera- 
tion. Nevertheless, official statistics relating to phar- 
macies in Great Britain indicate the retarding effect of 
trying to place additional responsibilities on the 
shoulders of managing pharmacists. There is a definite 
limit to physical endurance and managerial ability. 
The information given in the next table is self- 
explanatory.

Reference is sometimes made in these articles to 
American, British and Continental pharmaceutical 
statistics, but the underlying principles and phenomena 
almost invariably apply to pharmacy everywhere. Like 
physical laws, the laws of economic science are univer- 
sally true; they pronounce inevitable consequences of 
certain established facts. Predictions, however, are 
more difficult to formulate in the field of economics, 
because the material which forms the basis of 
methodical investigation is of a completely different 
nature. Physical laws deal with unchanging behaviour 
of inert matter, while economics is primarily concerned 
with the human aspect. By definition, economics studies 
human behaviour under conditions of scarcity, and 
human behaviour—most pharmacists will readily agree 
—is anything but inert and unchanging. It is dynamic, 
ee highly revolutionary and frequently unpre- 
dictable. 


LIVE STOCK NOTES 


COPPER AND COBALT DEFICIENCY IN 
RUMINANTS. 

Minute amounts of copper and cobalt compounds in 
the diet of sheep and cattle are necessary for the health 
of those animals. On much of the coastal region of 
southern Australia, the soil and, consequently, the 
pasture, are deficient in one or both of these elements. 

Knowledge of the subject has been gained mostly 
from research work done on areas of deficient country 
in South Australia and Western Australia. In the for- 


mer State, especially, adequate soil surveys have been 
carried out to define such areas. In Victoria, however, 
not enough has yet been done to show the exact 
location and extent of affected country, although there 
is sufficient evidence to indicate that symptoms of 
copper and cobalt deficiency may be found in stock 
on coastal farms. In addition, there is some suggestion 
that a copper deficiency may be found in swamp areas 
similar to those investigated in New Zealand. 

Evidence of deficiencies is also to be found amongst 
sheep grazing on certain areas of the volcanic plains 
of the Western District and in: much hill country over- 
lying granite or sandstone. 


Symptoms in Cattle and Sheep. i 

Cattle develop anaemia and unthriftiness from either 
copper or cobalt deficiency. In addition, copper de- 
ficiency causes a degeneration of the heart muscle 
which often brings about the sudden death of milking 
cows. Marked scouring during the spring is found 
among ruminants grazing on deficient swamp country. 

or exhibit the same anaemia and unthriftiness 
as cattle, and may also develop other symptoms from 
copper deficiency alone. One of these is a loss of the 
normal crimp of the wool fibres known as “steely 
wool”. The other is a nervous condition of lambs, 
which involves one or more legs, and results in a 
staggering gait known as ataxia. With the exception 
of the sudden death or “falling disease” of milking 
cows, all these disorders have been found in Victoria, 
together with laboratory evidence of a decreased copper 
content of the blood and livers of affected animals. 

The inability to keep stock more than a few months 
each year on certain areas, as occurred in South Aus- 
tralia, has not been evident in Victoria. A distressing 
unthriftiness which responded satisfactorily to treat- 
ment,. however, troubled a number of cattle owners 
during some years. In most cases, it appeared to take 
a few months to exhaust the reserves of introduced 
animals and of young calves. The latter, if dropped 
by deficient mothers, have been shown to contain 
smaller liver reserves of copper and cobalt than normal 
calves. 

Control Measures. 

Copper sulphate and cobalt chloride are used to 
supplement the diet on affected properties. Where 
symptoms are evident, regular drenching is the best 
method to adopt, the drench being composed as 
follows: 


Copper sulphate che .. 10 oz. 
Water 4 gallon 


Half a pint of this solution is added to 84 pints of 
water. This is then given each week for a few months 
at the rate of 4 fluid oz. per sheep, and 4 fluid oz. for 
a full-grown cow, with smaller doses for young animals. 

Top-dressing can be regarded as a long-range control 
policy, while drenching takes care of the immediate 
problem. Copper sulphate is used at the rate of 5 to 
10 lb. per acre, and cobalt chloride at 4 oz. to 2 lb. 
per acre every five to seven years. It is advisable to 
wait for rain before allowing the stock to have access 
to treated areas. 

Drinking water may be treated as follows:— 


Water 1 gallon 


Half a pint of this solution should be added to 400 
gallons of water. The solution should not be added to 
water in iron tanks or troughs as the iron will throw 
the copper and cobalt out of solution. 

The feeding of treated licks cannot be regarded as 
a reliable method of dealing with copper and cobalt 
deficiency, but it will overcome the trouble on those 
animals which eat the lick; similarly, supplementary 
feed may be sprinkled with copper and cobalt, but 
again the deficiency will be overcome only in those 
animals which eat the food.—[{A.C.T.H.]

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The Victorian Housewife Was Her Own 
Physician 


Recipes of the Past—Part | 


By Frank A. King. 


Although the majority of dispensing chemists and 
medical practitioners of to-day are rather critical of 
the health hints which bs gyre in some of the women’s 
periodicals and nation newspapers, these features 
seldom contain the detailed prescriptions and treatments 
such as were included in the majority of “Household 
Hints” and “Answers to Correspondents” columns of 
the Victorian weeklies which were perused by every 
member of the household. 


From the ’thirties of the last century scores of these 

riodicals appeared, and had become extremely popular 
y the middle of the century, when, in 1850, Charles 
Dickens started “Household Words,” which catered for 
the middle classes, but his periodicals and similar 
magazines, almost reviews, were sold at twopence a 
week, and did not contain medical hints. However, 
when the as of the notorious “Penny Dreadfuls” 
entered the popular weekly markets, they speedily 
captured the trade of the lower orders by providing 
both fact and fiction at a penny per issue. 


These editors kept in touch with the health and 
hearth and heart problems of their readers. Often 
these periodicals were read aloud in the alehouses and 
beerhouses, but most of the readers were either servants 
employed at large establishments or the housewife of 
an artisan who had to cope with her domestic duties 
with the assistance of a drudge who “lived in.” The 
periodicals also provided information and entertain- 
ment for the wives of farm-hands, consequently hints 
were included to show how to deal with the ailments 
of animals. In some cases, the publications only lasted 
a few issues, but the editors who could publish instal- 
ments of several serials in each issue continued year 
after year. 


Robert Dick of the Strand, London, 
issued his “Bow Bells,” described by him as “A Weekly 
Magazine of General Literature,” but containing several 
sensational serials, and this periodical is an excellent 
specimen of this form of entertaining reading. The 
paper consisted of twenty-four pages for a penny, with 
seasonal Special Numbers at twopence at Christmas and 
other holidays. Every month Dick issued the four or 
five weekly numbers as a monthly part which contained 
a special fashion-plate showing the latest styles. Some 
issues contained advertisements of new “Penny Dread- 
fuls” issued by Dick—the first two numbers would be 
issued together as a special cut-price attraction. 


By 1870, “Bow Bells” had become well established, 
and a glance through the pages of the two volumes 
for that year reveal how the Victorian mother could 
treat the minor and major ailments of her children, 
cope with grandma’s indigestion and grandpa’s gout, 
and the “vapours” caused through the blighted love- 
affairs of the maiden aunt, and prepare a cough mixture 
which would prove very efficacious for the bread- 
winner’s chest trouble. 


The formulas for the medicines she prepared appeared 
under the “Household Receipts” heading, and in the 
correspondence columns the anxious enquirer would 
be referred to the number of the issue containing a 
prescription suitable for the complaint he or she had 
described—thus promoting the sale of back numbers! 
The periodical was printed in very small type, and 
the remedies would appear cheek-by-jowl with hints 
for removing stains from tablecloths, brewing spruce 


beer, distilling gin, pickling walnuts, and_ general 
cookery recipes, and at the same time the Victorian 
housewife could read instalments of stories in which 
the betrayed daughter was turned out of the old home- 
stead, or the villain hatched plots in the churchyard, 
or the jealous sister listened behind a tree or curtain 
to overhear the conversation between two lovers. Even 
the heroes had whiskers, and one picture shows a child’s 
coffin being shown to a caller, with the title “Too 
late!” 

For baby, the reader was told how to prepare a 
“Stimulating Astringent Mixture,” and this prescription 
included some pointed warnings: 

“Infusion of mint, cinnamon water, of each, one ounce; 
tincture of catechu, two drachms; sal volatile, one 
drachm; laudanum, twelve drops; syrup of orange-peel, 
two drachms. In severe cases of infant cholera, a 
moment should not be lost in attempting to stop the 
purging and vomiting which accompanies this disease; 
a teaspoonful of this mixture may be given every hour 
. hel until the purging and vomiting be 
checked.” 


If the infant survived this trouble and developed 
croup, then the fond mother could make up this “re- 
ceipt” for an anti-croup mixture: 


‘Decoction of seneka root, three and a half drachms; 
oxymel of squills, two drachms; ipecacuanha wine, two 
drachms; tartar emetic, one grain. Mix. Dose—from 
ten to twenty minims every quarter of an hour, to 
produce vomiting; or every two hours as an expectorant. 
A child of two years old may take a teaspoonful.” 


When baby was teething, and the “Tooth Rash” 
appeared, the parents were informed that: 

“This usually occurs from the fourth to sixth or 
seventh month during dentition; it affects the cheeks, 
neck and ears, and depends in a great measure upon 
the irritation caused by the teeth, and also upon the 
bowels. The treatment of this disease is to administer 
small and frequent doses of equal parts of blue powder 
and rhubarb, and to forment the eruptic parts with 
a lotion, composed of tincture of benzoin, ten drops, 
water, four ounces, well shaken.” 

Eventually the surviving children of the prolific Vic- 
torian parents developed such complaints as worms, 
when the mother was told how to remove these from 
children: 

“Give three to five grains of calomel in sugar over- 
night, and a dose of castor-oil the next morning. Repeat 
once-a-week until the worms are wholly removed.” 


Worms also troubled adults, and the editor of “Bow 
Bells” quotes from the remarks of a certain Doctor 
Graham on the treatment for this trouble: 


“A great deal has, at different times, been said about 
the efficacy of certain medicines in the cure of worms, 
but, I believe, that there are few cases which will 
resist the proper use of salt, more especially if the 
usual means of strengthening a weakly constitution be 
resorted to, and saccharine substitutes avoided as much 
as possible. Salt is a natural and necessary stimulant 
to the digestive organs; it excites them to a healthy 
and vigorous action, and is particularly obnoxious to 
all kinds of worms, I would, therefore, advise persons 
troubled with these animals to increase their quantity 
of salt at each meal; to lessen that of every kind of

M. G. C. Kitchen, of Kyogle, wrote saying that he suggests a 
packet of Kleenex with every hospital order, and customers 
love the idea.

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sweet food; to avoid partaking much of vegetables; to 
regulate the bowels by the occasional employment of 
a mild pill; and to avail themselves of the usual means 
of strengthening the general habit, by having recourse 
to active exercise daily, early rising, the use of cold 
or tepid bath, etc. These measures are highly advisable 
and useful whatever kind of medicine be employed, and 
this is a point which I wish the reader to bear in 
mind. At the same time a dose of salt and water, for 
example an ounce or two of common salt dissolved in 
nearly half a pint of water, should be taken in the 
morning, fasting, and repeated at the end of three or 
four days. This will generally act as a purgative, and 
will certainly bring away almost every kind of worm. 
This plan is applicable to cases of children as well as 
to those of adults, and, from what I have said before, 
it will be perceived how necessary it is for them to be 
restricted in the use of sweet things, and be taught 
to make a free use of salt at every meal. As a purging 
portion for young children, half an ounce of salt dis- 
solved in a quarter of a pint of water will usually be 
found a sufficient quantity.” 

To assist this form of treatment a formula was given 
for the preparation of “worm lozenges for adults,” for 
which the reader required: 

“Ginger, two ounces; jalap, one drachm; calomel, one 
scruple; white sugar, one ounce; beat well to a mass 
with simple syrup, and divide into twenty lozenges 
or cakes. Each lozenge wiil contain one grain of 
calomel. Dose, from two to four early in the morning.” 

A great deal of information was given concerning 
the treatment of ringworm, and one paragraph on this 
subject stated: 

“This disease consists of circular forms composed of 
vesicular eruptions with inflamed bases, usually occur- 
ring on the forehead, face, neck and arms, and now and 
then extending to other parts of the body, may be 
frequently observed; this, as is well known, constitutes 
the disease called ringworm. If let alone, small scabs 
form, fall off, and are soon replaced by a second series. 
The constitution seldom suffers, except from the ting- 
ling and irritation, which, in young children, may pro- 
duce febrile action. The treatment of this disease is 
very simple. A dose of salts may now and then be 
administered, and the ring rubbed with lunar caustic 
-——two applications will be found sufficient. This treat- 
ment never fails; it gives much less trouble, is more 
agreeable to the patient, and infinitely cleaner than 
the application of ointments and lotions.” 


When the child developed nettle rash the mother soon 
found help was at hand, as the periodicals would be 
kept from year to year, and the receipts were repeated 
every few months. For this trouble she was informed: 


“This is an eruption resembling that produced by the 
stinging of nettles, whence its name. Jt is not contagious, 
though in many instances, it is attended with much 
fever. It is usually a very mild disease, and rarely 
requires any medicine beyond a cooling purgative. If 
the eruption has continued several days, magnesia or 
lime-water should be freely given. A mild diet should 
be adhered to; and if no fever be present, chicken-broth 
and beef-tea may be allowed. To relieve the excessive 
itching, the patient should be liberally dusted with 
violet hair-powder, or flour, and resist as much as pos- 
sible the desire of scratching.” 


Fortunately, for the Victorian child, the receipts were 
not always for ailments, and, no doubt, the youngsters 
were delighted when Mama decided to prepare some 
Ginger-beer powders following out the instructions 
given in an issue published a few weeks before Christ- 
mas: 

“Powdered white sugar, two drachms; powdered 
ginger, five grains; carbonate of soda, twenty-six grains; 
mix, and wrap in blue paper. Tartaric acid, thirty 
grains; wrap in white paper. Dissolve each separately 
in half a glass of spring water; mix, and drink while 
in a state of effervescence.” 


In an age before halitosis became a complaint to 
be featured in the advertisements of toothpaste manu- 
facturers and gargle producers, the Victorian mother 
could easily overcome this problem for the daughter 
whose boy-friends were repelled through this defect. 
Mama would follow the recipe given to prepare 
“Lozenges for Foetid Breath”: 

“Gum catechu, one ounce; white sugar, two ounces; 
orris powder, half-an-ounce Make them into a paste 
with mucilage, and add a drop of neroli. One or two 
may be sucked at pleasure.” 

If the teen-ager of either sex had developed acne 
or pimples, then, he, or she, could prepare the following 
“medicine for eruptions of the skin”: 

“Mix together six drachms of antimonial wine, one 
and a half of laudanum, and one and a half of the 
solution of oxymuriate of mercury. From twenty to 
thirty drops to be taken at night, in any agreeable 
vehicle.” 

The spinster aunt, who was usually to be found in 
every Victorian household, had to overcome her com- 
plexes and inhibitions without the help of a psychologist. 
Fortunately her “vapours” and hysterical outbursts were 
accepted as part of the penalties of having an Old 
Maid about the home. To cope with the hysterics the 
housewife might prepare: 

“Assafoetida, one drachm; peppermint water, one 
ounce and a half; ammoniated tincture of valerian, twc 
drachms; sulphuric ether, two drachms. Mix. A dose 
of this mixture is a tablespoonful every second hour.” 

Auntie’s bottle of “Preston Smelling Salts” would 
need: 

“Slacked lime, half an ounce; carbonate of ammoniac, 
half an ounce; each to be well powdered and mixed. 
Add essence of bergamot, six drops; oil of cloves, two 
drops; essence of musk, twelve drops; otto of roses, 
six drops; strong liquor of ammonia, one drachm.” 

If Auntie could not go to sleep through the anguish 
of her frustrations, then she might be given a dose of 
“Black Drop.” The “receipt” for this preparation in- 
cludes some observations as to its efficaciousness: 

“Take of opium, half a pound, sliced; of good ver- 
juice (juice of the wild crab), three pints; of nutmegs, 
one ounce and a half; of saffron, half an ounce. Boil 
them to a proper thickness; then add, of sugar, quarter 
of a pound; and of yeast, two tablespoonfuls. Set the 
whole in a warm place near the fire, for six or eight 
weeks; then place it in the open air till it becomes a 
syrup; lastly, decant, filter, and bottle it up, adding a 
little sugar to each bottle. It is aomerialn anodyne, 
and antispasmodic, producing the ordinary effects of 
opium, without affecting the head, or confining the 
bowels. The ordinary dose is from twelve to fifteen 
drops.” 

If Auntie or the housewife developed a “bilious or 
sick headache,” she learned from the pages of the 
periodical that: 

“Headache is, in general, a symptom of indigestion, 
or deranged general health, or in consequence of a 
confined state of the bowels. The following alterative 
pill will be found a valuable medicine: Take of calomel, 
ten grains; emetic tartar, two, three, or four grains; 
precipitated sulphuret of antimony, one scruple; guaia- 
cum in powder, one drachm. Rub them well together 
in a mortar for ten minutes, then, with a little con- 
serve of hips, make them into a mass, and divide into 
twenty pills. Dose: One pill to be given every night, 
or every other night, for several nights in succession.” 

Although the properties of some of the ingredients 
included in the various prescriptions already given may 
cause amazement to the modern reader, the change in 
treatments is probably most emphasised by the 
numerous references to the application of leeches, which 
are to be found in the hundred-odd issues which com- 
prise the volumes for eighty years ago. In one number 
almost a third of a column is devoted to the “Applica- 
tion of Leeches,” and contains the following information 
and instructions:

THE WOMEN PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS’ 
ASSOCIATION OF VICTORIA. 


Our last meeting was held at the College on June 3, 
at 8 p.m., when the President, Miss Caird, welcomed 
members, and gave a special welcome to our guests— 
chemists and apprentices whom we had invited to hear 
our guest speaker on “Care of the Diabetic Child.” 


Introducing Dr. Geraldine Amies, Miss Caird men- 
tioned that Dr. Amies is the wife of Professor Amies, 
the Professor of Dentistry at the University of Mel- 
bourne, and as well as being a dentist himself, is one 
of the leading authorities on Diabetics. Dr. Amies 
conducts a clinic at the Royal Children’s Hospital, where 
she cares for diabetic children from babyhood to 14 
years, and another at the Royal Melbourne Hospital, 
where adults are treated. 


Beginning her talk, Dr. Amies said that 30 years ago, 
there was no future for the child who developed 
diabetes, but now the picture is very different. The 
discovery of Insulin, and the constant research being 
carried on in various countries in the world to improve 
and produce new types of Insulin, have made it possible 
for the Diabetic’s life to be changed from one of in- 
validism to that of a normal citizen. 


Dr. Amies said there were 20,000 diabetics in Aus- 
tralia and 250 children in Victoria who were suffering 
from diabetes. At the Royal Children’s Hospital 
mothers were taught to look after the diabetic child— 
weigh all food and assess the amount of food and 
insulin required each day by the child. As soon as 
possible the child was taught to give itself the insulin 
injections—carry out its own urine tests and generally 
accept as normal the rules and regulations that govern 
the diabetic’s daily life. 


Dr. Amies pointed out that diabetics were very prone 
to infections, and additional care had to be taken on 
all matters of hygiene. The diabetic’s feet require much 
more care than a normal person and foot exercises and 
care are taught to the children at an early age and 
become a daily routine. 


Illustrating these points, Dr. Amies showed a most 
interesting colour film taken at the annual Children’s 
Diabetic Camp, which she organised for the R.C.H. and 
which is held at Frankston. There, for two weeks, the 
children have a holiday in ideal surroundings. They 
look after themselves—help with the chores and meals, 
have organised games and both outdoor and indoor 
exercises, and swimming, under the supervision and 
care of trained personnel. This camp was also to give 
the parents a well-earned rest, as br. Amies pointed 
out that the care of a diabetic child was a full time 
job and a rather nervous strain for the mother. We 
were told of a girl who was under her care and is now 
doing her training at the hospital; another who is mar- 
ried and has a baby; and several boys who have now 
grown up and have responsible positions—proving that 
with care, adhering to the rules, and common sense, 
there is nothing to prevent a diabetic from living a 
normal life. 


Dr. Amies then spoke of the various types of Insulin 
—the Regular Insulins, which were favourable for use 
in the emergencies of diabetics, but were only active 
from 8-10 hours; the P. Insulins, which were active up to 
24 hours; the Globin Insulins; the N.H.P., known as 
Isofone; and the new Lente Insulins used widely in 
Denmark, which is the foremost place in the world for 
Diabetic work, and to a lesser degree in Australia. 
The Lente Insulins give a prompt and sustained action 


and only one injection a day is required for control, 
which is a great advantage to the diabetic. 

Dr. Amies spoke of the need for Diabetic restaurants 
in the cities, which would cater for the needs of the 
diabetic and so make life so much easier and more 
pleasant for the workers. That was one of the aims 
of the Diabetic Association of Australia. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to the guest speaker, 
Miss Brenda Oldham, who is in charge of the Dispen- 
sary at the Royal Children’s Hospital, said she could 
speak with authority on the wonderful work Dr. Amies 
was doing—so many of the mothers had spoken to her 
of Dr. Amies’ kindness and the children,all adored her. 
We were indeed grateful to Dr..Amies for the most 
interesting and informative talk. 

The evening concluded with supper served by the 
committee in the museum.

HER OWN PHYSICIAN

“Leeches are seldom properly applied or managed. 
The part to which they are intended to be applied 
should be washed with a little soap and warm water, 
and then with simple cold water, and lastly, well dried. 
If the part be hot and inflamed, the leeches should 
be put for a few minutes into tepid water; and this 
should be done, also, when they are to be applied in 
the mouth, or to any part of the body warmer than 
the general surface; but, at all times, before they are 
applied they should be dried between the folds of a 
clean, soft towel. The easiest and best mode of applying 
them is, first, to place the number to be used in a 
hollow, made with the points of the fingers in a towel 
folded like a napkin; then so to turn the towel and the 
leeches upon the part where it is intended they should 
fix, that the towel should cover them. The hand must 
be kept over the towel, to prevent their escape, until 
they all bite, which usually happens in a few minutes; 
then the towel can be removed. By this method, twenty 
or thirty leeches can be applied more rapidly, and with 
less trouble, than two, when each toe 9 is separately 


applied. If this plan, however, cannot be pursued, owing 


to the nature of the part to which they are to be 
applied, then the simplest method is to scratch the 
skin with the point of a needle, and to ai ply the leech 
to the spot moistened with the blood. en they are 
to be applied within the mouth or any external cavity, 
eaeh leech-should be put into a uill with its 
head towards the open end, which should be applied 
to the aaah and retained upon it until the leech is 
fixed, when the quill may be gently withdrawn. Leeches 
should never be forcibly detached, as their teeth are 
apt to separate, and, being left in the wound, to cause 
an erysipelatous inflammation on the part. They should, 
therefore, be permitted to drop spontaneously. 
bread-and-water poultice, not too hot, should then be 
laid over the bites, to encourage the bleeding. The 
invalid should be kept warm in bed, when it is necessary 
to abstract a large amount of blood. It should be 
generally understood that leeches will not bite, and are 
apt to fall off after they are fixed, if any peculiar odour 
be diffused through the air of the room; as, for instance, 
that of the vapour of hot vinegar; or the smoke from 
burning brown paper; or that from lighting a candle 
with a sulphur match; or from blowing out a candle; 
or tobacco smoke; neither will they bite if the person 
has .been taking sulphur externally.” 


One “receipt” for treating bruises instructs the reader 
to: 

“Rub them with a little opodeldoc or soap liniment; 
or, if the inflammation be considerable, wash them 
with a little weak goulard water; or apply leeches to 
the part.” 

Leeches are also mentioned on another occasion when 
the following three suggestions were made for the first 
aid treatment of bruises: 


“1. In slight bruises, and those that are not likely to 
be followed by inflammation nothing more is usually 
required than to bathe the part with spirit, as eau-de- 
Cologne, brandy, etc., mixed with an equal proportion 
of vinegar and water. 2. In more severe cases, and 
where the accident is near an important part, as the 
eye or any of the joints, it becomes a desirable object 
to prevent the approach of inflammation. For this pur- 
pose, leeches must be employed, repeating them accord- 
ing to the circumstances. If considerable fever be pre- 
sent, bleeding from the arm, purgatives, and low diet, 
may becoine necessary. 3. In the last stage of a bruise, 
where there is merely want of tone in the parts, and 
swelling from the effused blood, etc., friction should be 
employed, either simply or with any common liniment. 
Wearing a bandage, pumping cold water on the part 
succeeded by warm friction, a saturated solution of 
common salt in water, have each been found successful. 
The roots of briony and Solomon’s seal, bruised and 
applied as a poultice, are useful in hastening the dis- 
appearance of the discolouration caused by bruises.”

MATTERS OF LIFE AND DEATH

DANGEROUS DRUGS REGULATIONS 


PROSECUTIONS IN VICTORIA. 


Two chemists were fined in the Kerang (Vic.) Court 
of Petty Sessions on June 11. 

Mr. C. P. Lang, of Victoria street, Kerang, was fined 
£20, with £3/5/6 costs, on each of five counts. 

He was charged with: 

Failing to store dangerous drugs apart from other 

oods; : 
: Supplying a dangerous drug, to wit, morphine and 
atropine, otherwise than in pursuance of a prescription, 
contrary to the Dangerous Drugs Regulations; 

Dispensing dangerous drugs upon prescriptions which 
did not comply with the said Regulations in that they 
did not specify the address of the person authorised to 
give such prescriptions; 

Failing to record all transactions in connection with 
dangerous drugs, contrary to regulations; 

Failing to keep a record in the dangerous drug regis- 
ter which clearly indicated the balance of each form 
of each dangerous drug which he then held in stock. 


Sgt. J. E. Delaney, of the C.L.B., said in evidence there 
had been no indication of trafficking of drugs. 

Mr. E. W. Waters, also of Victoria street, was charged 
on four counts and fined £20, with £3/5/6 costs, in each 
case. 

He was charged with: 

Dispensing dangerous drugs upon a_ prescription 
which did not specify the address of the person for 
whom the prescription was given and was not signed 
with the usual signature of the person authorised to 
give them; 

Being a person who dispensed prescriptions for dan- 
gerous drugs, did not stamp, mark or inscribe in writing 
on such prescriptions the date on which the same were 
dispensed, contrary to Dangerous Drugs Regulations; 

Dispensing dangerous drugs upon prescriptions which 
did not comply with the Dangerous Drugs Regulations 
in that they did not specify the address of the person 
authorised to give such prescriptions; 

Failing to store dangerous drugs apart from other 
goods. 


As in the previous case, there was no suggestion of 
drugs being supplied for anything other than medicinal 
purposes. 

Mr. V. G. Braham, instructed by Mr. J. M. McKee, 
read to the court correspondence between Mr. Waters 
and the Pharmacy Board requesting that a man be sent 
to Kerang to instruct him in the handling of dangerous 
drugs. The Board replied that they were unable to 
send a man, as the person who had previously done 
this work was no longer available. 

Summing up, Mr. J. W. Marwick, S.M., said the evi- 
dence disclosed a sort of carelessness and don’t care 
attitude. When that state of affairs arose, it was quite 
possible for abuse to follow, and lent itself to more 
serious matters. 

Although the maximum penalty for such offences was 
£250 or imprisonment for not more than 12 months, or 
both, he would record a nominal sum only in each case. 

In view of the fact that the prosecution was not pre- 
pared to withdraw any of the charges, a fine of £20, 
with £3/5/6 costs, was recorded against each defendant 
for each charge. 

In each case, Mr. Marwick asked witnesses for the 
prosecution if they were satisfied where dangerous 
drugs had been dispensed without a prescription that 
the drugs had been used for medicinal purposes only. 
Confirmation that such was the case in turn influenced 
him in determining the penalty. 


DRUG FRAUD TRIAL: ACQUITTAL ORDER 


Mr. Justice Smith directed a Criminal Court jury 
at Melbourne on June 17 to acquit a Warragul chemist 
and his assistant of charges involving obtaining money 
from the Commonwealth by fraud. 

Eric Harmon Baker, 36, chemist, of Smith street, 
Warragul, had pleaded not guilty to a charge of having, 
with intent to defraud, obtained money from the Com- 
monwealth by falsely pretending that he had dispensed 
certain benefits for May, 1952, to the value of 
£1609/11/4. 

John Michael Mongan, 26, chemist, of Commercial 
road, Korumburra, an employee of Baker, pleaded not 
guilty to having been knowingly concerned in the 
offence. 

The direction to — came on the eighth day of 
the trial after Mr. R. V. Monahan, Q.C. (for Baker) had 
submitted that the Crown had no case. 

Mr. Justice Smith said the Crown was not able to 
show what goods Baker had supplied to West Gippsland 
Hospital in May, 1952. 

One side of the Crown’s case, his Honour said, was 
that Baker had repeatedly and systematically filed ex- 
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cessive claims in respect of drugs supplied under the 
terms of pharmaceutical benefits. 

The Crown had alleged that in a 13-month period 

Baker’s returns had shown him as supplying 8000 mil- 
lion units of penicillin to the hospital when only 4000 
million units had been ordered from warehouses. 
_ After a review of the evidence his Honour said: “It 
it my view that there is no evidence in the Crown case 
upon which, in law, you could properly convict Baker, 
and as the Crown admits that Mongan was only charged 
with having been knowingly concerned in Baker’s 
alleged offence, then he must be acquitted, too.” 

Both accused were found not guilty and discharged. 

Dr. S. H. Z. Woinarski appeared for the Crown, Mr. 
R. V. Monohan, Q.C., with Mr. J. P. Bourke (by M. 
Davine) for Baker, and Mr. W. A. Fazio (by Boothby 
and Boothby) for Mongan. 


SUPPLY OF DANGEROUS DRUGS ON FORGED 
PRESCRIPTIONS 


CHEMIST FINED. 


In the Camberwell (Vic.) Court on June 7, Muriel 
Agnes Paxton, of Burke road, North Balwyn, chemist, 
was fined £49 and ordered to pay £22/18/6 costs for 
seven breaches of the Dangerous Drugs Act. 

She pleaded guilty to a charge of having failed to 
record all transactions in the Dangerous Drugs Register 
between June 6 and June 10 last year. 

She also pleaded guilty to six counts of having sup- 
plied morphine sulphate hypodermic tablets, otherwise 
than in accordance with the Dangerous Drugs regula- 
tions, between May 27 and June 10 last year. 

Det. Sgt. J. E. DeLany, formerly of the C.I1.B. Drug 


Bureau, said that on July 17 last year he showed Miss 
Paxton a letter she had written to the Pharmacy Board. 

It listed drugs she had supplied to a medical orderly 
at the R.A.A.F. Signals Station, Frognall, Mont Albert 


road, Canterbury. 

DeLany told her there were not enough prescription 
forms to account for the drugs shown in her letter. 

She replied that she thought they were all right, “be- 
ing for the Air Force.” 

She had been astounded when she learned from the 
R.A.A.F. police that the orderly had forged the pre- 
scriptions. 

DeLany said the orderly had received 100 grains of 
morphine sulphate from Miss Paxton, 

Miss Paxton told the court she had been a qualified 
pharmaceutical chemist for 20 years. She began supply- 
ing, a on prescription to the R.A.A.F. at Frognall, 
in : 

Sometimes the prescriptions, which were all written 
on the official R.A.A.F. form, were collected by the 
medical orderly or by R.A.A.F. drivers. 

The prescriptions bore some initial where the medical 
officer was supposed to have signed his name. 

The orderly told her he had a patient suffering from 
cancer and another from a skin disease. She thought 
this could require morphia. 

After he had been getting drugs some time, she dis- 
covered he was only a medical orderly. 

She then told him all prescriptions for dangerous 
drugs would have to be signed by the medical officer, 
but she never thought of making any further inquiries. 

Convicting Miss Paxton, Mr. Downey said: “There is 
no doubt she was imposed on by documents purporting 
to be signed by the medical officer. 

“The legislature, however, provides regulations which 
people in her business must obey and preserve, to pro- 
tect the community.” 

Mr. I. Greenwood prosecuted for the Pharmacy Board.

GREAT BRITAIN 
London, June 10, 1954. 


New Pharmacy Bill. 

The most important event of the past month has been 
the publication of a Pharmacy Bill introduced by the 
Government and designed to consolidate enactments 
relating to pharmacy. The Bill brings together pro- 
visions scattered through eight earlier Acts passed 
during the last 100 years, and introduces a few minor 
amendments. The most important of these is the pro- 
posed abolition of the three months delay in the taking 
effect of directions given by the Statutory Committee 
of its own motion for the restoration of names to the 
Register of Pharmaceutical Chemists. The Bill is not 


concerned with the enactments relating to the control 
of poisons, as consolidation took place in the 1933 Act. 


Society’s Annual Meeting. 


The Society’s annual meeting was held in mid-May, 
and was possibly the shortest within living memory, 
as the annual report was passed without any comment 
from the audience, although fully 300 members were 
present. The President, Mr. T. Heseltine, in bringing 
the report up to date, referred to the success of the 
recent vacation course for pharmacy teachers. For the 
first time, he said, teachers had been able to meet 
together for several days, and nearly every school, 
whether university or technical college, had been re- 
presented. Apart from the formal work, the opportunity 
for informal contacts had been greatly appreciated. 

For the Council election there were 18 candidates 
for seven seats. Two former members had decided to 
retire, so that there was bound to be a change of 
personnel. In addition, however, past-President F. C. 
Wilson finished eighth, so that there are now three new 
councillors. One of these, retailer J. C. Bloomfield, 
topped the poll with 4254 votes from the 9660 valid 
voting papers returned. Only this number voted out of a 
possible 26,323. The other new members are Mr. W. 
Cooper, a retired lecturer on pharmacy, and Mr. H. S. 
Grainer, who is pharmacist to the Westminster Hospital. 


Welcome to Mr. Ivan Thompson. 

At the annual meeting, the President specially wel- 
comed Mr. Ivan Thompson, President of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Victoria. On the following morning, 
at the branch representatives’ meeting, President Hesel- 
tine said that Mr. Thontpson was a man who was 
interested in every pharmaceutical activity in Aus- 
tralia. It would be their wish to extend to Mr. 
Thompson a very hearty welcome, and their hope that 
he would learn something from their deliberations. 
Mr. Thompson in reply said that the President was 
quite right in describing Victoria as “somewhere in 
Australia” (laughter), and although he was happy to 
be a Victorian, he was also very happy to be an Aus- 
tralian, because there they tried to think federally, 
with one Australian mind and one Australian voice. 
He hoped during his visit to watch British pharma- 
ceutical activities closely, because in Australia—‘such 


had much to learn and 


a very young country”—they a 


observe from “your age-old experiences and practices. 
On behalf also of his wife, who, he was happy to say, 
was a pharmacist and past President of the women’s 
organisation, he thanked them most sincerely for their 
welcome. They had been overwhelmed with hospitality 
in this great country. 


Branch Representatives’ Meeting. 

At the Branch Representatives’ Meeting, attended by 
a record number of approximately 250 members, 26 
resolutions in all were debated. Of these, no less than 
eight were concerned with education. The meeting 
seemed strongly in favour of those expressing the need 
for a pharmacist to have a minimum of two years’ 
practical training before he came on the Register, 
whether he had passed his final examination or not. 
The present regulations allow those with one year’s 
experience after previously passing the qualifying 
examination to be registered. Great sympathy was 
shown towards a resolution calling for higher salaries 
for pharmacists in hospitals. The salary gap between 
hospitals and retail has tended to widen since the 
Health Service came into being. It is not uncommon 
for salaries of £1000 to be paid to retail managers, 
whereas only a few chief pharmacists in ‘%eaching 
hospitals can hope to reach this figure. 

The other matter which attracted most comment 
was the motion calling for action against those who 
keep their shops open after normal hours. Views were 
expressed from members practising in industrial, rural, 
suburban and seaside districts. Finally it was agreed 
that the meeting was of the opinion that “to keep open 
a pharmacy in excess of normal hours is unethical 
conduct.” A year ago when the Statement on Matters 
of Professional Conduct was revised a proposal to 
control hours of business was thrown out, but since 
then there has been a growing tendency towards ex- 
tension of hours. Many people thought a return to 
the “bad old days” was imminent. Implementation will 
be difficult, and some think it impossible. 


Franco-British Congress. 


On May 27 and succeeding days the fourth Franco- 
British Pharmaceutical Conference was held in Dinard, 
on the Brittany coast. Mr. D. W. Hudson, member of 
Council, who took the chair at the second part of the 
main meeting, said that the efforts to establish a 
research scholarship for a French graduate tenable in 
Britain and for a British graduate tenabie in France 
had been crowned with success. Although the news 
had only been made public recently, a number of appli- 
cants of a high standard of attainment had already 
put forward their names. He was satisfied that the 
award in Britain would be made to a research student 
whose final work would prove a credit to both sides. 


Veterinary Pharmacy in Britain. 

Mr. F. W. Adams, Secretary and Registrar of the 
Society, then gave an address on veterinary pharmacy 
in Great Britain. His talk, as quoted in “The Phar- 
maceutical Journal,” began by reaffirming that the 
difference in practice of pharmacy between Britain 
and France derived from the fact that for centuries 
British opinion had been against limitation in the way 
in which people should earn their living. 

The fact that in veterinary pharmacy there was 
practically no control was a reflection of the traditional 
state of affairs. It was only in recent years that special 
attention had been directed to this branch of pharma 
and, indeed, the term “veterinary pharmacy” had on y 
recently come into use. It was therefore not possible 
to point to an aspect or structure of pharmacy which 
had a particular significance in regard to the treatment 
of animals. 

It was desirable first to examine broadly the position 
of veterinary medicine and pharmacy. Although the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons was established 
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by Charter in 1844, there was no regulation of vete- 
rinary medicine or surgery until 1881. In that year 
an Act of Parliament was passed which established a 
register of veterinary surgeons, and unqualified persons 
were not allowed to use certain titles or descriptions. 
Moreover, admission to the register was in future to 
be by way of membership of the Royal College. This 
method of regulating a calling seemed to appeal to 
the British mind. If it were felt necessary to introduce 
restrictive legislation, the first step would be to limit 
the titles which practitioners could use, thus putting 
the onus upon members of the public to decide whether 
they wished to employ qualified or unqualified 
persons. The same thing had happened in pharmacy 
through the limitation of titles imposed by the 1852 Act. 


Although the 1881 Act was a step in .the right 
direction, it did not prevent unqualified persons from 
practising. The decline during last century in agri- 
cultural prosperity was unfavourable to the develop- 
ment of the veterinary profession; so was the lack of 
public and official interest in the promotion of animal 
husbandry, and the inadequate appreciation of the value 
of the services of qualified veterinarians. In recent 
years there has been a growing realisation of the need 
for a national policy of developing food production, 
and Government measures had been introduced to bring 
agriculture and animal husbandry up to date. One 
effect had been the passing of the Veterinary Surgeons 
Act 1948, which made veterinary practice a “closed” 
profession, and only registered persons could now 
engage in it. 

It would be no surprise to those who were familiar 
with the limited legal restrictions on the supply of 
medicines for human use to learn that there was even 
less control over veterinary medicines. No qualification 
was required to prepare veterinary medicines or in 
general to supply them, except in the case of narcotic 
drugs and antibiotics. There was. no legal control 
over the standard of quality, other than for biological 
products to a limited extent, or over the advertising 
of veterinary medicines. Nor, as in the case of human 
medicine, was the manufacturer required to disclose 
the composition of a medicine. Veterinarians had tra- 
ditionally supplied the medicine needed by the animal 
they treated, but some did give prescriptions. The 
Pharmaceutical Society had issued a list of substances 
which it requested that pharmacists should only supply 
on the prescription of a veterinary surgeon, and on 
January 1 of this year the Government brought into 
operation regulations which controlled the manufacture 
and supply of biological products. 


In recent years there had been closer relations 
between the Society and the representative organisa- 
tions of the veterinary profession. One result of this 
had been the preparation by the Society of the British 
Veterinary Codex. This book, said Mr. Adams, had 
been received with approbation by all those interested 
in promoting advances in veterinary medicine and 
pharmacy. It was to be hoped that purchasers of 
veterinary drugs would see that they conformed to the 
standards of the British Veterinary Codex. It was also 
to be hoped that the collaboration between both sides 
of the veterinary profession would continue to bear 
fruit in other directions. Summing up, Mr. Adams said 
it was desirable that the special problems of veterinary 
pharmacy be studied closely by the pharmaceutical 
organisations, and this was now being done. There 
was a close relationship between the supply of agri- 
cultural and horticultural requisites and veterinary 
medicines. P 

Television and Medicines. 


Public opinion in Britain has been sharply divided 
on the merits or otherwise of sponsored television as 
an alternative to the programmes put out by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. A Television Bill has been 
before Parliament, and one amendment, which was ulti- 
mately withdrawn, asked that no advertisement should

be permitted of any article consisting of or comprising 
a substance recommended as a medicine. Dr. Summer- 
skill pointed out the need to protect a small section 
of the community from the glib patter of the salesmen 
who represented the drug firms, the people who were 
chronically sick or disabled, and were tied to the house. 
She asked that if doctors were being deceived by the 
glib patter of commercial travellers sent out by drug 
firms so that they had to be warned and educated by 
the Minister of Health, should not the sick and sus- 
ceptible viewers be protected from the same kind of 
high-powered salesmanship? 

Mr. Blenkinsop said that he did not think it would 
be against the law as it stood for an imitation doctor, 
or someone dressed as a nurse, to advertise and hand 
up over the television screen products of one kind and 
another, whether inhalants on which the Minister was 
trying to reduce the price of proprietary brands of 
aspirin, and so on, and then to “ask your doctor to 
prescribe this.” 

In reply, Mr. Gammans, the Assistant Postmaster- 
General, said that all were agreed with the spirit behind 
the amendments, that of preventing the natural hopes 
and fears connected with illness being exploited in a 
bad sense for commercial gain. The Postmaster-General 
had already consulted the British Medical Association 
about this very important matter, and the Association 
had volunteered to nominate representatives to sit on 
the Committee on Advertising. They would advise not 
only on the products which were to be advertised, but 
also on the misrepresentations which might take place 
by someone pretending to be a doctor, a nurse, or saying 
he was a herbalist. This would give the medical pro- 
fession every opportunity to express their views on this 
matter. 

Debate on Health Service. 


More stringent measures against the cost of pro- 
prietaries were foreshadowed during a debate in the 
House of Commons on the National Health Service. 
The Minister of Health, Mr. I. Macleod, said that pre- 
scriptions are now running at about 213 million in 
England and Wales compared with the peak 225 million. 
The cost had fallen to 473d. from 49d., and the 
Exchequer was still paying out £40 million a year. Cost 
investigations were being made on the pharmaceutical 
side. There had been two main lines, first into basic 
drugs and secondly into proprietaries. In the basic 
drugs four groups had been selected for investigation: 
the antibiotics, which were responsible for 20 per cent. 
of the drugs and dressings_bill; vitamins, which repre- 
sented 5 per cent.; hormones, which represented 2 per 
cent.; insulin, which represented a similar figure. 

They had had a number of reports. It had to be a 
long and complicated affairs of negotiation and inves- 
tigation, but, as far as the basic drugs were concerned, 
it was perhaps worth observing that the prices of 
penicillin and hormones had been reduced by the manu- 
facturers themselves. He did not suggest that this was 
as a result of investigation, although it might well be 
linked to it. The cut in hormones was as much as 10 
per cent., which saved the Exchequer £50,000 out of 
the £500,000 ingredient cost, plus another quarter of 
that, £12,500, which would have to be paid as an en-cost 
contribution. 

He wanted to make clear, Mr. Macleod continued, 
what he had said over a year ago, but which had been 
rather obscured in some of the reports, namely, that 
in the field of the basic drugs he was very conscious 
of the dangers of interfering with valuable research, 
of the importance of the export trade, and even of the 
possibility that damage might be done to the structure 
of the industry itself. He was sure there was no 
question that in this field there were risks taken by 
manufacturers which were probably different from the 
corresponding position in other fields. 

On the proprietaries side, 91 out of 6000 preparations 
were being investigated. These 91 accounted for no less

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than 30 per cent. of the total cost of proprietaries and 
18 per cent. of the whole drug bill. 


For each preparation the profit margin and the costs 
of production and sale were being examined. In one 
important group the investigations were now complete. 
They had not been able to reach agreement with the 
manufacturers on what was considered a reasonable 
level of profit, and they proposed shortly to advise the 
doctors that satisfactory price arrangements had not 
been made, and to ask them not to prescribe these 
preparations. He was certain that in this they would 
have the full co-operation of the doctors and of the 
House as well, 


Sir Hugh Linstead congratulated the Minister on his 
awareness of the danger in interfering with the research 
work which came from the pharmaceutical industry. 
It was worth remembering that the medical schools 
and university departments and the pharmaceutical 
industry were practically the only two sources of 
medical research in the country, and the former group 
was mainly interested in research as an academic 
subject. Development from the laboratory to the pro- 
duction stage was largely a matter for the industry 
itself. The only time when the industry had come 
before the Monopolies Commission was in the case of 
insulin, and then the industry came triumphantly out 
of a very detailed inquiry.

Ipecacuanha is almost unobtainable on the spot, and 
shippers ask 65s. per lb. for the Nicaraguan variety: 
Colombian is 10s. below this figure. 

New crop buchu leaves are already very scarce and 
the value has gone up to 3s. per lb., with a few bales 
of old crop quoted at 2s. 6d. 

Gentian also is firmer at 107s. 6d. per cwt. and 100s., 

Valerian, however, can now be bought at 180s. per 
cewt. 

Chinese star anise is fractionally easier at 2s. 3d. 
per Ib. 

The first quotation for this year’s U.S. cascara bark 
was 240s. per cwt., but prices have already been 
advanced by fully 20s. per cwt., as peelers are asking 
higher rates. 

Senega is expected to be available at around 15s. 6d.

HONOUR FOR DR. METCALFE. 


Dr. Arthur John Metcalfe, M.B., Ch.M., D.Ph., Direc- 
tor General of Medical Services, Department of Health, 
Canberra, has been appointed a Commander of the 
Civil Division of the Most Excellent Order of the British 
Empire. Notice of the award appeared in the Common 
wealth Government Gazette dated June 24, 1954. 


N.H.S.—_DOCTORS REPRIMANDED. 


The Commonwealth Gazette for June 24, 1954, con- 
tains notification of the reprimand of three medical 
practitioners by the Commonwealth Minister for Health. 
The medical practitioners referred to are Cyril Edward 
Powell, of Caboolture, Queensland; Maksymiljan 
Brenner, 465 Oxford St., Paddington; and Reginald 
Murray Denstone, 175 Macquarie St., Sydney. 

The respective announcements are to the effect that 
following investigation and report by the Medical Ser- 
vices Committee of Inquiry for the State concerned, 
established under Section 110 of the National Health 
Act, concerning the conduct of the medical practitioner 
in relation to his provision of medical services for pen- 
sioners, he had been reprimanded. 


POLIOMYELITIS VACCINE. 


In reply to a question asked in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on April 9, the Minister of Health, Sir Earle 
Page, stated that medical research in Australia on the 
subject of poliomyelitis vaccine had been delegated to 
the National Health and Medical Research Council, 
funds for which had been trebled since the present 
Government assumed office in 1949. That body had 
conducted certain virus experiments which were closely 
related to the finding of a poliomyelitis vaccine. The 
place in which the best work could be done was U.S.A. 
Approximately 8 months ago Australia sent one of its 
most distinguished men abroad. He had been: working 
at the University of Pittsburgh and had been closely 
associated with the latest developments in relation to 
Poliomyelitis vaccine. The vaccine was being tested 
on approximately one million people in the United 
States and from those tests they would be able to obtain 
sufficient data to ascertain whether the vaccine was 
satisfactory. 


MEDICAL SERVICES—HOSPITAL AND MEDICAL 
BENEFIT ASSOCIATIONS. 


Mr. Morgan, M.H.R., asked the Minister for Health 
in the House of Representatives on April 9 if it was a 
fact that in the preparation of the National Health 
Bill 1953 the Minister rejected 94 operations and ser- 
vices recommended for inclusion in the list of benefits 
by the British Medical Association. If not, he asked 
how did the Minister explain the gap in the Schedule 
to the Act between items 607 and 701. 

In reply, Sir Earle Page said that if the honourable 
member would read the items in the Schedule 
thoroughly, he would discover that the cover was the 
most complete provided by any country. 

Mr. Fuller, M.H.R., then asked the Minister if it was 
a fact that the Medical Benefits Organisations refused 
to accept as members persons over 70 years of age. 

Sir Earle Page replied that when the Health Insur- 
ance Scheme was started there was an age limit, but 
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and State News 


he now knew that nearly all organisations concerned 
have removed the age bar. 


SOCIAL SERVICES—VALUE TO PENSIONERS. 


In the House of Representatives on April 13, 1954, the 
Minister for Social Services, Mr. Athol Townley, Ph.c., 
told Mr. Drury, M.H.R., in reply to a question, that he 
could not give an estimate of the value per week of 
social services to each age and invalid pensioner. 

Mr. Townley said the last figures he saw indicated 
that the value of the Pensioner Medical Service was 
between 5/- and 8/- per week, but its real value could 
not be assessed in money. The value of the Pensioner 
Medical Service, said Mr. Holt, was the fact that it 
gave security to old people who knew that sooner or 
later they would be sick. 


APPRENTICES. 


On April 14, 1954, in the House of Representatives, 
Canberra, Mr. Holt laid on the table a report of the 
Committee of Inquiry on Apprenticeship. 

He said the Committee had been appointed by him 
pursuant to a decision of a Conference of Common- 
wealth and State Ministers in September, 1950. The 
Chairman of the Committee was Mr. Justice Wright, 
and the members comprised four persons drawn from 
State apprentice technical authorities, two represented 
the Employers’ Association, and two the trade unions. 


The report was very comprehensive. It contained 
recommendations which were the concern principally 
of the States and copies of the document had been 
transmitted to the Premiers. Some matters dealt with 
affected the Commonwealth solely or the Common- 
wealth and the States jointly. The Commonwealth 
proposed to examine those sections of the report which 
related solely to the Commonwealth’s interests. 


WRIT AGAINST GOVT. ON HEALTH SCHEME. 


It is reported that Hospital Insurance Pty. Ltd., in 
corporated in Canberra, recently took out a High Court 
writ for an injunction to restrain the Commonwealth 
authorities from cancelling its registration under the 
hospital benefits scheme. 

The company also sought a declaration that certain 
provisions in the regulations under which the Director- 
General of Health threatened deregistration were 
invalid. 

The company stated that the Director-General had 
intimated that the company must within 30 days cease 
to conduct its hospital benefits business through the 
Blue Cross Health and Insurance Society Ltd. In addi- 
tion, he had warned the company against conducting 
business through any unregistered organisation. 

A further provision was that the company should 
cease to employ Allan Stanley & Co. Pty. Ltd. as its 
agents in business done under the Act. 

Hospital Insurance Pty. Ltd. stated that it was in- 
corporated in ‘the Australian Capital Territory with 
the object of carrying on hospital insurance business. 

Another object was to take over and expand the 
hospital insurance business of the Blue Cross Health 
and Insurance Society Ltd. 

Allen Stanley & Co. Pty. Ltd. was a company 
incorporated in Victoria which acted as its agents in 
the States for the enrolment of contributors and collec- 
tion of money for company funds. 

On April 1, 1952, the company stated, all members 
of the Blue Cross Health and Insurance Society Ltd 
were enrolled as contributors to the funds of the 
company.

Chairman.—In the absence of Mr Pearce, from whom 
an apology was received, Mr. E. H. Shield was elected 
to the chair. 


Pharmaceutical Register.— Margaret Joan Edgerton 
(ex Victoria) was registered. 

Malcolm Pritchard, Diploma of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Western Australia, was received and regis- 
tration confirmed.

A letter was received from Mr. F. H. Cartledge, draw- 
ing attention to the necessity for a control on the 
wholesale side of sale of poisons, as a self-styled vet 
was selling Aureomycin and Antibiotics and other medi- 
cines. Members agreed that, as there was no control. 
the matter could only be recorded. 


Veterinary Products.—A further letter was received 
from the Chief Veterinary Officer enclosing an opinion 
from the Crown Solicitor to the effect that the Stock 
Medicines Act is designed to prevent the sale of pro- 
ducts which are considered to fall short of accepted 
standards, and cannot cover the control of veterinary 
products. He also considered that effective control could 
be exercised under the Poisons Act. 

After further consideration of this matter it was de- 
cided that the Poisons Sub-Committee be asked to give 
consideration to such control and that the Chief Veter- 
inary Officer be asked to co-operate in supplying a list 
of products which should be exempted from control. 

Notes for Approved Chemists.—Advice was received 
from the Pharmacy Board of Victoria that objection 
had been lodged to the use of the words “restricted 
drugs” in the notes for approved chemists, and also to 
the application of the Weights and Measures section in 
these notes. Members of the Board concurred with these 
views, and expressed appreciation for the Victorian 
Board having taken the matter up.

Mr. Landa Thanks Eastern Suburbs Association. 

The Minister for Labour and Industry, Mr. A. Landa, 
who is the local Member for Bondi, has thanked the 
Eastern Suburbs Chemists’ Association (says “Bondi 
Daily,” 22/5/54) for their co-operative approach in 
supplying after-hour service for urgent prescriptions. 

The Association, Mr. Landa said, has supplied each 
police station and each medical practitioner in the 
Eastern Suburbs with a list of the chemists available 
for this important service after normal trading hours. 

Each chemist will display in his window the necessary 
ee for obtaining service after the usual closing 

our. 

The public will also be informed how to contact a 
chemist for urgent after-hour service through the local 
press. 

Mr. Landa said that well organised plans of this 
nature made it possible for the public to have urgent 
prescriptions dispensed without unduly upsetting the 
normal trading hours, which adequately catered for the 
bulk of the customers’ needs. 
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HEROIN TO BE BANNED IN N.S.W. 


State Cabinet decided on June 22 to ban the sale, 
use, and possession of the drug heroin. 

The ban will take effect from a date to be proclaimed. 

Announcing this decision, the Premier, Mr. Cahill, 

said the Prime Minister, Mr. Menzies, had informed 
him in May last year that the Federal Government had 
banned the importation of heroin. 

This action followed a United Nations recommen- 
dation. 

[The World Health Organisation decided last year that 
member States should abolish the importation and pro- 
duction of heroin.] 

Mr. Cahill said that Mr. Menzies had suggested that 
each State Government should ban the use and posses- 
sion of heroin when existing stocks were almost ex- 
hausted. 

“A draft bill has been prepared which will enable 
action to be taken as desired by the Prime Minister,” 
Mr. Cahill said. 

An additional provision has been incorporated which 
vill enable the Government to take action by proclama- 
tion in respect of any other drug should similar action 
be necessary in future.” 


CHILD’S DEATH DUE TO GROSS DOSE OF SODIUM 
BICARBONATE. 


The Coroner at Griffith (Mr. H. G. Marsh) said 
recently that baby Douglas Smith (2 years) died at 
Griffith Hospital on January 1 from cardiac failure 
caused by shock following irritation in the stomach and 
intestines, due to administration of an excess quantity 
of sodium bicarbonate as an emetic. (The boy had been 
taken to hospital after eating tablets he found in a 
handbag.) 

The Government Analyst reported no trace of poison 
in the boy’s organs but found two ounces of Sodii Bic. 
in the intestines. 

A nursing sister is reported to have said she always 
understood sodium bicarbonate could be taken in un- 
limited quantities. 

The Coroner said the child should not have received 
such a gross dosage of sodium bicarb and there seems 
to have been a regrettable lack of care as to the quan- 
tity that should be given. 

The Coroner said that during the hearing, which 
lasted 12 days, Dr. R. V. McFadzean and Det. E. R. 
Willoughby had experimented on themselves with 
sodium bicarb in an effort to shed light on the death 
of the boy. 

Both had reported burning pains in the stomach, 
diarrhoea and nausea during the experiment. Wil- 
loughby had become alarmed at McFadzean’s condition. 

“I estimate that the quantity of sodium bicarb in- 
gested by this child was more than four times greater 
than that taken by McFadzean and Willoughby and 
which had such sickening effects on them,” the Coroner 
added. 

(The dosage of sodium bicarb, according to the B.P. 
is, of course, 15 to 60 gr.)

N.S.W. These gentlemen will have something to say 
to you presently.” 

Mr. Hall told apprentices that as far as tuition went 
they were starting their career that morning. Students 
would find they were not hounded to study; their rate 
of progress was entirely up to themselves. 

“You can do what you please,” said Mr. Hall, “come 
when you like and go when you like. Supervision is not 
like a high school. Your progress is entirely up to you.” 

Mr. Hall said he hoped the lectures would be of 
benefit to the students and that they would apply 
what they learnt in the pharmacy. The percentage of 
successful examinees was not high. The examiners had 
been chosen because they were experienced in their 
particular fields. They knew when an examinee had 
reached a standard at which he could be trusted as a 
registered pharmacist. 

“Take to heart these few words of wisdom,” said 
Mr. Hall, “and when you go out people will respect 
you. Never do anything to bring disgrace to those 
letters Ph.C. after your name.” 

Mr. Hall then introduced Mr. Townley. 

Mr. Townley said the Pharmacy Board was purely a 
Government body. All Board members except the F.S. 
representative were elected by the pharmacists. The 
Board was there to protect the public. It administered 
the Pharmacy Act and the Poisons Act—the Pharmac 
Act outright, and the Poisons Act in conjunction with 
the police, who had certain powers under that Act. The 
Board did not administer the D.D. Act. 

Mr. Townley concluded by saying that in their third 
year, apprentices would receive a long discourse on the 
Acts of Parliament which affected the pharmacist. They 
would also learn the practical application of the law in 
the pharmacy. 

Mr. Hall then introduced Mr. Leslie W. Smith, in- 
timating that he was the State president of the New 
South Wales Branch of the Guild, a member of the 
Pharmacy Board, a final examiner and also a member 


of the New South Wales Local Board of Pharmaceutical 
Defence Ltd. 

Mr. Smith said his mission here was to explain briefly 
the nature of the Guild. It was an Australia-wide 
organisation formed over 25 years ago. It had a branch 
in each State of the Commonwealth and a membership 
of 99.7% of all pharmacists in business. 

The work of the Guild had become more and more 
onerous since it had been founded. It had begun with 
several very clear-cut motives:—For the betterment of 
the retail pharmacist; to represent members in the in- 
dustrial field; to negotiate with manufacturers and 
wholesalers and also the State and Federal Govern- 
ments. 

The Guild was mentioned by name in the National 
Health Act. It was no mean feat for an organisation 
to have its name written into an Act of Parliament. 
The Guild had to be up and doing to support its just 
contentions when negotiating with Governments. “ 
it had not been for the Guild,” said Mr. Smith, “many 
of you would not be here today, you would be following 
some other occupation.” 

“Last year,” said Mr. Smith, “I visited overseas coun- 
tries—Great Britain, France, Germany, United States 
of America and Canada. Nowhere else in the world 
was there an organisation as strong as the Federated 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia. When you 
go back to your pharmacy, pick up a price list and you 
will see that it has been issued by the Guild.” 

“You are future members of the Guild,” said Mr. 
Smith. “I am probably looking at future members of 
the State Branch Committee. A splendid foundation has 
been laid for you to work upon.” 

“I would add one further observation,” said Mr. Smith. 
“You have been tersely informed by Mr. Hall that your 
success or otherwise rests with you. After 16 years 
as an examiner, I can speak with authority. The 
greatest cause of failure lies in the practical work. 
You must apply yourselves properly or you will be 
left to grieve with the fallen. You and you alone can 
solve this matter.” 

Mr. Smith said that “Dispensing Technique” available 
from Elliotts & Australian Drug Pty. Ltd. covered the 
field in which students were concerned.

Extracts from the Report of the Council for the year 
ended 31/12/53, presented to the Thirty-first Annual 
General Meeting of Members, held on May 26, 1954, and 
adopted: 

Membership. 

Manufacturers’ Branch.—Membership remained prac- 
tically static, increasing by one on last year’s figures. 

Retailers’ Branch.—Allowing for ebb and flow in the 
membership of the F.P.S. Guild—each member of which 
automatically becomes a member of the Association— 
plus non-members of that body who subscribe direct, 
the membership roll shows no change. 

Council.—At the Annual Election, Mr. H. C. Leggatt 
was elected to fill the vacancy in Manufacturers’ 
Branch representation caused by the retirement of Mr. 
J. H. Lange. Because of retirement from active business 
life, Mr. F. Sheumack became unavailable for re- 
appointment as a representative of wholesalers, and 

r. W. Dudgeon was appointed by the Council to fill 
the vacancy thereby ensuing. Mr. Sheumack had served 
for many years continuously as a wholesalers’ repre- 
sentative and was at all times an ardent and helpful 
champion of the P.A.T.A.; he had known the shocking 
conditions of trading following the first World War— 
conditions which, in his opinion, were remedied by the 
P.A.T.A. alone. Retiring members of the Retail Section 
were reappointed. In August last, the Council, in com- 
mon with related organisations in pharmacy, were 
shocked by the tragic death of James Little, a member 
of the Retail Section. Mr. Little had been elected to 
the Council only the previous year but, in the regret- 
tably short period given to him he had shown a very 
vivid interest in the proceedings of Council and the 
work of the Association. Mr. W. A. Patterson was re- 
elected Chairman and Mr. A. C. Fraser Hon. Treasurer. 

Executive.—Messrs. N. V. Kerr and E. H. Kidger 
(Manufacturers’ Section) and Messrs. A. C. Fraser and 
O. V. Leggo (Retail Section) were elected. 

Finance.—Total income for the year increased by 
approximately £120 to £2327/14/1, while expenditure in- 
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creased to £2278/5/3, showing a surplus of £49/8/10. 
The principal item in the increased expenditure was an 
honorarium voted to the Hon. General Secretary. The 
surplus for the year, added to Accumulated Funds. 
brought the total of that account to £3744/5/3. 


Secretaryship.—Mrs. M. G. Hall, after appointment in 
1951 as Acting Secretary and re-appointment in the 
following year, was confirmed in the office without 
limitation of period of appointment. Mr. H. D. B. Cox 
continued in the honorary office of General Secretary. 

Protected List.—The 23rd issue of the Protected List 
was published and distributed, to take effect at June 1. 
1953. In the Council’s Report for 1952 hope was ex- 
pressed that the end of price rises in protected articles 
was in sight. That hope had proved illusory, unfortu- 
nately, although the number and frequency of price in- 
creases showed a tendency to diminish during the year 
It should be repeated here that stability in production 
osts and sequentially in consumer prices is anxiously 
lesired by manufacturers, who fear consumer resistance 
to spiralling prices of proprietary articles. 

Protected List Conditions.—Price observance of pro- 
tected articles (meaning P.A.T.A.-listed articles) is so 
immaculate of recent years that the aforetime price- 
cutter might almost be thought of as a mere museum 
exhibit nowadays. However, the unabated continuance 
of price-cutting bx retailers of grocery proprietary ar- 
ticles, in this and c.iner States, mentioned in last year’s 
Report, discounts any such complacent assumption. 
Trade coupons, too, have made their re-appearance and, 
as a means of indirect reduction of price, may call again 
for strong counter-action by the Association. A minor 
incident, in which a suburban grocer offered coupons 
over a large range of goods, is in the nature of a 
pointer. In this instance, so far as protected articles 
were included, correction was promptly effected. In- 
fringements of other Conditions of Sale published in 
the Protected List have caused concern to the Council. 
These infringements centre in the possession and sale 
(or offer of sale) of protected articles included in the 
Chemists’ Section by unauthorised traders—that is, 
traders other than chemists and storekeepers in distant 
country towns holding permits granted by the Associa- 
tion. Investigation of these irregularities has seemed 
to indicate that the articles have been bought at retail 
and resold without profit with the object of attracting 
trade in profit-yielding goods which otherwise might be 
obtained by the public from chemists. This is no new 
experience; effectively to prevent the practice is par- 
ticularly baffling, except in cases where the offender 
fears stoppage of supply of General Section articles. 
The Association’s difficulty in this matter will be greatly 
eased when manufacturers find it practicable to re- 
introduce former systems of coding by which sources of 
supply may be more certainly traceable. 


Trade Marks Legislation.—Successive Councils have 
been convinced that final remedy for misuse of pro- 
prietary articles by price-cutting traders lies in Federal 
legislation. Annual Reports to members have repeatedly 
referred to the desire and growing need to provide 
protection at law for trade marks corresponding to that 
already ensured to Letters Patents under the Patents 
Act. Available methods of bringing about maintenance 
of price of proprietary articles are two only; one, the 
P.A.T.A. system of “collective enforcement,” fortified 
by the Stop List; the other, a system of agreements or 
contracts between a manufacturer, on the one hand, 
and each of the many hundreds or thousands of dis- 
tributors scattered over State or Commonwealth, on the 
other hand. The latter alternative is virtually imprac- 
ticable and, in one State, is now illegal. The P.A.T.A. 
system, by which manufacturers act collectively, has 
been strikingly effective, but it is peculiarly open to 
political attack. This Association is seriously weakened, 
too, by extra-State conditions which affect the border 
districts. The foregoing considerations, among others. 
led to action by the Council many years ago, in asso-

ciation with other organisations, which resulted, 
eventually, in the formulation of what is referred to as 
“Section 53” of the Trade Marks Bill, 1940. The section, 
if enacted, will greatly simplify and strengthen the 
method of minimum-price enforcement. The Council 
has, therefore, consistently tried, in conjunction with 
other interests, to induce the Government to include the 
desired legislation in its programme. A_ qualified 
measure of progress in this direction was experienced 
during the year when, by arrangement made by the 
Hon. J. A. Spicer, a delegation of three, including the 
Hon. General Secretary, met a special committee of 
experts, set up by the Attorney-General to advise him 
regarding the legislation. There is reason to believe that 
the Committee favoured the legislation so far as it in- 
volved the principle and terms of Section 53.

ANNUAL DINNER, 1954.

The loyal toast was honoured. 


The Toastmaster (Mr. W. R. Cutler) called on Mr. 
A. E. Conolly to propose the toast to Parliament. 

Mr. Conolly referred to the personal interest taken 
by the Minister for Health in the public welfare and 
the careful attention he gave to requests from the 
pharmaceutical organisations for advice or assistance. 
He also made reference to the sterling attributes of the 
Under Secretary, Mr. Cameron. 

Responding, the Minister for Health (Mr. O’Sullivan) 
thanked the proposer for his nice references to Parlia- 
ment and to those who administer the laws. Mr.

“The Pharmaceutical Organisations” 

Mr. Cutler called upon Mr. E. G. Hall, President of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales, to 
propose the toast—‘“The Pharmaceutical Organisations.” 

Mr. Hall said it was his pleasing duty to — 
this toast. Present were representatives of each - 
maceutical organisation—Pharmacy Incorpora or 
Pharmacy Pty. Ltd. as it were. Pharmacy could be 
likened to a company with a liability to the whole 
while performing individual duties. The various organi- 
sations functioned as a whole. If any one section did 
not pull its weight the “dividend” would be less. _ 

Naming the individual organisations, Mr. Hall said

Sydney University Pharmaceutical Association. Each 
organisation took care of its specific section. 

These organisations must always remain strong and 
virile. Mr. Hall said he felt confident that the organisa- 
tions were stfonger than ever before and would con- 
tinue so. It was his desire to see each grow larger 
stronger. 

Mr. Hall concluded “to each organisation as President 
of the Society I extend best wishes and thanks for its 
co-operation. It is my earnest desire that Pharmacy 
Pty. Ltd. go on from strength to strength.” (Applause.) 

Responding, Mr. Leslie W. Smith, State President of 
the F.P.S. Guild of Australia (N.S.W. Branch) said that 
speaking for the Guild we had a very definite charter 
and attempted to keep within those parallel lines.

“We have the pharmaceutical organisations repre- 
sented by Les Townley with his righthand man Ted 
Cosgrave. Now, we come to a man who is known in 
every town in New South Wales, Leslie W. Smith. 

“I want to refer to that great body of women phar- 
macists represented by the President, Mrs. D. Fairfax. 
I also mention David Lowrey, of the S.U.P.A., and 
Frank Little, President of the Chemists’ Sub-Branch of 
the R.'S.S.A.I.L.A. I do not omit to welcome Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Shineberg.

Addressing Mr. Hall, the Minister said it was his 
pleasing duty to make the presentation of a Silver Tray 
suitably inscribed in recognition of the fine work done 
by Mr. and Mrs. Hall as social president and hostess 
during the 20th Australasian Pharmaceutical Conference 
held at Sydney in August 1953. 

The Minister referred to the splendid reception at 
Cahill’s organised by Mr. Hall, who had provided out- 
standing service on the social side of the conference. 
Appreciation was being shown in a tangible way 
tonight. 

The Minister concluded by saying: “Your colleagues 
approve of what you have done.”

He appreciated the nice 
gesture and he had been glad the conference was a 
success. The tray would always be a reminder of the 
conference. 

Mr. Powell thanked the toastmaster, Mr. Cutler, for

Notice Convening the Meeting.—The Notice convening 
the meeting (taken as read) was as follows:—

Wales will be held on Wednesday, 31st March, 1954, at 
10.20 p.m. at “Science House,” 157 Gloucester Street, 
Sydney, to consider, and, if thought fit, to pass the 
following special resolutions amending the Articles of 

Association:— 

1. That Article 14 be amended by the deletion therefrom 
of the figures and letters ‘10s. 6d.’ and the substitution 
therefor of the figures and letters 17s. 6d. 

. That Article 81 be amended by the insertion after 
the word ‘Secretary’ where it first occurs, the words 
‘or Assistant Secretary’ and by the insertion after the 
word ‘Secretary’ where it secondly occurs, the words 
‘or Assistant Secretary.’ ” 


In moving special resolution No. 1, Mr. K. H. Powell 
said the proposed increase in the Associate Membership 
fee was justified by the large increase in the cost of 
the “A.J.P.” Over the last two years, 43.3 per cent. 
of the income of the Society was expended in sending 
copies of the journal, free of cost, to full members and 
to associate members. 

Mr. J. F. Plunkett seconded the motion, saying the 
increase was necessary. It was not in any way desired 
to “hit” Associate members. 

Mr. Lowrey said the Society should consider whether 
it should look at the financial side first, or give first 
priority to fostering Associate membership. People were 
not being encouraged to join as Associates. He could 
not see any need for the extra impost of 7/-. 

Mr. Tottenham said he supported Mr. Lowrey’s 
remarks. It was the Society’s duty to foster the younger 
members—one day they would be full members. Asso- 
ciates should be encouraged to join by the total elimi- 
nation of the Associate membership fee. 

Mr. Harding said he agreed with Mr. Tottenham. 
Associates should come in at a nominal sum only. If 
extra finance was wanted, the membership should be 
increased or the fees should be increased—they were 
the lowest in Australia. 

Mr. Wilkinson said he was right against the motion. 
Fees for Associates should not be increased. 

Mr. Cutler said that when the Associate membership 
fee was fixed at 10/6 the journal was costing 8/- per 
annum. Also at that time 10/6 was 50 per cent. of 
the full membership fee. The full membership fee had 
now been increased to £2/2/-, and 17/6 was only 41 
per cent. of the full fee. 

Mr. Powell in reply said that he believed that nobody 
appreciated anything he got for nothing. Wages had 
increased a great deal since the fee was fixed originally. 

The motion was put to the meeting and declared 
carried. 

(Article No. 14 as amended reads: The annual sub- 
scription of Associate Members shall be 17/6 payable 
in advance.) 

Mr. W. R. Cutler moved special resolution No. 2, 
stating it was purely a machinery matter to give the 
Assistant Secretary power to sign cheques in the 
absence of the Secretary, also power to endorse cheques. 

Mr. Powell seconded the motion. 

Mr. Williams said he would like Article No. 81 read 
as it would appear after amendment.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE COUNCIL. 


A Special Meeting of the Council of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of New South Wales was held on June 15, 
1954, at “Science House,” 157 Gloucester Street, Sydney, 
at 7.45 p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. E. G. Hall, K. A. Cartwright, B. G. 
Fegent, K. H. Powell, A. W. West, J. L. Townley, A. F. 
Winterton, W. R. Cutler, G. G. Benjamin and H. W. 
Read. 

Mr. Hall declared the meeting open, and said that 
the main purpose of the meeting was to discuss the 
recommendations which were compiled by the Ethical 
Committee concerning a guide for professional conduct 
by pharmaceutical chemists. 

Mr. Cutler said that before discussing the recommen- 
dations he would like to bring up an important matter. 
Mr. Cutler continued that he considered Mr. Orion C. 
V. Leggo should be made an honorary member of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales. Mr. Leggo 
had done a tremendous amount of work for pharmacy 
generally, and he believed that honorary membership 
was well deserved by Mr. Leggo. 

Councillors present then spoke in glowing terms of 
the work performed by Mr. Leggo, and it was unani- 
mously decided that the Secretary write to Mr. O. C. V. 
Leggo, informing him of the Council’s decision to make 
him an honorary member of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of New South Wales. 

Mr. Hall said that discussion should now take place 
concerning the proposal to take steps to implement a 
legal standing for the Disciplinary Tribunal under 
control of the Society as suggested by him in his Pre- 
sidential Address. Mr. Hall considered steps should be 
taken to achieve this object, and said that the matter 
was now open for discussion. 

Mr. Read said he approved of the principles set out 
in the President’s Address, but he wanted to know just 
how they would go about setting up this Disciplinary 
Tribunal. 

Mr. Powell said his personal opinion was that it would 
be better to fix the Code of Ethics first, and then pro- 
ceed to the matter of a Disciplinary Tribunal. 

Mr. Hall said they did not require a long code of 
ethics. It should be short and to the point, similar in 
principle to that of the B.M.A. 

Mr. Read considered that, whatever the Council 
decided, the whole matter should be placed before the 
Society members. 

Mr. Cutler said that if they decided to try and get 
a Disciplinary Tribunal it would be necessary to have 
the Pharmacy Act completely recast. 

Mr. Hall said they could achieve their object by two 
amendments to the Pharmacy Act. He considered it 
would be very difficult to get a new Act. It would take 
a lot of time to bring it down. He had read that Mr. 
Cahill has 120 Bills to bring before the House at the 
next sitting. Even on Private Members’ Day, Mr. Ha!l 
said it would be very difficult to get anything through. 
The speedier way would be to have two amendments 
made to the Act— 

1. In order to become a registered chemist it would 
be necessary that the person be a member of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of N.S.W. 

2. To give to the Pharmaceutical Society of N.S.W. 
some legal standing so that it may take action to 
discipline lawbreakers. 

Mr. Townley said that if the Society tried to have the 
Act recast, he considered it would simply put a halter 
round the pharmacists’ necks. He said the Minister 
would immediately interfere with the Board, and that 
there would be representatives from all classes, includ- 
ing a trade union representative, who would meet

Mr. Hall said that, after all, the Pharm Board 
now was just the registering body. “Why *t the 
Society perform this job,” said Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Townley inquired who was going to administer 
the Pharmacy Act. 

Mr. Cutler said perhaps he was wrong in suggesting 
that the Pharmacy Act should be recast. Maybe it 
would be sufficient to try and get two or three amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Fegent inquired if Mr. Townley was against 
recasting the Pharmacy Act. 

Mr. Townley replied that he was against touching 
the Act at all. 

Mr. Cutler said it would be no good having a Disci- 
plinary Committee unless the profession was protected 
from the unregistered owner. All persons having to 
be qualified in order to own a pharmacy, then, all 
pharmacists would come under the aegis of the Disci- 
plinary Committee. 

Mr. Cutler continued that, as the Government had 
raised the status of pharmacy by making it a full-time 
University course, why shouldn’t the Society take steps 
to see that future pharmacies are owned by qualified 
pharmacists only, and that the present unregistered 
a may in future be sold to qualified personnel 
only. 

Mr. Powell said he couldn’t see any Minister wiping 
out his own Board for an outside body. 

Mr. Cutler said he, too, could not see the Minister 
allowing the control of the Act out of his hands. 

Mr. Hall said, “Why can’t we quote the Medical 
Practitioners Act? This is administered by the B.M.A.” 

Mr. Townley said that was not so. The Medical 
Practitioners Avt was administered by the Board of 
Health. 

Mr. Powell said that if there was any tampering with 
the Act it appeared as if the Board personnel would 
be changed. “Would we still like to have the Disci- 
plinary Tribunal under the Pharmacy Board?” he in- 
quired. 

Mr. Hall said “No.” 

Mr. Read asked who would be the members of the 
Disciplinary Tribunal. “Is not that the important part 
of it? For instance, if only pharmacists were on the 
Tribunal,” said Mr. Read. 

Mr. Cartwright said why not do one thing at a time. 
“Decide whether we want to change the Act or have 
Regulations added to it.” 

Mr. Read said the difficulty was who would administer 
the Act. 

Mr. Benjamin said why not ask for two amendments 
to the Act— 

1. The restriction of unregistered ownerships. 

2. The Society to have a Disciplinary Tribunal of 
Registered Pharmacists presided over by a Stipen- 
diary Magistrate. 

Mr. Cutler said they might get a Disciplinary Tribunal 
under the Pharmacy Act provided they allowed it to be 
administered by the Board. 

Mr. Hall said he wanted the Disciplinary Tribunal 
to be completely set apart from the Pharmacy Board. 

Mr. Cutler said he would like to see the Society have 
the power that the Society of Great Britain has, but he 
could not see this eventuating. “We are 55 years too 
late,” said Mr. Cutler. Mr. Cutler said perhaps it would 
be better to strengthen the present Act by a couple 
of amendments. 

Mr. Townley continued that it would be far better 
to bring up to date the Model Pharmacy Act, and 
they would then be better off all round. 

Further lengthy discussion took place, when it was 
finally moved by Mr. Powell:— 

“That this Council request its Legislative Committee 
to disinter the Model Pharmacy Aci, bring it up to date, 
and present it to the Council for discussion before 
advancing it to the Minister.” 


Seconded by Mr. Winterton. Carried. 
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NEW SOUTH WALES (Continued) 


Concerning the second recommendation made by the 
Ethical Committee that the standards of professional 
conduct as drawn up by the Committee be circulated 
to each member of Council with a view to it being 
incorporated in the minutes of Council one month after 
circulation: 

It was firstly decided that the name be altered to 
read “Guide for professional conduct by pharmaceutical 
chemists.” 

It was secondly decided that copies of the Guide be 
roneod and distributed to each member of the Society, 
and that the two lines reading “Being proposed draft, 
etc.,” and “Revised lst June, 1954,” be deleted. 

Mr. Read said he had received a letter from the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association asking if it was 
considered that an anti-smoking preparation containing 
Methedrine should be accepted for advertising. 

The Council decided that, as Methedrine would be 
listed under the new regulations to the Poisons Act, 
it would be useless to consider it. 


The meeting terminated at 9.30 p.m.

THE GUILD Meeting 


The State Branch Committee of the New South Wales 
Branch of the Guild met at Science House, Sydney, on 
May 13, there being present: Messrs. L. W. Smith, W. F. 
Pinerua, R. W. Feller, R. S. Leece, A. C. Fraser, P. 
Lipman, J. N. Young and R. K. Strang. 

Discussion of P.B. and P.M.S. and Its Implications on 
Retail Pharmacy.—Mr. Smith said he held no brief for 
improper practices, but he was very concerned with 
several matters mentioned at the special meeting at 
which he had foreshadowed a remit to Federal Council. 

Mr. Smith said the Government should not frame 
regulations without giving the Guild the opportunity to 
discuss them before gazettal. 

A committeeman said one of the basic troubles lay 
at the door of the doctors. If they wrote everything 
correctly there would be much less trouble. Many 
deficiencies were due to the doctor. 

The inability of doctors to write prescriptions in 
accordance with the regulations placed the chemists in 
an invidious position. The Government should be 
firmer with the doctors. They should be asked quite 
positively to comply with the regulations. 

Mr. Pinerua said there was too much blame and 
publicity directed by the Guild against its own members. 
Impression had got about that stock mixtures must not 
be used at all. 

Mr. Strang said that, after all, honesty and idealism 
did count. Nothing would be built up if the Guild 
condoned anything which was in any way dishonest. 

Mr. Feller said that there were great difficulties in 
some respects; 2-0z. pots would not hold 2 oz. 

Mr. Smith said they would hold 875 grains of a 
substance with an s.p.g. of 1. 

Mr. Feller said if you neatly levelled off the pot and 
put the lid on, “would that be robbing somebody.”

FOOD AND DRUG STANDARDS REGULATIONS. 
Extract from Victoria Government Gazette No. 429, 
June 7, 1954. 

“12. Immediately after paragraph (2a) of Regulation 
84 of the Food and Drug Standards Regulations 1939 
the following heading and paragraph shall be inserted:— 

"Labelling of preparations containing Chlordane. 

(2b) (a) Every person who sells any package which 
contains or purports to contain an insecticide shall 
when such package contains chlordane (octachloro- 
methane-tetrahydroindane or octachlorodicyclo-penta- 


VITAMIN E 
IN MEDICINE 


STEINBERG C.L. Vitamin E in the treatment 
of fibrositis. Am. J. Med. Sci. 201, 347-9 (1941). 

Fibrositis is a disease characterised by in- 
flammatory reaction of fibrous connective tissue 
anywhere in the body. Primary fibrositis is a 
metabolic disease, and secondary fibrositis is 
muscle pain and swelling associated with pri- 
mary diseases such as arthritis, rheumatic 
fever, gout, etc. Primary fibrositis is some- 
times diagnosed as lumbago, torticollis, mus- 
cular rheumatism, myositis, etc. 

Vitamin E is of value in the treatment of 
primary fibrositis, but has little, if any, bene- 
ficial effect in cases of secondary fibrositis. 

Thirty patients with primary fibrositis were 
treated with vitamin E either as wheat germ oil 
or as mixed natural vitamin E concentrate (120 
mg. of tocopherol per day). Complete relief 
was obtained by all patients. 


STEINBERG C.L. Dilute and concentrated pre- 
parations of the tocopherols (vitamin E) in the 
treatment of fibrositis. N.Y. State J. Med. 42, 
773-8 (1942). 

Twenty cases of primary fibrositis were 
treated with pure a-tocopherol, mixed toco- 
pherol concentrates, and wheat germ oil. All 
of the vitamin E preparations were effective, 
but the more concentrated forms rather than 
wheat germ oil were preferred for therapy 
because no gastric disturbances were induced 
by them. 


STEINBERG C.L. Tocopherols (Vitamin E) in 
treatment of primary fibrositis. J. Bone Joint 
Surg. 24, 411-23 (1942). 

Natural mixed tocopherols, 120 to 240 mg. 
daily, were given to 20 patients with oa 
fibrositis. Definite improvement resulted in all 


cases. Forty other patients were given 300 mg. 


daily. Most of these patients improved after 
one week of treatment, and all but five were 
completely relieved of their fibrositie symp- 
toms. Severe local reactions occurred when 
tocopherol concentrate was given intramuscu- 
larly at weekly intervals for three weeks, but 
all nine patients were relieved of fibrositic 
symptoms. 

All of 12 patients given 200 mg. of tocopherol 
in corn oil intramuscularly at weekly intervals 
and observed for two to four months were also 
definitely relieved. 

The fibrositis of nine out of 12 patients who 
received 65 mg. of tocopherol by mouth three 
times daily was definitely improved. Six of ten 
patients who received 65 mg. of tocopherol by 
mouth were completely relieved.

NEW PRICES REGULATION ORDER. 


Price Regulation Order No. 630, dealing with grocers’ 
and chemists’ lines retail, was published in the Govern- 
ment Gazette No. 409, May 28, 1954. = ‘ 

Principal items of interest are the provisions relating 
to freight allowances for country areas. 

The new Order provides that in respect of items 
marked with an asterisk in the Second Schedule that 
the retailer seller in any of the areas specified in the 
First Schedule may add to the prices specified the 
amount of freight (if any) calculated to the nearest 
upward 34d. incurred by him in and properly attributed 
to the conveying of those goods from the point of 
delivery to his place of business and which is clearly 
recorded in his books of accounts or records. 

There is a proviso that no amount shall be added for 
freight in this regulation in respect of goods of a nett 
weight of less than 2 oz. 

The Prices Branch under the new Order will now 
promulgate separate prices for each controlled item 
applicable in the metropolitan area and in the five coun- 
try areas. Included in the list of declared prices are 
numerous lines stocked by chemists. These include 
boracic, citric and tartaric acid, cloudy ammonia, cer- 
tain breakfast foods, dentifrices, food drinks such as 
Bournvita, Quick Brew, Milo, Ovaltine; methylated 
spirit, Morton’s Epsom salts, malted milks, powdered 
milks, molasses, paraffin oils (all brands), toilet soaps, 
turpentine. 


DOCTORS AND CHEMISTS MEET. 


A number of matters of interest to the medical and 
pharmaceutical professions was discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Victorian Medico-Pharmaceutical Committee 
held during the month. Among the representatives at 
the meeting were Dr. G. Raleigh Weigall, President of 
the Victorian Branch of the B.M.A., and Mr. Eric Scott, 
acting President of the Pharmaceutical Society of Vic- 
toria (also Guild Federal President). Mr. H. A. Braith- 
waite, President of the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, 
occupied the chair. 

Most important item on the agenda was the method 
adopted by the Commonwealth in introducing the new 
N.H.S. Regulations. The meeting unanimously agreed 
upon the desirability of joint action by both pro- 
fessions to ensure that in future changes would not be 
introduced by the Commonwealth without prior con- 
ference with representatives of pharmacy and of medi- 
cine, and that adequate notice of such changes would 
be given. 

The Committee recommended that a meeting of the 
Federal Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Committee be 
called to consider this and other matters of mutual 
interest. 


THE COLLEGE OF PHARMACY REBUILDING 
PROJECT. 
Interest Revived with News of Government Aid. 
Valuable Donations Received. 

The advice to the Council of the Pharmaceutical 
Society that the State Government will provide 
£300.000 for the erection of a new College of Pharmacy 
on the land owned by the Society in Royal Parade, 
Parkville, although not yet reduced to writing by the 
Government, has greatly heartened the Council and 
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VICTORIA (Continued) 


those members of the Society in whose thoughts the 
cot of a new and adequate College of Pharmacy 
as been a subject of vital importance. 

From information received, but not officially con- 
firmed, it is believed that the proposition of the Govern- 
ment will involve the Society in payment of a sub- 
stantial sum of money annually for a period of at least 
20 years. 

On behalf of the Society, the Council has intimated 
to the Government, that the full amount which has 
been mentioned will be found. 

The Council feeis very confident that it will receive 
generous support in the project and that it need have 
no fear of being able to carry out commitments which 
it undertakes. 

A new interest has been shown and the Council is 
pleased to announce that substantial donations have 
been received for the Building Fund, and have been 
ear-marked ‘for the purpose of purchasing special 
equipment. These donations include the sum of £1000 
from W. Woods & Co., £150 from Felton Grimwade & 
Duerdins Pty. Ltd., and donations of valuable equip- 
ment from Messrs. N. C. Manning and H. A. Braith- 
waite. 

As the project develops, the Council believes that 
the very live interest in Pharmaceutical Education 
which exists, will lead to many further contributions. 


DISCUSSION GROUP. 


Address by College Dean. 

At the College of Pharmacy on June 9 a very 
interesting and informative talk was given by the Dean 
of the College, Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, on his recent trip 
overseas. 

Mr. Sissons opened his address by explaining that 
many problems were continually confronting pharmacy 
today, with the trend towards preventive rather than 
curative treatment, which had brought an ever-in- 
creasing number of products on to the market. 

He then went on to tell of the enormous costs in 
England of the National Health Scheme, where, in 1953, 
40 million pounds were spent and 203 million prescrip- 
tions were dispensed. An economic committee has 
been established in Great Britain to examine all phases 
of the scheme. 

Mr. Sissons emphasised that, with the expansion of 
pharmacy to various fields, such as retail pharmacy, 
hospital pharmacy, manufacturing pharmacy, and the 
employment of chemists as medical representatives, 
pharmacists generally should not lose sight of the fact 
that they should remain united as one body for the 
preservation of their professional skill. 

Mention was made of the development in England 
of the health centre with a pharmacy department which 
have dispensed 50,000 prescriptions a year and are 
capable of dispensing 100,000 a year. Mr. Sissons said 
that he considered any attempts to nationalise phar- 
macy in England would be confronted with many 
problems, as the pharmaceutical field was so vast. 

Development in America of synthetic detergents, 
known commercially as syndets, was the next thing to 
be discussed, and the Dean made mention of the fact 
that, although there were only 50 known detergents, 
there were 2500 proprietary preparations on the market. 
The world consumption of these detergents in 1952 was 
1,100,000 tons, and although pharmacy generally is a 
small consumer, they are useful as wetting agents, 
emulsifying agents, and for their anti-bacterial pro- 
perties, which have led to the introduction of many 
interesting materials to pharmacy. 

The most notable of the above products are the 
cationic and anionic detergents. Under the first group 
mention was made of the most popular Quaturary Am- 
monium Compound (Cetrimide) and Benzalhonium 
Chloride (Zephiran). Of the anionic group were the

Synthetic detergents have some problems, such as 
damage to the hands of the users, which may cause 
dermatitis, and the production of much foam which at 
times has upset the drainage systems in England, in 
some districts to such an extent that an appeal had 
to be made to the public to use them sparingly. 

Mr. Sissons then spoke of a substance known as 
Nitro-Furazone(5-Nitro-2 Furaldehyde Semicarbazone), 
which it is proposed for inclusion in the next B.P. The 
antiseptic properties of this chemical were investigated 
in 1943 and 1944 at an American base hospital after 
the Normandy Campaign, and proved highly successful. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sissons’ talk, Miss Witt, a 
member of the College staff, gave a very interesting 
demonstration of a new filtering apparatus which she 
is helping to perfect with the help of a grant from the 
Henry Francis Estate. This apparatus shows promise of 
heing the answer for a very speedy method for the 
clarification of solutions, for preparations of injections 
and eye drops. 

Mr. John Oxley, President of the Discussion Group, 
then thanked Mr. Sissons for his very interesting 
address and Miss Witt for her demonstration of the 
proposed new filtering apparatus. 

Next Meeting. 
held at the College on July 14 will be a talk by Mr. 
Farnbach, of the Commonwealth Health Department, 
on pharmaceutical problems arising out of the new

SOCIETY OF HOSPITAL PHARMACISTS OF 
AUSTRALIA (VICTORIAN DIVISION) 


Seventh Annual Conference. 


The seventh annual conference of Victorian hospital 
pharmacists was held at Fairfield Hospital on May 8, 
1954. Some 50 delegates attended, almost every hos- 
pital in the State with pharmaceutical staff being repre- 
sented. 

The conference was opened at 11 a.m. by the Mayor 
of Heidelberg, Cr. F. J. Boyd, who is also a foundation 
member and past President of the Society of Hospital 
Pharmacists. 

The programme began with an address by the Chair- 
man of the Hospitals and Charities Commission, Dr. 
J. H. Lindell, who chose for his subject “The Pharma- 
cist and the Hospital.” The necessity for hospital phar- 
macy, along with other professions, to adapt itself to 
the requirements of modern medicine and social science 
was stressed by the speaker, who continued by giving 
an indication as to how it was planned to incorporate 
the work of the pharmaceutical chemist into the hos- 
pital development scheme envisaged by the Commission. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Lindell’s address, a paper on 
“Pharmaceutical Education” was presented by the Dean 
of the Victorian College of Pharmacy, Mr. A. S. 
Sissons. An informative and comprehensive description 
of pharmaceutical education in Britain, with particular 
reference to the conditions of hospital pharmacy and 
to the investigational work being undertaken by hos- 
pital pharmacists was given, followed by some valuable 
advice regarding the planning of future development 
of pharmaceutical education, with special reference to 
the requirements of hospital pharmacy. 

After the luncheon adjournment, papers on New 
Drugs and Pharmaceutical Equipment were presented 
by Miss P. Mathewson and Mr. W.-R. Mackay respect- 
ively, and a report from the Education Sub-committee 
received. 

Discussion on each of the above ensued, and a num- 
ber of other matters was considered, including the 
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control of specified drugs in hospitals, dispensing prob- 
lems in connection with recent drugs and the applica- 
tion of the pharmaceutical benefits scheme to public 
hospitals. Some valuable recommendations were passed 
on to the incoming Council as a result of the discus- 
sions, which were felt by the delegates to be instructive 
and worth while. 

The annual general meeting of the Society was held 
in the evening, at which the following office-bearers 
were elected:

The Society acknowledges with gratitude the 
generosity of the management and staff of the Fairfield 
Hospital, who made their premises available for the 
occasion, and who provided the delegates with refresh- 
ments and did everything in their power to contribute 
towards the success of the convention. 


Extracts from the Thirteenth Annual Report of the 
Society. 
(Presented by the Outgoing President, Mr. W. G. 
Mercer.) 


Sixteen new members were elected during the year, 
the total membership including three associate members 
—a form of membership established at our last annual 
meeting—now numbering 64. 

Pharmaceutical Education.—Following a resolution 
passed at the last annual conference, that consideration 
be given by the Council to the subjects to be studied 
for a post graduate course and the means of imple- 
mentation of such a course, such report to be pre- 
sented in not more than 12 months’ time, a pharma- 
ceutical education sub-committee under the leadership 
of Mr. Mackay was set up within the Council, which 
has compiled the report presented today. 

Application has been made to the Pharmaceutical 
Society for the representation of hospital pharmacy on 
any committee formed to draw up suggested altera- 
tions to the Pharmacy Course. The reasons for which 
such representation is sought include the following: 

(i) Pure pharmacy is practised in hospitals; 

(ii) The impact of ‘pharmaceutical advancement is 

first felt principally in hospitals; 

(iii) Hospital pharmacy is a rapidly expanding branch 

of the profession. 

SLI for Private and Intermediate Patients.— 
The Council is of the opinion that dispensing for private 
and intermediate patients by hospital pharmacists 
should be conducted with observance of the code of 
ethics generally observed by pharmacists, and that the 
charge for such services should be on an equivalent 
basis to that applying in retail pharmacy. The Phar- 
maceutical Service Guild of Australia has indicated its 
willingness to make the official Guild dispensing price 
lists available to hospital pharmacists at normal sub- 
scription rates. The Council therefore recommends that 
each hospital, through its chief pharmacist, obtain these 
lists and that they be employed as the basis for deter- 
mining the charges to be made for dispensing for 
private and intermediate patients. 

Appointment of Pharmaceutical Chemist on Staff of 
Private Hospital_—_A new departure, sanctioned by the 
Council, has been the appointment of a pharmaceutical 
chemist to the Warburton Sanatorium—a private hos- 
pital registered with the Hospitals and Charities Com- 
mission. The Pharmacy Board has upheld the right of a 
pharmaceutical chemist to practise at a private hospital. 

The Council of this Society recommended that only 
drugs and medical and surgical sundries be supplied on 
prescription or order, and recommends this principle

Staffing of Hospital Pharmacy on- 
cerned with the promotion of greater interest in hos- 
pital pharmacy among graduates from the College of 
Pharmacy, representatives of your Council interviewed 
Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, Dean of the College, who advanced 
the suggestion that the appointment of hospital phar- 
macists as part-time demonstrators at the College 
would serve to bring hospital pharmacy more to the 
notice of students. It is hoped that with the co-opera- 
tion of members of this Society such a scheme may be 
put into operation in the near future. At a later stage 
it is hoped that students in small groups will visit 
hospital pharmacy departments for practical experience 
during the course of their studies. 


Progress in Hospital Pharmacy Department. — The 
Council is pleased to note that at St. Vincent’s Hospital 
the preparation of fluids for intravenous injection is 
now conducted as the work of the Pharmacy Depart- 
ment. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits—Although little develop- 
ment has occurred in relation to the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Act during its term of office, the position: has 
been closely observed by the Council to ensure that the 
interests of this Society and the rights of its members 
are not overlooked. 


Honour for Cr. F. J. Boyd.—The members observed 
with pleasure the honour bestowed upon one of the 
foundation members and a past President of this 
Society, Cr. F. J. Boyd, who has been appointed Mayor 
of the City of Heidelberg. We congratulate Cr. Boyd 
on his appointment. We are delighted to have had our 
conference opened by him acting in his official capacity, 
and trust that his term of office may be a happy and 
successful one. 


LABOUR AND INDUSTRY ACT 1953 


(Victorian Statute No. 5771) 

The Labour and Industry Act 1953, dated December 
23, 1953, will come into force on July 1, 1954. 

Former statutes dealing with factories and shops, in- 
cluding the Long Service Leave Act 1953, are repealed 
by the First Schedule of the Labour and Industry Act 
1953. 

Reading of the Act shows the following provisions as 
bearing directly or indirectly on pharmacy: 


“Apprentice” Defined. 

s.3. “Apprentice” means any person of not more than 
21 years of age, bound by indenture of apprenticeship, 
or amy person over 21 years of age who with the 
sanction of the Secretary (to the Department) is bound 
by indenture of apprenticeship. 


Hours of Work. 


s. 10. It shall be the duty of the Minister in the exer- 
cise and -performance of any powers and duties con- 
ferred upon or transferred to him by or under this or 
any other Act to take all such steps as may be desir- 
able to secure the preparation, effective carrying out 
and co-ordination of measures conducive to the indus- 
trial welfare of the people, including measures relating 
to— 

(a) Conditions of employment generally, including 
wages, hours of work, rest periods and holidays. 

s.30. (1) A Wages Board shall have power to deter- 
mine any industrial matter whatsoever in relation to 
the trade or branch of trade or group of trades for 
which such Board has been appointed, and in particu- 
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lar, without affecting the generality of the foregoing, to 
determine all matters relating to— 

(a) Work and days and hours of work; 

(b) Pay, wages and reward; 

(c) Privileges, rights and duties of employers and 
employees; 

(d) The mode, terms and conditions of employment 
or non-employment; 

(e) The relations of employers and employees; 

(f) The employment or non-employment of persons 
of any particular sex or age; 

(g) The demarcation of functions of any employees 
or class of employees; 

(h) Questions of what is fair and right in relation to 
any industrial matter, having regard to the in- 
terests of the persons immediately concerned and 
of society as a whole: 

Provided that nothing in this Act shall enable any 

Wages Board— 

(4) To determine any matter relating to the pre- 
ferential employment or dismissal of persons as 
being or as not being members of any organisa- 
tion, association or body; or 

(b) To fix lower piecework prices for persons under 
21 years of age than those fixed for adults. 


Police May Act As Inspectors. 
s-15. (2) Any member of the police force may be 
appointed by the Minister by writing under his hand 
to act as an inspector in the district in which he is 


stationed. 
Sons or Daughters. 


s.35. No determination shall prevent the sons or 
daughters of any employer being employed by him in 
any capacity subject to the conditions of employment 
prescribed by this Act or required by any applicable 
determination, but— 

(a) Such sons and daughters shall be counted in cal- 
culating numbers of apprentices or improvers who 
may be employed by such employer; and 

(b) The employer shall not be bound to pay such sons 
and daughters the rates fixed by any determina- 
tion. 


Two or More Classes of Work in One Job. 


s.37. (1) Where any person (other than a person en- 
titled to a casual rate) is employed to perform two or 
more classes of work to which the determinations of 
different Wages Boards are applicable— 

(a) If he is employed in any such class of work in a 
shop during any week he shall in respect of that 
week be paid as if h® were employed wholly in 
such one of those classes of work which by deter- 
mination would provide the highest pay; 

(b) If he is not so employed in a shop— 

(i) If he is employed for more than 20 hours in 
any week in that class of work which by 
determination would provide the highest 
pay—he shall be paid as if employed 
wholly in such class of work during such 
week; 

(ii) If he is not employed for more than twenty 
nours in any week in that class of work 
which by determination would provide the 
highest pay— 

If employed for more than four hours on 
any day in that class of work which by 
determination would provide the highest 
pay—he shall be paid in respect of such 
day as if employed wholly in such class

(2) For the purposes of this section, where any por- 
tion of a building is used as a shop for carrying on 
any trade or dealing in goods of any description or 
kind and any other adjoining portion of such building 
is used as a shop for carrying on any other trade or 
dealing in goods of any other description or kind, such 
portions of the building shall be deemed to be one shop — 
unless separated from one another by such partitions 
and provided with such doors in such positions as are 


prescribed. 
Rent Payable by Manager. 

s.97. A shopkeeper shall not charge any manager or 
assistant who resides on the premises in connection 
with the shop in which the business of such shopkeeper 
is carried on a greater sum as rent for such premises 
than twenty shillings per week. 


Bicycles. 

s.101. (1) No shopkeeper shall require or permit any 
apprentice or improver employed by him in any busi- 
ness to act as a carrier or carter or to deliver goods 
for a longer time than 20 hours out of the total number 
of working hours in any week. 

(2) No employer shall require or permit— 

(a) Any person under the age of 18 years to deliver 
goods exceeding 20 pounds in weight by means 
of a bicycle; or 

(b) Any person to deliver goods by means of a 
bicycle which is not fitted with a prescribed type 
of carrier or container for holding such goods. 


Record of Employees. 

s. 122. (1) In every factory and shop and in every 
other place where persons are engaged in any trade 
subject to a Wages Board the occupier or employer 
shall cause to be made a true record in such form and 
giving such particulars as are prescribed as to the 
names, work and wages of the persons employed therein 
and the name and age of every such person who is 
under 21 years of age; and such record shall be pro- 
duced for inspection whenever demanded by the in- 
spector and a true copy thereof shall be forwarded 
annually to the Secretary at such time as is prescribed 
or whenever demanded by the Secretary. 

(2) There shall be kept printed, painted or affixed 
in legible Roman characters in some conspicuous place 
at or near the entrance of every factory, shop or place 
aforesaid and in such other parts as an inspector from 
time to time directs and in such a position as to be 
easily read by the persons employed in such factory, 
shop or place a notice containing— 

(a) The name and address of the inspector for the 

district; 

(b) (In the case of a factory) the name and address 
of the certifying medical practitioner for the dis- 
trict; 

(c) al aa case of a factory) the applicable holidays; 
an 

(d) True copies or abstracts of such provisions of this 
Act and the regulations as are prescribed or as 
are directed by the Minister. 

(3) There shall also be kept printed, painted or affixed 
in legible Roman characters, in such place as an in- 
spector directs or approves, near to the outside of the 
principal outer door of every factory, shop or place 
aforesaid the name of the occupier thereof. 


Time Book. 

s. 129. (1) Every employer of any employee in any 
trade subject to a Wages Board shall provide and cause 
to be kept a book or other record in the prescribed 
form in which each employee shall enter on each day 
the times at which he commenced and finished work 
on that day and shall sign his name thereto. 

(2) The employer shall produce such book or other 
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record for inspection whenever demanded by an in- 
spector. 

(3) An employer shall be deemed to have complied 

with the foregoing provisions of this section if— 

(a) He provides and causes to be kept as prescribed a 
time clock system or recording device by means 
of which each employee shall record the times at 
which he commenced and finished work; and 

(b) He permits an inspector to inspect any such time 
clock and recording device and any cards, tapes, 
records and other devices or things used in con- 
nection therewith whenever so demanded by such 
inspector. 


Wages Once a Fortnight. 

s. 133. Every employer shall pay or cause to be paid 
at least once in every fortnight all earnings due to every 
person employed by him in any trade to which any 
determination applies. 


Chemists’ Board. 

s.137. (4) In this section “Chemists’ Board” means 
the Wages Board appointed to determine the lowest 
prices or rates which may be paid to any persons em- 
ployed in a shop dispensing compounding or selling 
medicines, drugs or medicinal preparations. 


Annual Holidays. 

s. 142. (1) In this Division, unless inconsistent with 

the context or subject-matter— 

“Employer” means any person employing any worker 
and includes the Crown. 

“Ordinary pay” in relation to any worker means re- 
muneration for the worker’s normal weekly num- 
ber of hours of work calculated at the ordinary 
time rate of pay and, where the worker is provided 
with board or lodging by his employer, includes 
the cash value of that board or lodging. 

“Week” in relation te any worker means the worker’s 
ordinary working week. 

“Worker” means any person employed by any em- 
ployer to do any work for hire or reward and 
includes an apprentice and any other person whose 
contract of employment requires him to learn or 
to be taught any occupation. 

(2) For the purposes of the definition of the term 

“ordinary pay” in sub-section (1) of this section— 

(a) Where no ordinary time rate of pay is fixed for 
a worker’s work under the terms of his employ- 
ment the ordinary time rate of pay shall be 
deemed to be the average weekly rate earned by 
him during the period in respect of which the 
right to the annual holiday accrues; t 

(b) Where no normal weekly number of hours is 
fixed for a worker under the terms of his em- 
ployment, the normal weekly number of hours 
of work shall be deemed to be the average weekly 
number of hours worked by him during the 
period in respect of which the right to the 
annual holiday accrues; ‘ . 

(c) The cash value of any board or lodging provided 
for a worker shall be deemed to be its cash value 
as fixed by or under the terms of the worker’s 
employment or, if it is not so fixed, shall be com- 
puted at the rate of twenty shillings a week for 
board and ten shillings a week for lodging; 

Provided that the value of any board or lodg- 
ing or the amount of any payment in respect of 
board or lodging shall not be included in any 
case where the board or lodging is provided or 
the payment is made not as part of his ordinary 
pay but because the work done by the worker is 

in such a locality as to necessitate his sleeping 
elsewhere than at his genuine place of residence, 
or because of any other special circumstances. 


(3) For the purposes of this Division u year of em- 
ployment shall be deemed to be unbroken notwith- 
standing— 

(a) Any annual leave or long service leave taken 

therein; 

(b) Any interruption or ending of the employment by 
the employer if such interruption or ending is 
made with the intention of avoiding obligations 
in respect of annual leave or long service leave; 

(c) Any absence from work of not more than fourteen 
days in the year of employment on account of 
sickness or accident; 

(d) Any absence on account of leave (other than an- 
nual leave or long service leave) granted, im- 
posed or agreed to by the employer; 

(e) Any absence on any other account not involving 
termination of employment— 

and in calculating a year of employment any absence 
of a kind mentioned in paragraphs (a), (b) or (c) of 
this sub-section shall be counted as part of the year of 
employment, but in respect of absences of a kind men- 
tioned in paragraphs (d) and (e) of this sub-section it 
will be necessary for the worker as part of his qualifica- 
tion for annual leave to serve such additional period 
as equals the period of such absences. 

(4) Any dispute as to whether or when a worker is 
entitled to annual leave shall be referred to the Sec- 
retary, whose decision shall be final. 

(5) The operation of this Division shall not in any 
yo g be limited by the provisions of section 6 of this 

ct. 

s- 143. (1) Except as otherwise provided in this Divi- 
sion, every worker ‘shall at the end of each year of his 
employment by an employer become entitled to an 
annual holiday of two weeks on ordinary pay. 

(2) The annual holiday shall be given and taken in 
two consecutive weeks or, if the worker and the em- 
ployer so agree, in two separate periods and not other- 
wise. 

(3) If the worker and the employer so agree, the 
annual holiday or either of such separate periods may 
be taken wholly or partly in advance before the worker 
has become entitled to the annual holiday. 

(4) The annual holiday shall be given by the employer 
and shall be taken by the worker before the expiration 
of a period of six months after the date upon which 
the right to such holiday accrues: 

Provided that the giving and taking of the whole or 
any separate period of such annual holiday may, with 
the consent in writing of the chief inspector, be post- 
poned for a period to be specified by him in any case 
where he is of opinion that circumstances render such 
postponement necessary or desirable. 

(5) Except as provided in the next succeeding section, 
payment shall not be made by an employer to a worker 
in lieu of any annual holiday cr part thereof to which 
the worker is entitled under this Division, nor shall 
any such payment be accepted by the worker. 


(6) (a) The employer shall give each worker at least 
seven days’ notice of the date from which his annual 
holiday shall be taken. 

(b) The employer shall pay each worker in advance 
before the commencement of the worker’s annual holi- 
day his ordinary pay for the holiday period. 

(7) Where the annual holiday or any part thereof has 
been taken before the right to the annual holiday has 
accrued, the right to a further annual holiday shall not 
commence to accrue until after the expiration of the 
year of employment in respect of which the annual 
holiday or part has been so taken. 

(8) Where any trade or public holiday for which the 
worker is entitled to payment under any Act or deter- 
mination or under his contract of employment occurs 
during any period of an annual holiday taken by the 
worker under this section, the period of the holiday 
shall be increased by one day in respect of that trade 
or public holiday. 
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Holiday Record. 
s. 148. Every employer shall keep or cause to be kept 
a holiday record in the prescribed form and containing 
the prescribed particulars. 


Long Service Leave. 

s. 154. (1) Subject to this Division, every worker shall 
be entitled to long service leave on ordinary pay 1n 
respect of continuous employment with one and the 
same employer. 

(2) The amount of such entitlement shall be— 

(a) On the completion by a worker of twenty 
years’ continuous employment with his em- 
pioyer—thirteen weeks’ long service leave 
and thereafter an additional three and a 
quarter weeks’ long service leave on the 
completion of each additional five years of 
continuous employment with such employer; 

(b) In addition, in the case of a worker who has 
completed more than twenty years’ con- 
tinuous employment with his employer and 
whose employment is terminated— 

(i) By the employer for any cause other 
than serious and wilful misconduct; or 
(ii) By the worker on account of illness, in- 
capacity or domestic or any other press- 
ing necessity is of such nature as to 
justify such termination— 
such amount of long service leave as equals 
one-eigthieth of the period of his continuous 
employment since the last accrual of entitle- 
ment to long service leave under paragraph 
(a) of this sub-section; 

(c) In the case of a worker who has completed 
at least ten but less than twenty years of 
continuous employment with his employer 
and whose employment is terminated— 

(i) By the employer fer any cause other than 
serious and wilful misconduct; or 

(ii) By the worker on account of illness, in- 
capacity or domestic or any other press- 
ing necessity where such illness, in- 
capacity or necessity is of such nature as 
to justify such termination— 

such amount of long service leave as equals 

one-eightieth of the period of his continuous 

employment. 


Indentures Not Under Seal Valid. 

s.166. An agreement for apprenticeship shall be 
deemed to be valid under this Act notwithstanding 
that such agreement is not under seal, and for the 
purposes of this Act such an agreement shall be deemed 
to be an indenture. 


Pharmacy Apprentices (Limitation). 

s.168. (2) Notwithstanding anything in this or any 
other Act, no person shall employ or cause or permit 
to be employed at any one time in any pharmacy 
situate within the Metropolitan District more than one 
apprentice other than an apprentice who has served the 
first and second years of his apprenticeship outside the 
Metropolitan District and_who is attending lectures at 
the Victorian College of Pharmacy. 


Penalties. 

s. 205. (2) Every person guilty of any offence against 
this Act for which no penalty (other than an additional 
continuing penalty) is expressly provided shall be liable 
for the first offence to a penalty of not more than 
twenty pounds and for every subsequent offence to a 
penalty of not less than five pounds and not more than 
one hundred pounds.

Extract from Police Offences Act 1928. 


Sunday Observance. 

s.49. The local authorities shall cause Sunday to be 
duly observed by all persons within their jurisdiction, 
and shall not permit or suffer any house shop store 
or other place to be open on that day for the purpose 
of trade or dealing; and every person who trades or 
deals or keeps open any house, shop store or other 
place (except as hereinafter provided) for the purpose 
of trading or dealing on Sunday shall be liable to a 
penalty of not more than ten pounds. 

Nothing herein contained shall extend to apothecaries 
and chemists at any time of the day nor to bakers 
pastrycooks or confectioners until the hour of nine in 
the forenoon and between the hours of one and six in 
the afternoon, nor to any other trade or occupation in 
respect of which there is in any Act passed or here- 
after to be passed any special provision made upon 
the subject of trading on Sunday and so long as the 
persons affected thereby adhere to the provisions of 
such Act. 

Every person who is found engaged at shooting at 
any pigeon match or for pleasure sport or profit of 
any kind whatever on Sunday, or who is found carry- 
ing firearms on that day (except as hereinafter pro- 
vided), and against whom proceedings for such offence 
are taken within ten days next after the time when 
the offence was committed, shall be liable to a penalty 
of. not less than forty shillings nor more than five 
pounds; but this provision, so far as relates to carry- 
ing firearms, shall not extend to travellers bona fide 
carrying firearms for the protection of their lives and 
property or the property of their employers on the 
public roads, or to members of the police force and 
other persons carrying firearms for lawful purposes.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting 


The Pharmacy Board of Victoria met at 360 Swanston 
street, Melbourne, on June 9, at 10.15 a.m. 


Present.—Mr. H. A. Braithwaite (President), in the 
chair, Messrs. S. J. Baird, A. W. Callister, W. R. Tliffe, 
N. C. Manning, A. W. McGibbony, F. C. Kent (Registrar). 

Correspondence.—Correspondence submitted to the 
Board included the following: 

From a company distributing various ethical pre- 
prietaries, stating in reply to a letter from the Board 
that the practice of superimposing one label over 
another had been discontinued some time ago and that 
it was not able to understand why reports were still 
being received. 

To the Melbourne Chamber of Commerce, advising 
that application for six months’ grace for disposal of 
stocks of crayons, pastels, etc., affected by new regula- 
tion under the Poisons Act had been granted. 

_ To a chemist, advising that his application for restora- 
tion of name to the Register had not been approved. 

To a wholesale drug company, which reported that 
40 oz. poisons bottles were not available, suggesting 
that 20 oz. bottles should be used for packing a pre- 
paration which was the subject of inquiry. 

From several chemists, submitting statutory declara- 
tions re accidental loss of dangerous drugs by breakage 
of containers, spillage, etc. 

To the Department of Health, forwarding a draft re- 
commendation for additions to the Poisons Schedules. 

To the Medical Superintendent, Royal Children’s Hos- 
pital, asking for information concerning poisoning of 
children by swallowing a well known brand of furniture 
polish. 
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To a chemist who had undertaken relieving engage- 
ment, notifying him that it was essential that he make 
application for renewal of registration. 

From the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, 
enclosing copy of memorandum on proposals for 
amendments of the British Pharmacopoeia transmitted 
to the B.P. Commission, London, through official chan- 
nels by Mr. A. W. Callister, Australian Pharmaceutical 
Correspondent. 

From a chemist requesting that his apprentice be 
permitted to sit for the final examination in Sentember. 
In view of the fact that the apprentice would not at 
that date have completed his Fourth Year Course and 
that four years of apprenticeship under indentures 
icra not have been served, the application was re- 
used. 

From Eli Lilly International Corporation, seeking in- 
formation regarding requirements of regulations re- 
lating to the distribution to medical practitioners of 
specified drugs. The Registrar was instructed by the 
Board regarding the reply to be sent. 

From an optometrist, inquiring whether he needed a 
permit from the Board to authorise possession by him 
of homatropine and eserine, which he used in his prac- 
tice. Notified that a permit was not necessary under 
the Poisons Act or Regulations. It was suggested, how- 
ever, that this correspondent inquire from the Optical 
Board as to restrictions on the use of drugs by op- 
tometrists. 

Formal Business.—The following formal business was 
transacted: 

Registration.—An application for registration was re- 
ceived from Clifford Osborne Carter, who qualified in 
Western Australia early in 1954. Mr. Carter had pre- 
sented his annual practising certificate from_Western 
Australia, but had not yet received his Final Examina- 
tion and Registration Certificate. He had been granted 
registration in New South Wales before coming to Vic- 
toria. It was resolved that his application be granted 
subject to Mr. Carter forwarding his Western Australian 
Certificate when it was issued to him. 

Restoration of Names to Register.—Paula Prudence 
Commons (Mrs. Carberry), Gordon Henry Iles, Leonie 
Mary Scally, Helen Margaret Stooke (Mrs. Lanyon). 

Erasure of Name from Register.—William Pringle

Proposed Examination in Forensic Pharmacy.—In re- 
ply to a question by Mr. McGibbony, the President said 
it would not be possible to introduce a written examina- 
tion in Forensic Pharmacy this year. This would re- 
quire amendment of Regulations and the giving of ade- 
quate notice. 

Mr. McGibbony then inquired if applicants for regis- 
tration from other States and overseas would be re- 
quired to take this examination prior to being regis- 
tered. He was notified that this was a matter that 
would require careful consideration and conference with 
the bodies concerned. Mr. McGibbony intimated that 
he would introduce discussion by giving notice of 
motion at the next meeting. 


Inspector's Reports, Inquiries, etc.—Reports from In- 
spector Ahern were tabled. These included reference 
to the following matters: 

A report from the Repatriation Commission concern- 
- the dispensing of a large number of butazolidine 
tablets at a suburban pharmacy at the one time. Six 
repeats had been ordered and most of these had been 
dispensed in one container at the one time. A decision 
in regard to any action to be taken was deferred pend- 
ing further discussion with the Repatriation Commis- 
sion. 

Several reports concerning suspected attempts to ob- 
tain amphetamine from chemists irregularly were re- 
ferred to the C.I.B. Drug Bureau. 

A chemist reported that gypsies were in his area and 
had been presenting prescriptions for dangerous drugs. 
The C.I.B. Drug Bureau was notified but intimated that 
it was unable to take action. 

A report was received concerning an unqualified per- 
son who was believed to be supplying specified drugs 
for veterinary purposes. Inspector Ahern had been in- 
structed to investigate and report. 

The Registrar tabled a newspaper cutting concern- 
ing the conviction in Queensland of a Melbourne man 
for illegally having cocaine in his possession. 

A wholesale firm asked for advice concerning condi- 
tions to be observed in connection with the supply of 
specified drugs to a scientific party proceeding to New 
Guinea. 

Reports concerning visits of the inspector to several 
pharmacies, some stores and pharmacy departments of 
mental hospitals were received. Irregularities in some 
places were reported, and Registrar was instructed to 
communicate with the persons concerned. 

Examinations.—The Registrar read the results of the 
recent Preliminary Examination and stated that letters 
of advice had been sent to the seven candidates regard- 
ing their results. This action was approved. 

The President intimated that the results of the Final 
Examination would be received from the examiners 
during the ensuing week. It was resolved that the Pre- 
sident be authorised to publish the results following 
the report of the conference of ex:miners. 

Specified Drugs—Hospitals.—The President reported 
on an interview which representatives of the Surgical 
Instrument Section of the Chamber of Commerce had 
with him and the Registrar during the month concern- 
ing the wholesale supply of specified drugs and in par- 
ticular supply to hospitals. The President said there were 
anomalies in the regulations and some action would 
have to be taken by the Board to rectify them. The 
position had been explained to representatives of the 
surgical instrument firms, who had given assurances 
that they would respect the requirements of the regu-~- 
lations. 

Prosecutions.—It was reported that Miss M. A. Paxton 
was fined £7 on each of six charges in Camberwell Court 
on June 7. This prosecution arose from the supply of 
dangerous drugs over a long period on prescriptions, 
many of which were forgeries, to an R.A.A.F. orderly. 

Information had been issued against two country 
chemists following receipt of a brief from the Chief 
Commissioner of Police. 

Further reports were received concerning possession 
of specified drugs by unauthorised persons, and it was 
decided that action be taken. 

Pharmaceutical Benefits HRegulations—Mr. Manning 
drew attention to a reference in the “Notes to Approved 
Chemists” issued by the Commonwealth Department of 
Health to the effect that when the letters “ozs.” were 
referred to in the regulations they were to be inter- 
preted as meaning 480 grains. Mr. Manning said this 
was an unfortunate thing from the teaching point of 
view, because it was an established practice in phar- 
macy to regard 1 oz. as being 437.5 grains that was 
endorsed by the B.P. and provided in the Weights and 
Measures legislation. It was resolved that a protest 
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be conveyed to the Department of Health, and also that 
the Board voice its objection to the choice of the term 
“restricted drugs” in the regulations. It was pointed 
out that these words had a special significance in the 
poisons legislation of some States, and their use for 
an entirely different purpose in the Pharmacy Poisons 
Regulations could lead to much confusion. 

Financial—-The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, and accounts totalling 
£516/5/- were passed for payment.

Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Committee. — The 
Council proceeded to consider business for the meeting 
of the Committee to be held on June 10. The Secretary 
said that several items had been suggested for the 
agenda. Others would probably be submitted from the 
meeting of the State Branch Committee of the Guild 
held the previous evening. A meeting of the pharma- 
ceutical representatives would be held at 10 am. on 
June 7. The Liaison Committee meeting would be held 
in the Board Room of the College on June 10. 

Items for discussion included: 

(a) Distribution of Specified Drugs through the post. 

(b) Publication of list of B.P. drugs and doses. 

(c) The new Pharmaceutical Benefits Regulations. 

(d) Proposals for amendment of Specified Drugs Re- 

gulations. 

(e) Legibility of doctors’ prescriptions. 

(f) Defective prescriptions for Dangerous and Speci- 

fied Drugs. 

Trading by Hospitals——A communication was received 
regarding the sale of maternity outfits and other goods 
to intermediate and private patients from a public hos- 
pital in a provincial city, and it was suggested that a 
meeting of the Hospital Dispensing Committee be held 
to discuss this development. The Chairman indicated 
that this question had been causing much concern. It 
was a development which to the private practising 
chemist could have serious consequences. After discus- 
sion, it was resolved that a meeting of the Hospital 
Dispensing Committee be convened. 

Advertising of Infra-Red Lamps.—The Secretary 
tabled a letter received from the Pharmaceutical 
Society of New South Wales in regard to Guild adver- 
tising of infra-red lamps. He said the matter had been 
referred to the Executive, which instructed that a letter 
be forwarded to the New South Wales Society that the 
Executive did not concur with the views expressed by 
that Society. It was resolved that the action taken by 
the Executive be endorsed. 


AMCAL Advertising.—The Secretary read a cutting 
from a newspaper which had been sent in. This re- 
ferred to the appointment of a country chemist as an 
AMCAL member. Objection was taken to statements 
such as “Each AMCAL member is pledged to conform 
to exacting standards of quality and dependability” 
and “Can offer better service.” Mr. V. G. Morieson in- 
formed the Council that the AMCAL Executive had 
considered this type of notice in the newspapers and 
had decided that before material of that kind was to 
be put before the public or handed to an AMCAL mem- 
ber to use, the Executive should peruse the announce- 
ment to ensure that it contained nothing to which ex- 
ception could be taken. 

It was resolved that the matter be referred to the 
Ethics Committee for further consideration. 

College Rebuilding Project.—The Acting President 
said the Society had not received as yet any written 
or official confirmation of the offer that had been made 
on behalf of the Government for funds for building a 
new college at Parkville. 

The matter was being taken up again with the Premier 
and Treasurer and advice had been received to the 
effect that the matter had been before Cabinet. 

Veterinary Practitioners’ Association.—A communica- 
tion (referred from the Pharmacy Board) from the 
Veterinary Practitioners’ Association suggesting co- 
operation along certain lines between the Veterinary 
and Pharmaceutical professions was considered by the 
Council, which, after hearing the views of members, de- 
cided that the matter be listed for consideration at the 
next meeting. 


College Lectures—Easter Period.—A letter was re- 
ceived from the Victorian Chemists’ Sub-Branch of the 
R.S.S. & A.iL.A. asking the Council to consider dis- 
continuing any lectures on the Thursday preceding 
Easter each year. The Council, after discussion, decided 
that the College should be closed to students on the 
Thursday before Good Friday. A member of the Coun- 
cil suggested that it might be possible for lectures to be 
given on the Tuesday after Easter Monday, which 
hitherto had been regarded as a College holiday. ~ 

Discussion took place also on a suggestion from the 
Sub-Branch that the Council should ensure that as far 
as possible lectures and practical work should conclude 
at the times set out in the official time-table. 


Hospital Chemists’ Conference._-Mr. Long told the 
Council he had attended as their representative the 
conference of the Society of Hospital Pharmacists held 
at Fairfield during the month. About 50 members of 
the Society of Hospital Pharmacists were in attendance 
and lectures were given by Dr. J. H. Lindell, Chairman 
of the Hospitals and Charities Commission, and Mr. 
A. T. S. Sissons, Dean of the College of Pharmacy. 
The lectures were very interesting and greatly appre- 
ciated. The Society of Hospital Pharmacists had ex- 
tended a cordial welcome to him as the official repre- 
sentative of the Pharmaceutical Society.

To the Victorian Branch of the Guild, forwarding 
summary of the provisions of the Labour and Industry 
Act, 1953. Letter of thanks received. 

To Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. (on behalf of a new 
member) requesting comprehensive cover over shelving 
and show cases en route to and after installation at the 
new pharmacy about to be opened. 

From Mr. H. D. B. Cox, giving background to the 
P.D.L. warning “Get the Address.” At the time of his 
writing there was reason to believe that the incident 
would be satisfactorily closed. The member concerned 
was very grateful for the assistance given by P.D.L. in 
New South Wales. 

From the New South Wales Branch Secretary, en- 
quiring whether a pharmacist who had been convicted 
by a court for an offence against the Commonwealth 
of Australia under the National Health Act should be 
admitted to P.D.L.—It was resolved that the conviction 
of a chemist on such a charge would not itself be suffi- 
cient justification for excluding a member from P.D.L. 
cover or declining an application for membership from 
a non-member. If the incident was considered to be 
sufficiently serious, the chemist could be dealt with by 
the Pharmacy Board, but if the Pharmacy Board de- 
cided to retain the name of the chemist on the Register 
he would be entitled to be considered for P.D.L. mem- 
bership and indemnity cover. 

The Secretary was instructed to convey to Mr. O. C. V. 
Leggo, of Sydney, the sympathy of the Directors in his 
recent illness. 

From the South Australian Branch, advising that it 
had been found necessary to provide legal services for 
two members of the Branch of a character that did 
not come within the provisions of their insurance 
policies, inasmuch as no claim by a member of the 
public was resultant thereon. Cases were: (1) A mem- 
ber being required to go before the Pensioners’ Medical 
Service Committee of Inquiry to answer a charge of 
alleged wrongful dispensing of a P.M.S. prescription; 
(2) a member being required to attend an inquest into 
the death of a child following supply of teething pow- 
ders; the member had been exonerated from any blame. 
In regard to the first case, it was resolved that the 
South Australian Local Board be authorised to reim- 
burse the member such legal expenses as had been in- 
curred. The Directors considered that in future cases 
legal representation before a Committee of Inquiry in 
relation to National Health Service prescriptions was 
unnecessary. If the Committee made a recommendation 
that the member should be proceeded against, he could 
then get in touch with P.D.L. for appropriate advice 
and assistance; each case would be considered on its 
merits. Action taken in regard to the second case was 
confirmed. 

To the Western Australian Branch, conveying the 
ruling of the Directors on questions raised at the May 
meeting dealing with P.B.A. and P.M.S. dispensing. 

From the Western Australian Branch, forwarding de- 
tails of cases that might be used for publicity purposes.

The State Branch Committee of the Victorian Branch 
of the Guild met at 360 Swanston Street, Melbourne, 
on June 1, at 8 p.m.

Hospital Benefits Association.—The Secretary verbally 
reported the results of several personal interviews 
with H.B.A., the only positive result being that H.B.A.

is directed to the hospital by his private doctor, and 
this fact is endorsed by the hospital on the account 
for X-ray work performed after April 15, 1954. 

Mr. Lloyd moved, seconded by Mr. Davies, that 
charges for administering anaesthetics by a doctor for 
all cases, including those given for dental cases, be 
admitted as claims for full benefits be protested to the 
H.B.A. 

Mr. Langtry discussed at length the difficulties of 
chemist agents in explaining the workings, decisions 
and actions of H.B.A., particularly in cases of disallowed 
and partially met claims to clients, owing to lack of 
information. 

Discussion then generalised on the complete absence 
of direct Guild representation on the Administrative 
Council of H.B.A. 

As a result, Mr. Scott moved that a case be worked 
up for direct and adequate representation of the Guild 
on that Council. 

Mr. Lloyd reviewed the insidious growth of the 
“Mother Hospital’ Scheme under the aegis of the Hos- 
pitals and Charities Commission. He reported that the 
latest development in Geelong was the supply of mater- 
nity outfits by the hospital to patients, which formerly 
were supplied by chemists. This represented a turn- 
over loss estimated at £200 per week to Geelong 
chemists, and it might be reasonably anticipated that 
similar action will follow throughout Victoria. 

After general discussion, Mr. Iliffe moved, seconded 
by Mr. Lloyd, that the Pharmaceutical Society be 
requested to convene an immediate meeting of the 
Hospital Dispensing Committee, inviting the attendance 
of a member of the Geelong Chemists’ Association and 
Mr. K. Attiwill to discuss the situation exampled in 
Geelong and the action to be taken in combating the 
position.

Suggested Legal Costs Indemnity Fund.—P.D.L. re- 
quested a conference with a Committee of three State 
Branch Committee members to discuss policy in this 
matter. Mr. Gregory moved, seconded by Mr. Scott, 
that the Guild so confer. 


Relieving Staff Wage Rates.—The replies from Messrs. 
J. H. McRoberts, S. J. A. Fripp and B. Haigh in essence 
agreed: 

(a) The wage levels offered for relieving staff were 
only the amounts Guild chemists were authorising. 

(b) Individual chemists were conforming to economic 
laws in competing for relieving and other staff by 
establishing high wage levels. 

(c) No company would concede that it or its fellows 
was instrumental in fixing the alleged excessive de- 
mands, 

The Committee agreed that the situation was as pre- 
sented by the wholesalers, and no further action was 
required 

Chairs for Board Room.—Mr. Iliffe moved, Mr. 
Langtry seconded, that as suggested by the South Aus- 
tralian Branch, Victoria agrees to donate the cost of 
two chairs for the board room in the new Guild head- 
quarters. 


Deputation to Prices Minister.—Mr. Attiwill reported 
that Mr. Slater had agreed to receive a deputation on 
the decontrol of drugs and dispensing fees, suggesting 
that the deputation be small. A tentative appointment 
at 12 noon on June 9 had been arranged. 


Federal Report.—Mr. Scott reported that he hoped 
the monthly letter to State Branch Committee members 
over his signature would be a regular feature in future. 


Mr. Scott also advised that the question had been 
raised as to what action, if any, the Guild proposed 
taking in regard to members convicted of offences under 
P.B.A. He suggested that this might be discussed at 
district meetings and any positive results reported. 


P.B.A. and P.M.S.—Lengthy discussion then took 
place on the altered and amended provisions under 
P.B.A. and P.M.S. in the following:— 

The Committee deplored the receipt of the details on 
the day the new provisions came into force or at best 
the day before. Even more serious was the absence 
of any advice to many doctors by June 1, resulting in 
many scripts which could not be accepted for dispens- 
ing to the Commonwealth’s account. 

Mr. Glover reported that Mr. Farnbach agreed that 
a difficult situation thus arose, but the Department would 
adopt a reasonable attitude towards claims for dispens- 
ing in the initial period of the application of the new 
regulations. 

Specific formal motions carried by the Committee 
were :— 

That delegates to the Medico Pharmaceutical Liaison 
Committee discuss the provision for penicillin under 
the amended regulations in regard to special supplies, 
with specific attention to the problems presented in 
country areas. 

That the Guild sponsor the manufacture of sufficient 
quantity of rubber stamps for sale to members, pro- 
viding a certificate of receipt when prescriptions are 
collected by other than the patient.

SALE OF TEETHING POWDERS. 


_The State Health Department has tightened regula- 
tions on the sale of infants’ teething powders. This 
follows the recent death of a baby from mercurial 
poisoning in South Australia, and similar overseas 
fatalities. 

An amendment to the Food and Drug Regulations 
was announced in Brisbane on June 16 by the Acting 
Health Minister (Mr. Collins), and the new Regulation 
appeared in the Government Gazette of the following 
day. It advised that Regulation 75 (a) is inserted after 
Regulation 75 of the said Regulations, namely: 


“Mercurous Chloride 


“75 (a). No person, other than upon the written 
prescription of a medical practitioner, shall sell any 
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teething powder, soothing powder, infant’s powder, 
or similar preparation containing mercurous 
chloride for internal use by children under the age 
of five years.” 

Following the announcement, a Health Department 
spokesman said that no cases of mercurial poisoning 
through the use of teething powders had occurred in 
Queensland, but the new regulation was a necessary 
precaution. 


CHEMISTS’ ASSISTANTS’ AWARD. 


In the Industrial Court, Brisbane, on May 13, an 
application by the Federated Miscellaneous Workers’ 
Union of Employees of Aust., Q’ld. Branch, for increased 
wages for Chemists’ Assistants was heard. 

The Union called as a witness Mr. J. A. Anderson, a 
qualified pharmacist employed by the Brisbane and 
South Coast Hospitals Board. 

The Queensland Branch of the Guild, which was 
cited as a respondent, was represented by Mr. P. J. 
Self, Secretary of the Q’ld. Employers’ Federation, who 
was assisted by Mr. C. W. Noble, Treasurer of the 
Guild. 

After hearing evidence from both parties, the Court 
Magistrate reserved his decision. 

On June 10 the Magistrate, Mr. T. E. Dwyer, in 
announcing his decision, summed up the position as 
follows: “There is no evidence with any substance that 
the skill of these employees has increased —— or 
that their responsibilities have become greater. It is 
useless to expect general statements of this nature to 
have any influence in the direction of inducing the 
Court to increase wage rates. Such statements are too 
vague; something specific is needed. In view: of the 
fact that substantial increases in these rates were 
given only 2} years ago, and that there is a lack of 
proof in support of further increases now, the claim 
is refused.”

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY Meeting 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Queens- 
land met at Drysdale’s Chambers, Wickham Street, 
Brisbane, on June 10, at 8 p.m. 

Attendance: Mr. R. V. S. Martin (President), Miss 
Chalmers, Messrs. H. G. E. Sneyd, R. S. F. Greig, L. A. 
Stevens, V. Barnett, J. E. McCaskie, A. B. Williams, 
and the Secretary. 

Report re Education Questionnaire: The Secretary re- 
ported that to date 455 had voted in favour of the 
proposals and 13 voted against. Approximately 250 had 
not yet replied. The Guild Committee had suggested 
that a follow-up letter should be sent to those who had 
not replied and would like the views of the Council on 
this suggestion. 

Members of the Council said it would be advisable to 
have as many replies as possible. After discussion, Mr. 
Greig moved that a follow-up letter be sent to those 
who have not yet replied. Seconded by Mr. Sneyd. 
Carried. 

The Secretary advised that a number of letters had 
come to hand offering certain suggestions and recom- 
mendations. 

Mr. Greig said these should come before the next 
combined meeting of the Guild and Society. He would 
also suggest that these letters be perused prior to the 
combined meeting and the salient points extracted to 
save time at the meeting. 

Report re Picnic held on May 23: Miss Chalmers re- 
ported that over fifty attended the picnic. The weather 
was very disappointing and this no doubt contributed 
to the small attendance. However, those who did attend 
enjoyed themselves very much. She said Mr. C. W. 
Noble had rendered invaluable assistance on the picnic 
day and she moved that a letter of thanks be sent to 
him. Seconded by Mr. Greig. Carried. The President 
said he would like to express his thanks to Miss 
Chalmers and other members of the Social Sub- 
Committee for their efforts to make the day successful 
and enjoyable. 

Report re procuring the Atom Model Kit: The Secre- 
tary advised that since last meeting, application had 
been made to the Chief Administrative Officer of the 
Licensing Branch in Sydney for an import license to 
bring the Atom Model Kit into the country. A letter 
had been written to Senator Neil O’Sullivan, soliciting 
his assistance in the matter. Information had now been 
received from Sydney, indicating that a license would 
be granted if application was made to the Collector of 
Customs, Brisbane. Senator G’Sullivan had also replied 
to the same effect. a“ 

The Secretary stated that she had written to the Col- 
lector of Customs, Brisbane, and had also been in com- 
munication with officers of the Dept. that day. They 
had asked for a photograph of the kit and now said 
they could not find under what classification to place 
it. However, it appeared that it would not be very 
long before the license would be forthcoming. 

Correspondence: To Federal Director, Pharmaceutical 
Public Relations, advising that an approach’is being 
made to the B.M.A. with a view to having an early 
meeting of the Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Com- 
mittee to consider the question of undesirable publicity 
for potent drugs and substances. 

To the British Medical Association, seeking a meeting 
of the Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Committee. 

To the Pharmacy Guild (1) Advising that an approach 
has been made to the B.M.A. for a meeting of the 
Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison Committee. (2) Seeking 
a meeting with the Executive of the Guild at an early 


date so that matters of mutual interest could be dis- 


cussed. Reply stating the Guild Executive will be 
pleased to meet the Society Executive. Also enquiring 
if a combined meeting of both committees could 

arranged to further discuss Pharmaceutical Education. 

Members said it would be advisable to have another 
combined meeting to proceed with the question of 
Pharmaceutical Education and Mr. Greig moved, Mr. 
Williams seconded, that if suitable to the Guild, the 
meeting be held on June 29. Carried. 

From the Principal, Central Technical College, stating 
that each apprentice pharmacist in attendance at the 
College makes a copy of his time-table, but whether 
he shows it to his master or whether his master asks 
for it is not known. Master Pharmacists are not advised 
by the College of the time-table followed by their 
apprentices. 

From Director-General of Education, reiterating the 
information supplied by the principal of the College 
concerning students’ time-tables, and stating that Cen- 
tral Technical College will supply copies of the time- 
table of the various years of the Pharmacy Course to 
the Society if the Society is prepared to pass on the 
information as a service to all master pharmacists. 
After discussion, Mr. Greig moved that the Director- 
General be thanked for his co-operation and advised 
that the Society will be pleased to assist. If the Dept. 
will be prepared to issue a copy of the time-tables and 
amendments if and when necessary, the Society will 
make the information available to the master pharma- 
cists concerned. Seconded by Mr. Sneyd. Carried. 

From May & Baker (Aust.) Pty. Ltd., advising that 
the parent company in England had advised that the 
colouring of tablets was adopted to facilitate the identi- 
fication of M. & B. tablet products. It was pointed out 
that the company had adopted four different ways of 
identification for M. & B. tablets which were set out 
as follows: 

(a) By registered mark “M. & B.” (b) The brand name 
of the tablet, for example, “Stovarsol.” (c) An initial 
letter or combination of letters, for example “Q” for 
“Quinacrine,” “TL” for “Theogardenal.” (d) By distinc- 
tive colours. It was further stated the parent company 
felt quite strongly on this question of being able to 
identify M. & B. products readily, not only because 
of the safeguards which accrue from such a system 
from the purely manufacturing angle, but because they 
regarded it as helpful to medical practitioners. The 
Secretary reported that she had written thanking May 
& Baker for the information. It was resolved that the 
letter be received. 

From Mr. A. E. Conolly concerning the date of Mr. 
Cutler’s visit to Queensland and stating that the even- 
ing of July 8 would be suitable for the showing of Mr. 
Cutler’s films. After discussion, Mr. Greig moved that 
the Counci! meet at 7.30 p.m. on the evening of July 
8 and that an open evening be held from 8.15 p.m. to 
allow Mr. Cutler to show his films. The Secretary was 
requested to communicate again with Mr. Cutler con- 
cerning the evening. 

From a country member concerning the colour red 
on labels. Advising he is in total agreement with the 
suggestion that the red colour be used only for poisons. 
However, pointing out that the main offenders are 
those outside the range of pharmacy. Mr. Greig sug- 
gested that the member be thanked for his comments 
and advised that it is fully realised that the main 
offenders are on the manufacturing side. However, the 
matter had been discussed by the Executive of the 
Pharmaceutical Association, which decided at its last 
conference that it would take this matter up with the 
manufacturers, in the hope of having matter 
remedied. 

From Hon. Gen. Secretary, Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, copies of two letters concerning the B.P. and B.P.C.

Pharmacy Board: Mr. Martin, as the Society repre- 
sentative on the Board, announced that amendment to 
By-Law 24 has been gazetted and brought up-to-date 
to conform to the new British Pharmacopoeia. A list 
of galenicals had been selected and was now being 
printed. It would come into force on July 1. The 
method of notification would be that the apprentice 
would receive a copy and the master also advised. Mr. 
Martin advised that the Board now had printed sheets 
setting out the requirements of the pharmacy course. 
These would be supplied on application to persons 
interested. 

Mr. Sneyd said chemists were often asked the 
necessary requirements for training as a pharmacist and 
he wondered if it would be possible for a copy to be 
made available to the Society so that roneo copies 
could be taken and supplied to any members interested. 

Other members said this was a very good suggestion, 
and the Secretary was requested to convey it to the 
Registrar of the Board. 

“Benzocaine” Suppositories. Mr. Greig said he had 
made enquiries from the Department of Health con- 
cerning the requirements of Benzocaine Suppositories 
and had been advised that no exemption had been 
granted to such preparations for internal use. They 
would be classified as Restricted Drugs and be classed 
under Schedule IV. Mr. Greig suggested that members 
be advised accordingly on the next circular. 

Mr. Greig said the Department had also asked him 
to inform members that when a case of poisoning occurs, 
investigations are made immediately as to where the 
drug is purchased. Mr. Greig reported that Mr. Barnett 
and he were continuing with their work on the Poisons 
Regulations. 

The President thanked Mr. Greig for his report. 

Journal Committee—Mr. Barnett announced 
that it was his intention to resign from the local Journal 
Committee. Mr. Barnett pointed out that this Council 
has two members on the Committee. Mr. Barnett said 
he would have to resign personally and then it behoved 
this Council to appoint another member in his place. 

Mr. Barnett said he would like to nominate Mr. 
Sneyd, who had been giving informative reports on 
the Journal to the Council at monthly meetings.

Mr. Chater suggested that inquiry be made as to 
whether it would be possible for the company to pro- 
duce a 4 gallon size (approx.) for making up reasonable 
quantities. Mr. Chater moved that members who used 
the mixer be asked to inform the office of any formulae 
or preparations which they successfully make on the 
mixer. Seconded by Mr. Martin. Carried. 

To the Manager, Queensland Glass Manufacturing 
Company, stating that chemists throughout the State 
have written within recent weeks complaining of the 
periodic shortage of supplies of bottles; enquiring if it 
would be possible to accelerate supplies to overcome 
these periodic shortages. The Secretary reported no 
reply to date. Miss Redman, of Kingaroy, who raised 
the question, had been advised of the action that had 
been taken. 

To Mr. C. Noble, of Taylors & Elliotts, advising 
that the committee cannot see its way to provide Guild 
price lists to doctors in remote parts of the State. 
However, the Guild’s pricing Officer had offered to price 
any of the doctors’ prescriptions containing ethical 
and extemporaneously prepared preparations, if such 
doctors would forward their prescriptions to this office 
for pricing. 

To Mr. Ken Woods, conveying the thanks of the com- 
mittee for his loyalty, co-operation and assistance as 
one of the Guild’s “key” members in the North, and 
especialiy during his term as Chairman of the Far 
Northern Zone. Stating that his services have been 
appreciated and extending good wishes for the future. 

To Mr. R. Burnet enquiring if the Dept. allows freight 
charges on Repatriation prescriptions. Mr. Lenehan 
said he was sure that it was laid down in the agreement 
with the Repatriation Commission that freight charges 
should be paid. He always attached a small slip to the 
prescription showing the freight payable, but he thought 
it would be advisable to have this information should 
any member raise this query. 

Mr. Lenehan said he believed that there were to be 
changes in the agreement with the Repatriation Com- 
mission to take effect as from July 1. He had made 
an appointment with the Queensland Commissioner for 
June 8. Mr. Lenehan said he would point out to the 
Commissioner the difficulty of introducing a new scheme 
and expecting it to take effect immediately. 

From Mrs. Nolan, expressing thanks for the flowers 
sent to the ship prior to sailing overseas with Mr. Nolan. 

From Chief Inspector of Factories and Shops, advising 
hours of trading for chemists in the Southport area 
which have now been gazetted. 

From Secretary, South Australian Branch, suggesting 
that it would be a nice gesture if each State Branch 
Committee donated two chairs for use in the Board 
room of the new Guild Building for use of delegates 
when attending meetings. Seeking the views of this 
branch to the suggestion. After discussion it was re- 
solved that if other States are agreeable to the sug- 
gestion, this Branch will contribute two chairs. 

Mr. Martin said he was of the opinion that the States 
were going to provide panelling in their own State’s 
timbers for the Board room. This no doubt would be 
in addition to the chairs.

“Akta-Vite” Month.—The President reported that the 
local manager of Nicholas Pty. Ltd. had telephoned to 
enquire if the Guild would be prepared to co-operate 
with his company in sponsoring an “Akta-Vite” month.

of the Guild, with great success. Mr. Lenehan said he 
felt certain that this would be a good move, and he 
had promised the support of this branch in arranging 
a month.

Mr. Munro 
said this was a question that could well be discussed at 


, the combined Executive meeting with the Society. 


State By-Laws.—Mr. Lenehan recalled that several 
months ago, Federal Office had asked for a copy of the 
State By-Laws for lodging with the Commonwealth 
Arbitration Court. He had hoped to have a small com- 
mittee examine the By-Laws, but with so many matters 
requiring attention it had not been possible to arrange 
a meeting. Mr. Noble, Mr. Nichol and he had been 
supplied with a copy of the present By-Laws. He had 
compared them with the Constitution and Rules and 
had made certain suggestions and recommendations. 
These had been passed on to Mr. Noble and Mr. Nichol 
for their perusal and they were now being submitted 
to the Committee for its opinion. 

Mr. Nichol said he had perused Mr. Lenehan’s re- 
commendations and he thought they were very good.

DANGEROUS DRUGS ACT AMENDMENTS. 


Dangerous Drugs Act, 1934. 

By virtue of the provisions of the Dangerous Drugs 
Act. 1934, and all other enabling powers, I, the said 
Governor’s Deputy, with the advice and consent of the 
Executive Council, do hereby: 

1. Vary the proclamation made on the 21st day of 
August, 1952, pursuant to the said Act and published 
in the Government Gazette of the same date at page 
528, by deleting therefrom— 

(1) 3-hydroxy-N-methylmorphinan and its salts. 
(2) 3-methoxy-N-methylmorphinan and its. salts. 
2..Declare that subsection (1) of section 6 of the 
said Act shall cease to apply to— 
(1) N-Allylnormorphine and its salts. 
(2) 6-methyl-A 6-desoxymorphine and its salts. 

3. Declare that the said Act shall apply to the drugs 
specified in the schedule hereto in the same manner 
as it applies to the drugs mentioned in subsection (1) 
of section 4 thereof.

GENERAL MEETING OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SOCIETY MEMBERS. 
Visiting Lecturer Speaks on Ethicals. 

The S.A. Society held the second of its 1954 series of 
special meetings in the George Murray Hall at the 
University on the evening of June 15. The Council 
arranged for Mr. G. K. Treleaven to come from Mel- 
bourne to repeat a highly successful lecture he had 
delivered in his home city. 

The President (Mr. A. C. Holloway) welcomed the 
speaker and introduced him to the gathering. Mr. 
Treleaven is a Fellow of the Victorian Society; he is 
occupied in the wholesale field and his particular con- 
cern is with the newer ethicals. He is also on the staff 
of the Victorian College of Pharmacy. 

Mr. Treleaven spoke at length on new drugs, in- 
cluding those which are in the B.P. 1953, and others in 
various stages of use and investigation which might be- 
come official in due course. He discussed a very wide 
range of drugs from which a few of particular interest 
are the antibiotics, the diuretics, the antispasmodics, 
Vitamin B12 (cyanocobalamin), pholcodine, piperazine 
and the insulins, 

He listed the trade preparations of very many drugs 
and displayed an astonishing familiarity with the 
diverse names and forms of the ethicals containing 
them, including, in many cases, products not yet avail- 
able in Australia. 

Mr. Holloway thanked Mr. Treleaven for his address. 
Mr. A. A. Russell expressed the appreciation of the 
Council and those present and spoke of the steadily 
increasing importance to the pharmacist of the ethical 
preparations. It was essential, he said, that chemists 
should keep themselves well informed about them. 

The meeting closed with an enjoyable supper pro- 
vided by the University Refectory. 


POISONING CASES. 
Teething Powders Case Recalled. 

A report appeared in “The Advertiser” on April 3 
last of an inquest into the death of a 19-month-old 
Millicent girl, in which the City Coroner found that 
she had died from bronchial pneumonia due to chronic 
mercury poisoning resulting from the ingestion during 
a period of about two months of teething powders 
containing mercury. 

In this report it was stated that Mr. O. S. Williams, 
who travelled to Adelaide to give evidence on behalf 
of his firm, Chemco Aust. Pty. Ltd., said his company 
had manufactured and sold Steedman’s Teething Pow- 
ders for about 20 -years. 

This report was inaccurate, as Mr. Williams was re- 
ferring to powders manufactured by his own firm, and 
he did not, when giving his evidence, make any refer- 
ence to Steedman’s Powders, nor does his company in 
fact manufacture such powders. 

Chemco Aust. Pty. Ltd. has no connection whatso- 
ever with John Steedman and Co., of London, the 
manufacturer of Steedman’s Powders. 

“The Advertiser” has expressed regret if the report, 
as published, led any reader to believe that the death 


of the young girl was in any way connected with 
Steedman’s Powders. 
Poison Possible. 

There was no evidence to show that Harry Alfred 
Conder, 48, died from natural causes on December 25, 
1953, Dr. J. M. Dwyer said at the inquest. Death could 
have been due to poison. The City Coroner said that 
no poison was identified in analysis, but death may 
have been due to some unknown poison. 

Swallowed $0 Sleeping Tablets. 

“The defendant swallowed 90 sleeping tablets and 
was unconscious for 36 hours,” said A. P. P. Hender 
when a 3l-year-old man pleaded guilty to a charge of 
having caused injury to himself on May 18. 

The defendant, whose name was suppressed from 
publication, was alleged to have told the police that he 
had not intended to take his life, but had felt depressed. 
He was released on a £10 good behaviour bond for 12 


months. 
KEROSENE. 
Amendments to the Health Act: Steps to Safeguard 
Children. 

Amendments were made on June 10, 1954, to Health 
Act regulations following investigation into possible 
eauses of kerosene drinking by young children. 

The amendments— 

Prohibit the placing of kerosene in any bottle or 
container ordinarily used for any food or drug. 

Prohibit the sale or storing of kerosene in any bottle 
unless of prescribed shape (triangular) and colour 
(green or amber). 

Prescribe labelling requirements for kerosene con- 
tainers. 

A report states that the regrettable and accidental 
drinking of kerosene by very young children has re- 
ceived consideration by trade and other bodies over 
many years. 

Main points considered have been the indiscriminate 
use of all types of containers and the use of food 
containers for the sale and storing of kerosene. 

Accidents have been mainly due to negligence in 
leaving kerosene within the reach of children. 

Kerosene is not a substance which is regarded as a 
poison in ordinary circumstances, although it may be 
injurious if drunk or applied to the skin. 

The gazetted regulations are as follow: 

Regulations Under the Health Act, 1935-1953. 

The regulations made under the Health Act, 1935- 
1953, on the 16th day of November, 1948, and published 
in the Government Gazette on the 25th day of Novem- 
ber, 1948, at page 1593 as varied from time to time, 
are hereby further varied by inserting after Part VIII 
the following new Part and heading. 

“Part VIIIA. Dangerous Substances. 

158A. (1) Kerosene is hereby declared to be a dan- 
gerous substance within the meaning of the Health 
Act 1935-1953. 

(2) No person shall place any kerosene in any bottle 
or container which is ordinarily used for the packing, 
storing or delivery of any food or drug for sale, and 
no person shall have in his possession any such bottle 
or container containing any kerosene. 

(3) No person shall sell or store any kerosene in a 
bottle unless the bottle is triangular in shape and green 
or amber in colour. 

(4) No person shall sell or store any kerosene in a 
container of a capacity of four gallons or less unless 
the container is labelled with: 

(a) The word “Kerosene.” 

(b) The name and address of the bottler, packer or 

vendor. 

(c) The words “Caution: harmful if swallowed. Keep 
out of reach of children” in bold-faced sans-serif 
capital letters of not less than 12 points face 
measurements.” 

And the Honourable the Chief Secretary is to give 

the necessary directions herein accordingly.

The President, Mr. A. C. Holloway, presided over a 
large gathering in the Hotel Adelaide, and at the outset 
expressed a special welcome to two ex-country phar- 
macists (Mr. R. M. Cox, from Jamestown, and Mr. L. E. 
Arbon, from Yorketown) who were present. 


Toast to New Members. 


In proposing the toast of the newly qualified mem- 
bers, the President said that all of the 30 students who 
passed out from the 1953 final course had joined the 
organisation and that this recognition of the work of 
the Society gave the members of the Council a great 
deal of satisfaction. Of these, 27 were actually pre- 
sent, the other three being unable to attend by reason 
of being on country relieving duties. In formally wel- 
coming all as members he wished to congratulate each 
and to say that he hoped they would find satisfaction 
in their life’s work as pharmacists. 

Mr. D. C. Hill, in supporting the toast initiated by 
the President, said that the older members present wel- 
comed such a large influx to the family circle. In the 
future each new member would have to shoulder new 
and greater responsibilities in his chosen profession. He 
would be called upon to give loyal support to the several 
kindred organisations and to carefully avoid betray- 
ing the trust which members of the public had in their 
pharmacists. On behalf of members, he wished them 
the best of luck in the future and suggested that they 
be not discouraged by any hardships, difficulties or 
setbacks which might come their way. In the long run 
such trials would prove to be their most valuable in- 


centives. 
Presentation of Diplomas. 


Mr. K. S. Porter, president of the Pharmacy Board, 
then presented each of the new pharmacists with the 
standard certificate of the Board and congratulated 
them on their achievement. He expressed the hope that 
they all would continue their studies and keep them- 
selves abreast of new developments in the pharma- 
ceutical profession. By that means they could give an 
adequate and up-to-date service. 

Mr. Porter then called Mr. J. Palape forward and 
explained that he too had satisfied the examiners of 
his ability to give service in Australian pharmaceutical 
life, but legal formalities had not been completed and 
hence he could not, at that time, hand him his final 
certificate. Mr. Palape was the first New Australian 
European pharmacist to achieve recognition in South 
Australia. In weleoming him, he wished to say that 
he had battled with the obvious difficulty of re-learning 
in the English language much pharmaceutical know- 
ledge which he had previously attained in his own 
Latvian tongue and in German. In so doing he had 
made warm friends with the other students in spite of 
their younger age and had earned the respect of all 
a _— he had come in contact. (Prolonged ap- 
plause. 


The responders to the toast of the newly qualified 
members were Mr. B. N. Williams, Past President of 
N.U.P.S.A., and Miss Y. J. Fricker, who had also taken 
a keen interest in both State and Federal student or- 
ganisations. 

Mr. Williams remarked that senior pharmacy, as a 
whole, set a fine standard, which the younger genera- 
tion could well follow to the betterment of their own 
lives and the profession of pharmacy. The helpful 


advice which had been given would assist the new 
pharmacists in maintaining the ideals of the calling and 
the giving of true service as essential units in the health 
services as a whole. 

Having finished with Mr. Lipsham, they would have 
to increase their knowledge, not from text books as in 
the past but from the basis of trial with no error 
allowed. This exacting requirement of pharmacy was 
a challenge which they all would have to face up to 
in their personal lives as pharmacists. 

Miss Fricker said that first she wished to thank the 
proposers of the toast for their kind words and the 
ideals which they had placed before the newly quali- 
fied. All realised that although they had passed, such 
was not the final milestone In the future they had 
to garner practical experience and a working know- 
ledge of psychology, spreading such over many years 
of hard work. The evening was a very happy one for 
all, particularly as they now could find time to do 
some of the many things they had not been able to do 
during their years of study. During those years each 
had received help from members of the Board and the 
Council in both official and personal difficulties. In 
examinations the officials had been as lenient as their 
duties permitted to maintain the high standard re- 
quired of S.A. students. She wished to thank all sin- 
cerely for a very lovely evening. 


“The Masters.” 

The toast of “The Masters” was ably covered by 
Mr. C. L. Reid, son of Mr. C. A. M. Reid, of Glenelg. 

In so doing he centrasted the conditions of appren- 
tices of today with those set out in an old indenture 
of 1865 which he had seen. In the last century the 
master exercised a very complete control over the life 
of the junior because the hours of labour were so much 
longer, and the conditions of the contract allowed 
the master a good deal of control over the private life 
of the apprentice. 

Although the control today was much less rigid, it 
was still essential for the student to seek guidance 
from the practising pharmacist in a great number of 
matters concerned directly with his training. Again, 
although students now enjoyed much better academic, 
social and economic conditions, they could not get very 
far along the really hard road by merely attending 
lectures: working for a master provided the essential 
background. 

Response. 

Mr. H. N. Flaherty, in reply on behalf of the masters, 
conveyed congratulations to all concerned and asked 
that each strive to maintain their loyalty to pharmacy. 

Loyalty took several forms, of which probably the 
most important was strict compliance with the laws 
in respect to drugs which could be supplied only when 
a prescription was tendered by the client. Failure to 
so conform to the legal requirements brought discredit 
on the individual concerned and annoyance to other 
pharmacists. Another important loyalty was the giving 
of service promptly at all times and willingness to 
supply dispensed prescriptions of an urgent character 
at any time after the hour for closing the pharmacy. 
After hours’ service by residential chemists was a con- 
venience greatly esteemed by the public. 


The Lectoral Staff. 


Mr. D. F. Penhall, a member of the Council, gave the 
toast of the Lectoral staff and mentioned the continued 
progress which is the marked feature of pharmaceutical 
education in the University of Adelaide. Old wood had 
been pruned out t> make way for new branches of 
study. He elaborated a comparison of the various 
courses of study as being the components of a whole 
to the constituents of a pill, with drugs in both large 
and small quantities, excipients, hard work and exami- 
nations to blend the whole into a finished product. At 
the same time he paid a special tribute to the work 
of Messrs. Lipsham and Bowey, and suggested to the

SALE OF POISON TO YOUTH. 


Mr. Norman Stanley Craven, chemist, of 1 Hay St., 
Perth, was fined £20 in Perth Police Court on June 8 
for a breach of the Poisons Act. 

One of his employees, Louie Rappeport, of Hay St., 
Perth, was fined £10. 

Both admitted responsibility for having sold a bottle 
of chloroform to a 17-year-old boy last cember. 

It was Craven’s second conviction for a breach of the 
same Act, said the Magistrate. 

The boy was not known to either man, nor was the 
chloroform sold in the presence of a known ‘witness, 
said Detective Norman. 

It was found on investigation that the sale was not 
entered in the poison register. - 

The boy was a keen biologist, and wanted the chloro- 
form to use during experiments. 

The case was heard before Mr. W. J. Wallwork, S.M. 
Sergeant V .McDonald prosecuted. Mr. B. Marshall 
appeared for Craven, and Mr. P. Sharp appeared for 
Rappeport.
